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THE APPROACHING SESSION 


SEGINNING THE CONTEST FOR THE 
SPEAKERSHIP, 


&sIX GENTLEMEN WORKING FOR THE PLACE 
—MESSRS. HISCOCK AND KEIFER THE 
MOsT PROMINENT—RUMORS ABOUT THE 
CABINET. 


Wasurtneton, Nov. 16.—The contest for 


fhe Speakership of the House of Representa- 
tives is beginning to take definite shape. All 
the prominent candidates except Mr. Hiscock 
are here, have established themselves in head- 
quarters, and are preparing to carry on a Vig- 
orous campaign. Thus far, however, the 
several aspirants, having been under the 
hecassity of operating at long range, 
have made little headway. All of them 
presert scattering figures to indicate their 
present strength, but itis evident that until 
members reach Washington no trustworthy 
figures can be given as to their relative 
strength and the result of the coming contest. 
Six gentlemen have announced themselves as 
candidates, namely, Messrs, Hiscock, of New- 
York; Reed, of Maine; Keifer, of Ohio; Bur- 
rows, ot Michigan; Kasson, of 
and Dunnell, of Minnesota. Mr. 

has, perhaps, at this time, the great- 
est strength, but Mr, Keifer is not 
far behind and the indications are that the 
Uhio member will closely press Mr. Hiscock 
for the caucus nomination. Gen. Keifer is 
here, activeiy pushing his canvass and is ably 
assisted by Messrs. Robeson, of New-Jersey, 
and Butterworth, of Ohio, A number of 


Western members friendly to Mr. Keifer 
are expected to reach Washington next 
week, when the Keifer movement will 
be given thorough organization. Mr. His- 
tock is expected to reach Washington 
the latter part of this week. Mr. James R. 
Davis, of New-York City, is here to watch the 
rontest for the Speakership, and to make a 
struggle for the position of Sergeant-at-Arms 
should Mr. Hiscock be unsuccessful. Mr. 
Davis says he desires the nomination of Mr. 
Hiscock for Speaker, and will do nothing, to 
promote his own interests until it is deter- 
mined that the Speakership will not be given 
to New-York. In that event Mr. Davis is pre- 
pered to make an earnest canvass for Ser- 
geant-at-Arms, and says that he has assu- 
rances that bis State delegation will give him 
unanimous indorsement, The nomination of 
Mr. Hiscock would, of course, exclude any 
New-York man from the contest for the other 
elective offices of the House, 

A report is current to-day that Secretary 
Lincoln will soon retire voluntarily from the 
Cabinet; that the Hon. Emory A. Storrs will 
be the new Attorney-General, and that ex- 
Senator Chaffee, of Colorado, will succeed Mr. 
Kirkwood as Secretary of the Interior. Mr. 
Chauncey [. Filley is mentioned as Postmaster- 
General, Gen. Longstreet as Secretary of the 
Navv, and Gen. Beale, of this city, as Secre- 
tary of War.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON, 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 16, 1881. 

The national bank notes received for re- 
demption to-day amounted to $208,000. 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $403,625 73, and from Customs $652,- 
936 99. 

Mr. H. V. Redfield, Washington correspond- 
ent of the Cincinnati Commercial, lies very 
jow athis residence here. He is one of the 
most highly respected men in his profession, 
and is a gentleman of great private worth. 

Controller Knox to-day authorized the fol- 
lowing national banks to begin business: The 
Pemigewasset National Bank of Plymouth, 
Mass.. capital, $75,000; First National Bank 
of New-Hampton, lowa, capital, $50,000; First 
National Bank of Hiawatha, Kan., capital, 
$50,000. 

Assistant Treasurer Hillhouse reported to 
the Treasury Department this afternoon the 


acceptance of $38,500 of continued 6 per cent. 
bonds, The sum previously offered and ac- 
cepted was $4,550, making a total of only $43,- 
100 offered and accepted up to date, under the 
terms of the Treasury circular of Nov. 4. The 
fact that so few of these bonds have been of- 
fered for redemption leads some Treasury offi- 
cers to think that the Secretary will issue a 
call for bonds soon, but no expression of 
opinion as to the amount likely to be called 
can be obtained. 


The French and American Claims Commis- 
sion met to-day at 12 o’clock and rendered 


judgment in 16 cases upon applications by 
claimants for jeave to amend their memorials. 
The commission granted the applications in all 
except four cases. M. de Chambrun,counsel for 
France, announced that he would be ready in 
afew days to submit several cases for the 
tg of the commission upon their merits, 
r. John Davis, counsel for the United States, 
stated that it was possible the United States 
would argue the cases orally. The commission 
then adjourned to Saturday, the 19th inst. 


The Postmaster-General will state in his 
forthcoming annual report that many petitions 


have been receivei from the Pacific and East- 
ern States for a more speedy and fre- 
guent service between New-York and San 
Francisco ; that the service should be improved 
in accordance with the importance of the 
business transactions between the two sections, 
and that the time has recently been reduced 
one day by the action of the Pennsylvania 
Raiiroad in establishing the limited express. 
Negotiations are pending which have in view 
a still further reduction of the time. At pres- 
ent only New-York City and Pennsylvania 
ig by the reduction of one day between 
New-York and San Francisco. The matter 
will be brought to the attention of Mr. Van- 
derbilt, who has always afforded the depart- 
ment superior facilities for the transmission of 
its mails, and it is thought that he will place 
the Exstern and Northern States, whose mail 
facilities are controlled by his lines, on an 
egual footing with Pennsylvania and New- 
ork City.

WasHineton, Nov. 16.—President Arthur 
ls not giving the professional office-seekérs 
much encouragement. Within a few days 
there have been several attempts to have him 
remove Postmasters on the ground that they 
were not Grant Republicans, The President 


surprised his visitors in each case by 
telling them in decided terms that he did 
not :ee how that made any difference, and that 
such considerations would certainly not con- 
trol him. Officers would be changed for proper 
cause, but not for such a reason as the one as- 
signed. His personal relations to Gen. Grant 
was one thing, his duty to the entire Repub- 
lican Party quite another thing. His aim 
would be to keep constantly in view the good 
of the service and of the party as a whole.

JOHN SHERMAN IN OHIO. 

Crxctnnatr, Nov. 16.—The Hon. John 
Sberman appeared on ’Change to-day, and 
made a brief address, in which he alluded to 
the dark days of the past, when he had spoken 
to Cincinnati merchants, and he congratulated 
them that these were past, and that now no 
country had brighter prospects than this, being 
BU peace not only with the rest of the world 
but in its own borders. Nearly all the asperi- 
tics which have divided the people have passed 
away. After the reception given to Gen. 
Sherman at Atlanta yesterday, surely the 
Democrats and Republicans of Cincinnati 
should bave no cause of quarrel. He knew of 
no political issue in Ohio worthy of the name. 
The tariff used to be a cause of difference; but 
when D. W. Voorhees, of Indiana, and John 
Sherman, of Ohio, stood side by side on this 
subject, he thought Cincinnati politicians of 
ifferent parties could do the same, He spoke 
of legisiation of interest to the business com- 
mounity, alluding to the law to assist the honest 
creditor in pursuing his debtor, andtoa law 
for the direction of commerce between the 
States, which, he said, shouid be framed with 
2 view to the interests of business men, Mr.

BALDWIN’S LOST GOLD.

BOLD MOVEMRNTS OF THE ROBBERS—TWO 
THEORIES ABOUT THE CRIME. 
CLEVELAND, Nov. 16.—Every new develop- 
ment adds so much more to the wonderful bold- 
ness of the Baldwin gold robbery, near Youngs- 
town. Monday night about dark five men left 
Youngstown. Three went ahead and two stopped 
afew minutes ata saloon. They must have gone 
directly to Boardman, for it is ascertained that 


they broke into the school-house and ate a lunch 
there and smoked some good cigars, They were 
rough-looking men, but this was doubtless their 
disguise. At the proper hour they left the school- 
house, hitched up Balawin’s best team, broke into 
the house, ransacked it leisurely, carried away the 
contents of the safe and several lunches from the 
cellar, They went directly to Columbiana, where 
they took a train for Pittsburg at 2:30 in the morn- 
ing. They arrived at Pittsburg at 6 o'clock, and, 
it is supposed by seme, left there soon after for 
Philadeiphia or Washington. This is one theory. 

Another theory is that there is an organized 
band of robbers and horse-thieves, with head-quar- 
ters somewhere in Eastern Ohio, and that after 
Jeading the scent to Pittsburg in the bold manner 
described they returned to their rendezvous. This 
is more probable from the fact that Conductor 
Youngblood, who ran the train to Pittsburg. says 
they had no baggage with them, and certainly did 
not act as though they had any great amount of 
gold or silver. The stolen gold must have been 
given toan accomplice, who hastened witu it to 
the head-quarters of the band. The pains taken to 
remain on the train to Pittshurg furnish a strong 
indication of the last theory. Conductor Youngblood 
says the men impressed him as being ruffians. One 
of them paid to Enon Valley, and afterward quar- 
reled about the remainder of his fare. Two paid 
to Pittsburg and two to Rochester. The latter 
afterward paid the remainder to Pittshurg without 
grumbling. One of the men wore a skull cap, and 
another a broad-brim Western hat. The men who 
carried away the gold could not have been 
these five. The job was engineered nearer 
home. and these five were cracksmen who 
took their risks for a stipulated consideration. 
While the craeksmen were making the noise and 
attracting attention, the men who engineered the 
robbery were stealthily making their way toa place 
for secreting the treasure.

OHIO MERCHANTS VISITING THE SOUTHERN

CINCINNATI, Nov. 16.—A large delegation of 


merchants and manufacturers of this city, with 
their wives and daughters, left here this evening 
for Atlanta, to visit the great Southern exposition. 
Floral tributes were taken along for presentation 
to the officers of the exposition and of the State of 
Georgia. The floral company which prepared them 
was instructed to spare neither pains nor expense. 
One of the pieces was a beaut'ful floral ship, about 
15 feet in length; another was a magnificent 


triumphal arch, under which a man could 
walk standing erect. Woven into these pieces, 
in the brighest flowers, were the words 
“ From Cincinaatito Atlanta.” The pieces were 
on exhibition to-day. and were admired bv many 
visitors. Gov. Colquitt, Gen. Sherman, ard other 
distinguished gentlemen, will be in waiting upon the 
arrival of the party in Atlanta. The leading mer- 
eantile and manufacturing firms of this city are 
represented in the party, and the handsome tokens 
they bear to the people of the South are in keeping 
with the policy which is being steadfastly pursued 
by the business men of Cincinnati of making 
friends and extending their trade in that direction.

A GIRL’S TERRIBLE FATE.

THE MUTILATED BODY OF MISS ELLEN KES- 
NER FOUND NEAR CHICAGO. 

CuicaGo, Nov. 16.—At 10 o’ciock last even- 
ing the headless trunk of Miss Ellen Kesner was 
found at a place known as the Wabash Railroad 
crossing and Seventy-first-street, in Englewood. 
The marks on the per-on of the woman in- 
dicated foul play. She was 20 years of age and 
prepossessing. Ghe was educated in the East, and 
was attending the Normal School at Englewood. 
She was regarded as a young lady of bril- 
liant rospects. It is stated that iiss 
Kesner has been acting strangely of late. Last 
night she retired as usual, but subsequently rose, 
dressed herself, and going tothe room of the Su- 
perintendent’s wife, complained of feeling ill. She 
was sent back by that lady, but instead of going to 
her room she went out on the street, and at 10 
o’clock the body was found by two students, W. S. 
Patrick and W. S. Warner. Both arms and legs 
were broken, and there were several cuts on the 
body asif by aknife. The head lay some distance 
from the body. Parts of the hands and feet were 
scattered about in the grass, Over the left nip- 
ple was a wound, but not sufficient to cause 
death. The thigbs and abdomen were badly dis- 
colored, carrying the impression of outrage. Two 
tramps were seen at 11 o’clock rapidly walking 
along Wentworth-avenue, but, though pursued by 
the excited citizens, escaped. 

The Police now discredit the theory of foul play 
in the case, and believe that she committed suicide 
or met her death by accident.

SHOOTING A POOR WOMAN WHO REFUSED TO 
GIVE HIM FOOD. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Nov. 16.—A colored man, 
giving the name of Albert Green, on a tramp 
through this region, called at the house of John 
Feustner, a laborer, in Rockport, to-day, and asked 
for something to eat. Mrs. Feustner was alone, 
except a child in her arms, ani, being poor, de- 
clined to aid him. He went away but in 
a moment returned and asked for a drink 
of water, which she gave him.{j{He then walked 
down the road afew rods, but again returned, 
came in the house, and shut the door. He then 
said: ‘I asked you for something to eat, but you 
refused me, and I meanto kill you.’’ Pulling a re- 
voiver from his pocket, he pointed it at her face 
and fired. The balistruck her in the right cheek 
in front of the ear and passed into her 
mouth. The negro then ran, while the woman tied 
her face up in a towel and made her way as best 
she could to a neighbor’s house. Her wound is 
serious, but not necessarily mortal. Green started 
for Cleveland, but was soon pursued by the neigh- 
bors of the wounded woman. He was found riding 
in on a load of hay, and taken back for identifica- 
tion. The woman pronounced him the man, al- 
though he claimed to have a brother who had made 
acallat the house and done the shooting. He is 
now safe in Cleveland Jail.

THE MUTUAL UNION’S POLES. 

BLOOMINGTON, Ill., Nov. 16.—A few daysago 
about 40 poles belonging to the Mutual Union Tele- 
graph Company, across the Dawson tract in McLean 
County, were dugup by Western Union Telegraph 
employes, under the instructions of its Superin- 
tendent. Upon their return to Bloomington these 
meu were all arrested, and application was made 
for a preliminary injunction restraining the 
Western Union Company from _ further _in- 
terference with the wires of the Mu- 
tual Union Company. On the day _ set 
for the hearing of the criminal cases against the 
Western Union Superintendent and his employes, 
the attorney of the Western Union Company sued 
for peace. and begged of the attorneys of the 
Mutual Union Company to withdraw the criminal 
charges against their Superintendent and em- 
ployes, they agreeing to make no opposition to the 
issuance of a permanent injunction ar-inst them, 
and further agreeing to pay all costs and expenses 
of all the cases, including the expenses of recon- 
structing that part of the line torndown. The 
Mutual Union Company acceded to the proposi- 
tion, and so the matter was settle].

FRENCH AND ENGLISH RELATIONS 
IN NORTH AFRICA. 


ARAB DEPREDATIONS IN TUNIS—ALI BEY’S 
SUDDEN MOVE—LORD GRANVILLE AD- 
VISING THE UNION OF EGYPT AND THE 


PORTE, 


Tonis, Nov. 16.—The Arabs who re- 


tired before the expedition to Kairwan are 
now ravaging undefended points on the 
coast. 


Lonvon, Nov. 16.—A dispatch from Mar- 


seilles says: ‘* Numerous embarkations for 
Tunis will begin this week. A steam-ship com- 
pany has been ordered to prepare for the 
transportation of 5,000 soldiers to Algeria.” 

A dispatch from Tunis says: ‘‘ Ali Bey, 
the Tunisian commander, has suddenly made 
his appearance at Tunis with a small escort, 
although his departnre from Zaghouan was 
not announced.” 

Carro, Nov. 16.—Mr. Malet, the British 
Diplomatic Agent at Alexandria, has received 
a dispatch from Lord Granville, British For- 
eign Secretary, dated Nov. 4, reviewing the 
policy of Great Britain with regard to Egypt, 
and adding: ‘‘ Weare convinced that the tie 
uniting Egypt to the Porte is the best safe- 
guard against foreign intervention. If it 
should be broken Egypt might soon be endan- 
gered by rival embitions, Tke only circum- 
stance which could force us to cease main- 
taining this tie would be an_ eutbreak 
of anarchy in Egvpt, and we look to the Khé- 
dive, to Cherif Pasha, and to the good sense of 
the Egyptian nation to prevent sucha catas- 
trophe. As long as Egypt continues tranquil 
it will be the earnest ciesire of her Majesty’s 
Government to contribute toward a satisfac- 
tory result. We have every reason to believe 
that France will act in a similar manner. 
Any aggressive designs on the part of either 
Government must destroy their useful co- 
operation.’? Cherif Pasha has expressed his 
satistaction with the foregoing, and has or- 
dered it to be translated for publication in all 
the native papers. 

ALEXANDRIA, Nov. 16.—The elections for 
the Egyption Assembly of Notables passed off 
quietly. The Arabs manifested little interest. 
The Premier, Cherif Pasha, has expressed his 
satisfaction with the result. 

Paris, Nov. 16.—Gen. Compenon, Minister 
of War, has telegraphed to the commanders of 
the troops in Tunis and Algeria that he is 
most solicitous for the well-being of the troops, 
and will assist them by every means in his 
power.

SPAIN’S FOREIGN POLICY. 
THE MINISTERS DEFENDING THEMSELVES 
IN THE CHAMBER OF DEPUTIES. 

Maprip, Nov. 16.—In the Chamber of 
Deputies to-day, Premier Sagasta, replying to 
the attack upon the Ministry by Sefior Canovas 
del Castillo, pointed out the greater liberty of 
discussion now allowed in Spain, as contrasted 
with the prohibition of « Republican banquet 
by Sefior Canovas del Castillo when in power. 

The Minister of Foreign Affairs defended the 
foreign policy of the Government. He said 
that the sufferers by the attack of the Arabs 
upon the Alfa works at Saida had a right to 
the compensation promised by France. Spain 


had expressed to the Vatican its regret at the 
rioting during the transfer of the remains of 
the late Pope, but had not made representa- 
tions to the Quirinal on the subject, no other 
European nation having taken the initiative 
in such a step. 

The Premier maintained that the Govern- 
ment had done everything possible concerning 
the recent disturbances in Rome. The Gov- 
ernment deplored the situation of the Holy 
See. The Spanish colonies, he said, would 
be placed on the same footing as 
the mother country, and the _ neces- 
sary colonial reforms would be introduced. 
Referring to France, be said that that country 
had accorded all the demands of Spain arising 
from the Saida affair, whereas Spain had en- 
tered into no engagement toward France. In 
conclusion he said that the feeling of the 
French ti ward Spain was most friendly. 

The debate then terminated, and the Cham- 
ber adopted the address in reply to the royal 
speech by a vote of 279 to 33.

THH NEW REGIME IN FRANCE. 
SEPARATION OF THE MINISTRIES OF COM- 


MERCE AND AGRICULTURE—DIPLOMATIC 
RUMORS. 

Paris, Nov. 16.—A decree has been issued 
annourcing the separation of the Ministries of 
Agriculture and Commerce. It points as an 
example to the United States and other coun- 
tries which have made agriculture a distinct 
department. Gen. Miribel has been appointed 
Chief of Staff. 

It is rumored in Parliamentary circles that 
M. Chailemel-Lacour, now Ambassaaor to 


England, is to be Ambassador at Berlin; M. 
Leon Renault, member of the Chamber of 
Deputies, to be Ambassador at St. Petersburg, 
and Count Duchamel to be Ambassador at 
London, 

Lonpon, Nov. 16.—A dispatch to Reuter’s 
Telegram Company from Paris says: ‘‘M. 
Gambetta has not yet given his attention to the 
appointment of successors to Gen. Chanzy and 
Count de St. Vallier as Ambassadors at St. Pe- 
tersburg and Kerlin, respectively. M. Gam- 
betta has sent a circular note to the represent- 
atives of France abroad, stating that the 
change of Ministry will not modify the pacific 
tendency of the foreign policy of France.” 

Lonpon, Nov. 17.—A dispatch from Paris 
states that the retirement of Gen. Chanzy and 
Count de St. Vallier from their diplomatic 
posts has produced a very unfavorable im- 
pression.

mittee to purchase the farms at low prices. 
The sales were principally at the suit of Vis- 
count Hawarden.

AN ENGLISH STEAMER BLOWN UP. 

Lonpon, Nov. 17.—An explosion, sup- 
posed to have been of dynamite, occurred 
yesterday on board the Glasgow steam- 
er Severn, from Bristol to Glasgow. 
The Severn was towed to Kingstown Harbor. 


A portion of her decks was blownaway. Nine 
persons were killed and several were severely 
wounded. Four were taken to the hospital.

BISMARCE’S THREAT TO RESIGN. 


HIS NEGOTIATIONS WITH THE CATHOLIC AND 
LIBERAL MAJORITY IN THE REICHSTAG. 
Lonpon, Nov. 16.—A Berlin dispatch to 

Reuter’s Telegram Company says: “The 

measures to be submitted by the Government 

to the Reichstag include renewed bills for 
quadrennial parliaments and biennial bud- 
gets. The North German Gazeite under- 
stands that Prince Bismarck has merely 
requested from the Emperor authorization 
to negotiate with both sections of the 
probable Catholic and Liberal majority, and 
ascertain whether and under what conditions 
they will be prepared, either together or 
separately, to conduct the Government. The

The Marquis of Lorne, replying to an ad- 
dress of the Corporation of Chester yesterday, 
said there was hardly a verson in ten thousand 
in Canada who did not attach the utmost value 
to its imperial connection. The Marquis and 
the Princess Louise have arrived in London. 
The Princess will accompany the Marquis on 
his return to Canada five weeks hence.

The epidemic has 
broken out at Djiddah. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 16.—Advices from 
Mecca state that 500 persons aredying daily 
there from cholera. Steamers at Djiddah re- 
fuse to embark returning pilgrims. 

The Porte has sounded the Ambassadors of 
the powers with reference to their views regard- 
ing the Austrian conscription in Bosnia and 
Herzegovina. 

Sr. PETERSBURG, Nov. 16.—The Department 
of State control accounts show that the 
budget for 1880 resulted in a deficit of 50,308,- 
000 rubles as compared with the estimates.

ALL THE JURORS CHOSEN 


PREPARATIONS FINISHED FOR THE 
TRIAL OF THE ASSASSIN. 


THE LAST MAN SWORN IN YESTERDAY AFTER- 
NOON—THE TRIAL TO PROCEED TO-DAY 
—AN APPEAL TO LAWYERS FROM GUI- 


TEAU WHICH MR, SCOVILLE REPUDIATES, 


WasHINGTON, Nov. 16.—The attendance of 
spectators in the court-room this mornivg shows 
that public curiosity is increasing, and that the de- 
sire to witness the proceedings is daily growing 
stroncer in the higher classes of the community. 
To-day there was a much larger proportion of la- 
dies and of well-dressed people in the audience 
than on either of the first two days of the trial. 
Before 10 o’clock every available space in the room 
was occupied, The lawyers soon filed in and made 
their way with difficulty to their respective 
tables; the Judge entered, and the court was 


opened with the usual proclamation. Then 
Guiteau was brought into court by Police 
offiéers and Deputy Marshals, and being 
relieved of his handcuffs, took his seat 
near his lawyer and his brother and sister. The 
nine jurors already selected were called and an- 
swered to their names, and then the names of the 
75 men composing the new panel were called. 
There were only a few absentees. Then the work 
of testing their individual qualifications to sit as 
jurors in the case began. Several of the first batch 
confessed having entertained very decided opin- 


ions as to the prisoner’s guilt. One of them, how- 
ever, a laborer named Thomas, declared that he 
had neither expressed nor formed an opinion, that 
he cannot read, and that he has never held any 
any conversation whatever on the subject. Mr. 
Scoville remarked that this man was about 
the kind of juror that the law contem- 
plated, but that the defense did not want 
him. He therefore challenged him peremptorily. 
The next, a colored barber named Williams, an- 
swered allthe questions in such a manner as to 
show that he was not disqualified, but in his case, 
too, a peremptory challenge was interposed by the 
defense. Several others were excused because 
they confessed that they held very decided opin- 
ions on the subject of the prisoner’s guilt, and then 
William H. Brawner, a grocer and commission 
merchant, was called. He declared that he had no 
fixed opinion. He was questioned very closely by 
Mr, Scoville, particularly as to his views upon in- 
sanity, and he expressed himself as having come to 
the conclusion that there are persons who are in- 
sane on one subject and perfectly sane on other 
subjects. ‘** We will take the juror,” said Mr. Sco- 
ville, after consultation with Mr. Robinson and the 
prisoner. ‘Let him be sworn,’ chimed in the Dis- 
trict Attorney, and Mr. Brawner was accordingiy 
sworn as the tenth juror. Gustay Lansburgh, a 
merchant, said that his opinion was so decided 


that no evidence would shake it. George T. Keene, 
a merchant tailor, said that his opinion was so de- 
cided that nothing under the sun could change it, 
and Adam Gaddis, a merchant, said that it would 
require very extraordinary evidence to change his 
opinion. These gentlemen and several others who 
avowed more or less devided opinions were ex- 
cused. 

Thomas H. Barron, a carpenter and builder. an- 
swered the preliminary questions in a satisfactory 
manner, and was then more closely examined by 
Mr. Scoville. He had talked very little and read 
very lit:le on the subject, and never formed opin- 
ions until he had heard both sides. He never had 
been a Freemason. He had once been an Oda- 
fellow, but had dropped that order because it 
was the duty of a good citizen to help every- 
body. Being asked whether he believed in a 
hereafter, he said that the present implied 
a hereafter. and that he believed every violation 
of law, whether natural or spiritual, would be pun- 
ished. Being asked whether he had ever employed 
any of the lawyers for the prosecution, he said that 
the only lawyer he had ever emp!oyed was Mr. 
Davidge, and his experience with the law then was 
such that he had never sued a man since. Being 
asked whether his wife was living, he said: “ Yes, 
what is left of her—not much.” The dry and 
eaustic humor with which this man replied to all 
questions afforded much amusement. Mr. Scoville 
at last madeup his mind to accept Barron as a 
juror, but the District Attorney preferred to ex- 
cuse him, and interposed a peremptory challenge. 

Acolored man named Murray went through all 
the questioning to which he was subjected without 
bringing himself within the range of disqualifica- 
tion, and then was peremptorily challenged by the 
defense. Another colored man, named Hall, ad- 
mitted that he was opposed to capital punishment, 
and so he was excused. The same objection ap- 
plied to Joshua Clark. Lewis J. Davis admitted 
having a prejudice against the prisoner, but would 
not like to say that he could not render an impar- 
tial verdict. 

The District Attorney—Could you listen to the 
evidenee for and against the prisoner and, taking 
the instructions of the court, render a verdict in 
accordance therewith? A.—I should dislike to say 
that I could not. I have certain preconceived 
opinions in regard to the matter. 

Mr. Scoville—Are they such as would require 
considerable sworn evidence ina court of justice 
to overcome? A.—Very considerable. 

This man was excused, and the next, a laborer 
named Hughes, who said that he could not read, 
ran the gantilet successfully, but was challenged 
peremptorily by the defense. The next, named J. 
G. Weaver, did not believe that any evidence 
could be given that would change his opin- 
fon. He thought that torture was too 
good for the prisoner. The next was also 
excused because he thought that in the case of Gui- 
teau the rope should not be spared. Owen O’Hare 
haa a very decided opinion, and did not think he 
could render an impartial verdict. He was ex- 
cused. T. Heinlein, an iron-worker, admitted having 
an opinion, but thought he could render an impar- 
tial verdict. In reply to Mr. Scoville, he said that 
he read the papers every day, but was nota reli- 
gious believer in them. 

Q.—If the defense of insanity were set up, could 
ht it a fair consideration? A.—-I think I 
could. 

Q.—Have you talked and expressed your opinion 
freely on this subject? A.—I have. 

Q.—Have you ever said what you would do if 
you were cailed on the jury? A.—No, I do not 
think I ever expressed myseif in that way. 

Q.—Did you ever offer to join an organization to 
poe the prisoner? A.—No,lam notone of that 

ind. 

Q.—You have heard of suchathing? A.—Yes, 
from newspaper reports, but I never take muck 
stock in them. 

Q.—You have not been one of the 500 or 1,000 who 
were organized forthat purpose? A.—No, Sir. I 
am an American, and I do not believe that Ameri- 
cans belong to that kind of institutions. 

Q.—Have yon ever advised lynch law in this case? 
A.—1 never did. 

bare Nes believe in all people abiding by the law? 
A.—I do. 

.—Have you ever been of infidel opinions? A. 
—No, Sir; I believe in a Supreme Being. 

Q.—Have you ever been employed under the Gov- 
ernment? A.—I was an officer during the war, 
and served during the whole rebellion. 

Q.—Have you_been acontractor under the Gov- 
ernment? A.—No, Sir; 1 have always worked at 
my trade. 

Mr. Scoville (after a brief consultation)\—We will 
take him. 

The District Attorney—Let him be sworn. 

j Mr. Heinlein was thereupon sworn as the eleventh 
uror. 

Cc. A. Paine, a shoe-dealer and manufacturer, an- 
swered all questions satisfactorily to the defense, 
but the District Attorney challenged him peremp- 
torily.

In re- 
ply to Mr. Scoville, he said he had served on a jury 
on a murder trial several yearsago. The result 
was that the prisoner got off, and he thought, 
therefore, that it was a packed jury.

Q.—Would you give a fair consideration to the 
defense of insanity. A.—I would. 

Q.—Have you any opinions that would interfere 
with your accepting evidence given by witnesses 
on that point.

Ihbad expressed my opinion very emphatically 
the day of .the shooting, but Ihave changed it a 
good deal since.

Mr. Scoville—We wiil accept the juror. 

The District Attorney (interpesing)—What do 
You sav your opinion? A.—What I read

Q.—You mean the bulletins of the doctors? A.—

The District Attorney—Well, you can be excused. 

Mr. Scoville objected that the Government had 
already exhausted its right of peremptory chal- 
lenge. 

The District Attorney—No, we have five chal- 
lenges and this is the fifth. 

Guiteau, (leaning over with a satisfied air toward 
a newspaper reporter)—Put that down. 

Joseph Prather, a commission merchant, an- 
swered all questions satisfactorily, and was accept- 
ed and sworn as the twelfth juror.

After a recess of half an hour the court reassem- 
bled and the oath was administered to the jury. 

The District Attorney then said: “It has been 
customary, your Honor, in cases of this kind, when 
the jury has been organized, to allow them ofe day 
to make arrangements in relation to business mat- 
ters, and I therefore ask that the court adjourn un- 
til to-morrow, when the case can proceed.” 

Mr. Scoville—I do not rise to offer any opposi- 
tion to the motion, but I beg leave to make a per- 
sonal explanation. Before this trial commenced, 
on Sunday evening, several reporters called on 
me, and I gave them, as usual, such items as I 
thought of public interest, and I told them I should 
not entertain any more visits from reporters 
during the progress of the trial, but that they must 
get information as the case progressed. I also at 
that time intended to prevent anything getting 
into the papers except what came out properly 
during the progress of the trial. There was a 
paper obtained from the prisoner by some member 
of the press that was published. I think it 
was called an ‘“ Address to the Public.” 
I did not see it -before it was  pub- 
lished, and I did not know its contents. To- 
day I understand that another paper has gone out 
without my consent. I had not intended that any- 
thing of this kind should get out to the public in 
the manner indicated. That paper was presented 
to me this morning by the prisoner, who asked me 
to indorse it. I refused to doit, and said I did not 
think it proper that anything of that kind should go 
out. i understand, however, that it has gone out. 
What I want to say is this: I would like to have 
the public understand that that paper has 
gone out without my consent. Not that I 
cere for its influence on the public or 
anything of the kind, but because it is 
of that character that it might have (if it were 
understood to have gone out with my consent) an 
influence in some quarters, which I should very 
much regret. For instance, I have received this 
morning two letters from gentlemen that I think 
are fully competent to take part in the manage- 
ment of this case whose services may be obtained. 
They are not residents of the District, and may see 
this thing in the newspapers, and, ae it has 
gone out with my sanction, it may have some in- 
fluence on them. Of course, I could not meet all 
these things with private letters to persons in sym- 
pathy with me and giving me valuable assistance, 
and I simply want to have it understood that from 
this time anything of this kind that gets into the 
papers is entirely without my consent and approval. 

This speech had the effect of bringing the pris- 
oner to his feet, and in 2n excited manner he said: 
“*I desire to be heard. I appear here ina dual 
capacity—first, as prisorner, and, second, as coun- 
sel, and I want to have the final say in this matter. 
When I request counsel, the court can assign 
them. That paper was addressed to the legal pro- 
fession, and I expect many responses to it. I want 
it understood that I appear here in part as my own 
counsel, and until Irequest eounsel I propose to 
defend myself.”’ 

The prisoner then resumed his seat, the manacles 
were placed upon his hands, and the court, at 1:45, 
adiourned until to-morrow.

Scovijie and Guitenu is as follows: 

Zo the Legal Frofession of America. 

Iam on trial for my life. I formerly practiced 
law in New-York and Chicago, and I propose to 
take an active part in my defense, as I know more 
about my inspiration and views in the case than 
anyone. My brother-in-law, George Scoville, Esq.. 
is my only counsel, and I hereby appeal to the iegal 
profession of America for aid. I expect to have 
money shortly,so I can pay them. [shall get it 
partly from the settlement of an old matter in 
New-York and partly from the sale of my book, 
and partly from public contribution to my defense. 
My defense was published in the New-York Herald 
on Oct. 6 and in my speech ee Nov. 15, 
(yesterday.) Any well-known lawyer of criminal 
capacity desiring to assist in my defense will 
please telegraph without delay to George Scoville, 
Washington, D.C. If, for any reason, an applica- 
tion be refused, the name will be withheld from 
the public.

Troy, N. Y., Nov. 16.—The work of survey- 
jag the route of the Boston, Hoosac Tunnel and 
Western Railroad, Saratoga branch, was com- 
menced in this city to-day.

THE PRINCIPLES ADOPTED BY THA 
TARIFF CONVENTION. 


BRIEF ADDRESSES BY REPRESENTATIVES Of 
VARIOUS INDUSTRIES — RECOMMENDA: 
TIONS AS TO SHIPPING AND TRADE—THG 


NEED OF PROTECTION—A COMMITTEE 


TO GO TO WASHINGTON. 


Cuicaao, Nov. 16.—At the opening of the 
Tariff Convention, this morning, Congressman 
Aldrich made a brief speech, expressing sympathy, 
with the objects of the convention. Dr. Blair, of 
New-Jersey, representing steel manufacturing 
interests; Mr. Fuller, of the Bath (MeJ 
Board of Trade; Mr. Asborne, of New 
York, and others made brief addresses, expressing 
their views upon the requirements of the respeo 
tive interests represented. The speeches ranged 
among the shipping, iron, and steel interests. Upos 
reassembling in the afternoon the Committee os 
Resolutions made its report, which was adopted 
without opposition. 

The platform recites that the protective policy of 
America is to be credited with having not only pro 
yided the revenue with which to subdue the re 
bellion, revive the national credit, and dis, 
charge in large part the national debt, bui 
also with having quadrupled the industries of ths 
country, maintained the unexampled continued 
prosperity for 20 years, and turned the balance o 
trade steadily in our favor, &o., and that howeve 
well established our manufactures may be, a tari 
for protection and reveuue is still needed tha 
skilled laborers and producers may have constant 
and remunerative employment, The convem 
tion gladly accepts the success of the Im 
ternational Cotton Exhibition now be 
ing held in Atlanta, Ga, as evidencd 


that the new South is diversifying its industries 
employing its people, creating home markets av 
working up its own raw material, thereby anitin 
our interests with theirs as citizens of one Natio 
and making our American policy of protection 
benefit and a need to all sections. The conventio 
recommended Congress, for the more effectual pr 
tection and upbuilding of our commercial marine~< 

First—That American maritime property shall by 
exempt from the burdens of State, municipal, an 
local taxation. The reason for this is that A:merica 
vessels derive no protection or benefits what 
ever from State and municipal Government( 
which are not shared im an equal degre 
by foreign vessels touching at our ports, which paj 
no taxes,and, hence, such taxes upon capital i 
vested in maritime property amount toa very heav. 
discrimination in favor of foreign against America? 
shipping, this discrimination in the portof New-Yora 
being 24% per cent. on the principal. 

Secona—They should make American vessels thé 
carriers of American malis at rates proportionate té 
the value of the service performed, without regard t¢ 
the rates at which foreign vessels, subsidized by theli 
own Governments, may be willing to carry them, 

Vhird—The United States sheuld regard an Amer 
can commercial marine as an integral element oO 
our American nationality, and should so dis 
criminate in favor of American vessels. espe 
eially of those which are striving to exten/ 
American trade to new countries, as would secure t% 
them a fair and lucrative share of the worid’s carry 
ing trade proportionate to the dignity and power oi 
the country In other respects. . 

Fourth—That the methods adopted for meeting the 
expenses of our consular service should be s) re 
modeled as no longer to amount toa discriminating 
tax on American vessels, to which the vessels of ot. 
countries are not subject. 

Other resolutions are as follows: 

Resolved, That whenever any foreign commodity 
which is produced or exists in surpiusage is com 
stantly brought to our market as baliast, touf 
advancing the price of our own products, an in 
creased duty should be imposed thereon for thé 
benefit of the home laborer, as the Government reve 
nues. The convention disproves of thac class of alr 
surd Treasury decisions which interpret Besseme? 
steel, Bioom’s steel, wire rods, cotton ties, and 
other products of advanced value the pro 
duction of which has begun since the Tariff law wag 
passed in a manner to ciass them under the clause “not 
otherwise provided for,” instead of classing them um 
der the designation most nearly corresponding ta 
these products in their nature, cost of production, 
and need of protection. The effect of these 
decisiona is to make the duties on ther? 
articles diminish as the amount of labor in- 
vested in them increases, The national internal 
revenue taxes should be gradually reduced, 
with a view to their extinguishment within a reason 
able period. The convention recommends the passag@ 
of alaw for appointing a commission to revise out 
revenue system, including bothinternal rev«nue and 
tariff laws, im the interest of protection and for 
needed revenue. We promise that such wise and 
patriotic action as the forthcoming national conver: 
tion in New-York may take in the interests of prote> 
tion will meet with the hearty approval and support 
of this convention. 

Resoived, That acommittee of five be appointed to 
visit Washington during the next session of Congress 
and present the acts of the convention to the proper 
committees of both houses and forward its objects iz 
the proper ways. 

The convention, in common with an afflicted country 
and sympathizing world, recognizes the death of Presi- 
dent Garfield asa national calamity which no language 
can adequately express, and emphasizes its regard 
for him, an able champion of the American doctring 
of protection to industry; nor is our sensibility to the 
loss rendered in any degree less acute, notwithstand- 
ing our respectful and due appreciation of the fact 
that his successor in the Presidential office, President 
Arthur, is equally in —— and by conviction de 
voted to the same cause of protection to Americaa 
industry. 


The committee reported on Mr. Grinnell’s reso 
lution that, being an inquiry for information rela 
tive to the condition and management of aspe- 
cific industry under circumstances growing out 
of the Patent laws and not the Tarif 
law, it was not the province of the com- 
mittee to present the resolution to the 
convention. They referred it the President 
of the Bessemer Steel Company, limited, 
for the information desired in such resolution. 
The Chairman appointed as the committee ona 
Permanent Industriai Western League, a resolution 
for which was adopted this morning, O. W. Potter, 
of Chicago; A. W. Kingslove. A. N. Carpenter, 
of Chicago; Homer Loughiin, of Ohio; I. Whittier, 
of Michigan; C. W. Smith, of Chieago, and Charies 
Redgely, of Springfield. lil. He nominated as the 
committee to visit Washington, John Roach, 
of Delaware; Mr. Morrill, of Pennsylvania; 
O. W. Potter and Albert Keep, of Chicago; 
and Mr. Hawley, of Sycamore. After some state- 
ments as to comparative wages in this country and 
in Great Britain and other countries of Europe in 
this line of our manufactured industries, the con- 
vention adjourned sine die. 

Among the speakers before the convention to 
day were ex-Gov. Bullock, of Georgia; J. B. Grin- 
nell, of lowa: Titus Sheard and Mr. Hartshorn, of 
New-York: J. D. Morrell and Henry Sheeman. of 
Richmond, Ind.; Samuel Edwards, of Cali« 
fornia; Mr. Knowles, of Ohio: J. M. Wescott, 
of Indiana, and W. Adams, of Cleveland. 
Mr. Edwards, of California, offered a resolution in 
the interests of the wine-growers of taa* State,’ 
that Congress afford protection against the 
reciprocity treaty with France, and it was referred: 
to the Congressional Committee. Ex-Gov, Bul-, 
lock invited the delegates to attend the Cotton-' 
Pianters’ Convention at Atlanta on Dec. 6 Tho 
Committee on Permanent Organization was em- 
powered to appoint a committee to meet 
the cotton planters of the South and 
the New-England manufacturers in Atlanta. John 
Roach addressed the Industrial League to-night, 
giving a statement of his own personal interests in 
ship-building. He opposed subsidies, but said he 
simply desired that his labor be protected in the 
yards and on the seas as all American interests are 
protected.

INDUSTRIAL LEAGUE DEMANDS. 
RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED AT A MEETING YES- 
TERDAY IN PHILADELPHIA. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 16.—The Industriat 
League met here to-day, Henry Bower, of the 
Manufaeturing Chemists’ Assaciation of the United 
States, presiding, and Lyons Elder acting as Secre- 
tary. Joseph Wharton was elected President to 


succeed the late Gen. Robert Patterson. The fol- 
lowiag programme of principles was then adopted: 

First—Immediate remeay of the injuries done by de- 
cisions of the Treasury Department and tne courts, 
which have so construed the tariff laws in many cases 
as to legalize evasions of Customs duiles, to prostrate 
important American industries, and to give to foreign’ 
manufacturers large sums of money which should ge 
into the United States Treasury—decisions which tho 
Secretaries of the Treasury in some instances have 
deciared to be wrongs which Congress shouiu be asked 
to remedy. S 

Second—The appointment of a competent civilian 
commission to thoreughly investigate and report 
upon the progress, condition, and needs of American 
industries, and to recommend such tariff legisiation 
as will be protective in character, consistent in ail 
its parts, and adapted to the present condition of the 
business of the country. 

Third—Early and progressive reduction of internai 
taxes by the general Government. 

Fourth—The main tenance cf a favorable balance of 
trade by the enlargement of our markets for Ameri- 
can products, and the promotion of our ship-building 
and ship-owning interests, ana of foreign commerce. 

The meeting resolved that the proposed conven- 
tion, promoted by the league ard to be held in the 
City of New-York on Nov. 29 and 39, wil! be of 
great importance to the country, and the league, 
having exerted its influence to secure a full repre- 
sentation of all its constituent industries, wil! take 
such further action as may be needed to assure

{MPORTANT SUBJECTS CONCERNING INSU- 


RANCE INTERESTS DISCUSSED—— THE

CONSIDERED—THE DANGERS OF ELEC- 


TRIC LIGHTING. 

The first annual convention of the United 
Fire Underwriters in Ameriea met yesterday inthe 
hall of the Boatd of Underwriters. Of the 147 
rompanies which are members of the association, 
representatives of 100 were present, These may 
be classified as follows: Eastern companies, 18; 
New-York City and State companies, 32; Pennsylva- 
nia companies, 14; Western companies, 12; Southern 
companies, 5, and companies of foreign countries, 19. 
A. Louden Snowden, President of the Fire Asso- 
ciation, Philadelphia, and President of the associa- 
tion, delivered the opening address. He recounted 
the evil practices that prevailin the business, and 
the disastrous attending results. What the com- 
panies desired most in their business was unity of 
ection, confidence in each other's integrity of pur- 
pose, and fair and honest dealing among them- 
selves and with the public. ‘The association had 
labored hard within the past year to accomplish 
yood results within the scope of its authority, and 


the members had reason to eongratulate themselves 
shat their efforts had not been without good re- 
yults. ‘Shall we,” said Mr. Snowden, contin- 
ning, “confine ourselves within the narrow 
limits within which we have thus far moved, 
br ate we prepared by the last year of 
pur co-operation and harmenious action upon & 
tew things to enlarge the sphere of our infiuence ?”’ 
The question was not what the companies would 
= to aceomplish, but what they can aecomplish. 
e subject of rates and commissions should be 
Rpproached with great care, as it was a subject of 
talimportanee. There could be little or no profit 
in the business so longas inequstity in commissions 
remained. If companies could first agree upon 
nniform commissions and honestly maintain the 
agreement, and if they would heartily encourage 
the establishment of local boards, with penalties 
attached, and faithfully maintain the rates they 
established, then, indeed, would great and perma- 
nent good be effeeted. The policy-holder was as 
much, if not more, interested in the maintenance 
of adequate rates as the companies that effect 
the insurance. Solvency in the latter was 
essential to the protection of the former. 
The evils under which companies suffered were of 
their own creation ana for which they were re- 
sponsible. Mr. Snowden asked, in conclusion: 
“Have we enough wisdom, courage, manhood, 
and fidelity to our stockholders’ interests as well 
as to the public at large to remedy theso abuses? 
I trust we have. [appeal to you now in the name 
of the vast interest you represent to lay aside 
prejudice and bad practices and so legislate here 
that from our discussion and counsels eonelusions 
may be evolved that will meet the just ex- 
ectations of those we represent, and thus conduce 

o the welfare of our companies and tothe security 
of those who trust the protection of their property 
to our keeping.” 

Taxation of insurance companies was discussed 
nt considerable length, the subject being intro- 
duced by J. N. Dunham, President of the Spring- 
field Fire and Marine Insurance Company of Mas- 
sachusetts, Mr. Dunham said the eld doctrine, ‘no 
taxation without representation,” was ignored, and 
the new gospel: * Get all the taxes you can out of 
persons not of our faith or kin and from 
corporations where we own no stock and from 
foreign corporations—get taxes in all forms, direct, 
indirect, and by force if necessary,” had becoms 
generally adopted, There were, he thought, three 
modes of relief open to companies: First, an ap- 
peal to the law-making power for justice; second, 
an appeal to the courts for redress, and third, to 
retire from any State or 
anjust and excessive taxes were imposed. 
He thought the last ag so 4 would be the 
most effective. He had no faith in appealing to 
the law-making powers for the reason that it was 
the personal interest of every legislator to show 
that as much as possible had been collected in taxes 
from foreign corporations. No other class of com- 
panies was called upon to bear as heavy a burden 
of taxation, and were a new fire insurance com- 
ed to start ‘business to-day and do a general 

usiness with $1,000,000 capital invested in Govern- 
ment bonds the interest account would not pay the 
taxes and license fees imposed upon the enter- 
prise. There was no reason why insurance com- 
panies should be taxed any more than banks or 
other corporations. He thought the association 
should take some test questions on taxation before 
the courts, and concinded by offering the following 
resolution: 

Resolved, That the whole subject of taxation 
licenses, deposits, &e., be referred to a committee of 
five with authority to correspond with, or appear be- 
fore, the officers and legislators of the various States; 
niso, to present the facts in the case to the severa 
State Insurance Commissioners individually; also, to 
appear before said Commissioners at their next an- 
nual meeting in person or by eounsel to urge the im- 

ortance of uniform legisiation relative to taxation 
fa all its forms, and to ask said Commissioners to join

a request to the several States they represent for 
relief, in part at jieast, from the heavy and unjust 
burden now borne by fire insurance companies. 

President Bowker, of the American Fire Insu- 
rance Company of Boston, said the present system 
of insurance taxation was simply a tax on whata 
man owed and noton whathe owned. He urged 
the members to exercise their influence with Con- 
gressmen and State legislators to have a proper 
remedy for the evil provided. 

Mr. P. Notman, President of the Niagara Fire In- 
surance Company, said the taxes on the [New-York 
companies were so heavy that he felt rather indis- 

osed to call the attention of legislators in other 

tates to them lest similar taxes might be imposed 
Elsewhere. In New-York companies were first 
taxed in the City from 2 to8 per cent., and an act 
of 1880 imposed atax of 2 percent. for State pur- 
poses, eight-tenths of 1 per cent. on premiums, and 
244 on dividends, making in all atax of 6 percent. 

George T. Hope, President of the Continental 
Insurance Company, regretted that the taxes were 
not greater forthe reason that whatever tax was 
imposed the companies collected it from the policy- 
holders, and the companies hereby paid in the 
amount to those entitled to recoive it, not at a cost 
to themselves but to their customers. That acom- 
pany in one place paid more tax than a company 
bperating in another locality was not correct. The 
companies charged different rates of insurance ac- 
cording to the different rates of taxes levied. The 
matter of tax was just as much a charge as the 

ayment of losses and expenses of management. 
nthe end the taxes must come from the people, 
and if they, through their legislators, insist upon 
the present system, which costs 25 per cent. for col- 
ection, by all means iet them have it. 

Mr. Dunkam would not agree to Mr, Hope’s sug- 
gestion forthe reason that while the companies 
might collect the taxes from their policy-holders 
whey would by so doing inflict an injustice on a 
arze class of people. 

The discussion was broughtioa close by refer- 
ting the resolution to a special committee. 

Mr. Thomas read an elaborate paper on ‘“ Legis- 
lation,”’ introducing the following preamble and 
resolutions: 

Whereas, Insurance and commerce are £0 vitally re- 
lated thata wrong to the one is an injury to the 
other; and, 

Whereas, The insurance interest of late years has 
been made the subject of a vast deal of legislation, 
much of it of an unjust and injurious character, 

Resolved, That it is our duty as underwriters to call 
‘o our aid the good services of our representatives, or 
public men, and the daily press to the end that there 
may be an enlightenment of law-making bodies with 
reapers to the purpose and operation of insurance, 

esolved, That this association as such should con- 
tinue to take into consideration plans forsecuring the 
flefeat of unjust and dangerous measures, and should 
pneourage the enactment and enforcement of such 
wise laws as will secure the construction of substan- 
tial buildings, proper inquiry into the origin of aus- 

icious fires, and the decrease of the fire hazard of 

he country to the greatest degree consistent with its 
pommercial interests. 

_ Mr. E. R. Kennedy, New-York representative of 
yne Boston underwriters, thought the resolutions 
ought to include the representative commercial 
bodies who are directly interested in the payment 
of premiums. 

Mr. Chard said he had no objection to asking the 
aid of allcommercial bodies in connection with 
the measure he had proposed, and the resolution 
Was amended accordingly. 

After a paper on “ The History of tho Fire In- 
surance Policy” had been read by Mr. George T. 
Hope, and which was warmly received, the con- 
vention took a recess. 


THE AFTERNOON SESSION. 


The convention reassembled at 2:30 o’clock. A 
paper on codified policies was read by Mr. P. 
Notman, who also offered the following resolution, 
which was adopted: 

Resoived, That in the judgment of this body the in- 
gurer ought to have the forming of the conditions in 
which he will takerisks. But when a codified policy 
form is before a Legislature of any State, and likely to 
become a law, this body, through its Advisory Com- 
mittee, ought to forestalithe final action by offering 
for adoption a standard policy preserving the form in 
force in other States, : 

A lengthy paper on ‘Co-operation; Unworthy 
Agents; Rates, Commissions, and Local Boards 
and Bad Practices in Underwriting,” was read by 
Mr. A. S. Gillette, of Philadelphia. The document 
was referred to the Committee on Business, to con- 
tider its suggestions and report thereon at the 
meeting to-day. Mr. W. A. Anderson, President of 
the Mercantile Fire Insurance Company, presented 
& report on the dangers of electric lighting. He 
said the New-York board had already discovered 
evidence of existing and threatened danger of a 
rerious character from the introduction of electric 
light. To frard against this danger the board rec- 
ommended the adoption as a preliminary standard 
of requirements for lights, wires, lamps, &c., which 
will be amended and added to from time to time 
ps necessity may demand. The report took up this 
standard aad gave the board’s reasons for recom- 
mending its adoption. Among the reasons 
xiven was that it had been currently re- 
ported that the several fires that had _ re- 
cently occurred at the Paris Exhibition 
were mainly caused by their wires and contact of 
wires. If a wire had not conductivity sufficient to 
carry the current of eleetricity the wire would be- 
come heated, and if insulated it would burn the 
insulation, and if not insulated it would burn what- 
ever combustible substance it came in contact 
with, and also consume the wire. In some cases 
it was found that electricians were either at a loss 
to calculate the amount required fora given num- 
ber of lights, or were loth to give the measurement 
to insurance men, while in other cases electricians 
were very positive in their calculations, and were 
prepared to prove by tests that their statements 
were correct. Mr. Anderson was assured by ex- 
perienced electricians that if the eonducting wire 
was two and ~ half times greater in weight per foot 
than the wire wound around the dynamo-machine 
with which it was connected, then there would be 
amnle excass;to insure safety. and. as that was one 


of the most important points in the entire equip- 
ment so far as a fire hazard was concerned, it was 
thought only reasonable to require such conduc- 
tors. It had been proved by tests that some of the 
jnsulatiag compoundsin themselves inflammable 
were the better insulators for eleetrical purposes, 
and until that partieular point was better under- 
stood the use of doubly covered insulators was 
recommended. It had been also found in many 
cases that most of the wires placed in buildings 

revious to the recent action of the local 

oard of underwriters were without proper in- 
sulators, and some without any covering whatever. 
Seme covered wires were in use that appeared to 
be safe, but were eg A notso. The wire of the 
future must be different from any now in use. Full 
protection to life and property require that the 
conductors should not only be covered with a sub- 
stantial insulator, but in addition be firmly 
incased in a leaden pipe, or in some 
such measure proteeted from wear and friction. 
Tt had been discoverea in three cases in this City 
that fire was caused by the electricity being con- 
ducted by metal staples to tin, which became 
heated to a degree that caused the wood under- 
neath to burn A resolution. recommending the 
adoption by all companies of the standard for test- 
ing electic lights and their appliances instituted 
by the New-Yord Board of Underwriters was 
passed unanimously. 

The hazards of petroleum were discussed at great 
length by H. F. Atwood, of Rochester, who moved 
the adoption of the following revolutionary reso- 
lutions: 

Resolved, That it is the sentiment of this association 
that the laws regulating the inspection and sale of 
kerosene-oils should be made more stringent; that a 
flash test should be the basis of inspection; that laws 
governing the inspection and sale of kerosene-oils 
should require such a test of at Jeast 120°. 

Resolved, That we deprecate the use of gasoline and 
other volatile products of petroleum for fuel or for 
illuminating purposes, and, knowing the dangers in- 
cident to their use, we feel it our duty to take such 
= as willtend to prevent their further introduc- 
tion. 

Resoived, That woe pledge ourselves to give no per- 
mits for the use of gasoline stoves and lamps. 

The resolutions were referred to the Committee 
on Business, with instructions to report thereon 


to-day. 

In dispensing: the proper reserve for reinsurance, 
Mr. John C. Paige, of Boston, said, among other 
things, that the doubt as to the correctness of a 
pro rata reserve might be emphasized by the fact 
that the losses upon the business in force at a given 
date seldom reached, in ordinary years, anything 
like as large asum as the reserve required by law, 
Nevertheless, as the reserve created and accumu- 
lated not only protected the policy-holders but the 
stockholders, and as no injury was done by its be- 
ing too high, as there might be were it teo low, it 
seemed unwise to disturb the present estab- 
lished system of a high reserve. Mr. Paige, in 
conclusion, moved that the Advisory Committee 
be requested to confer by correspondence or other- 
wise with a committee of the State Insurance 
Commissioners upon the subject, and that the Ad- 
visory Committee be authorized to take such ac- 
tion thereon as might seem most wise. The resolu- 
tion was referred to a committee with instructions 
to report to the association to-day. 

In connection with unworthy agents, Mr. George 
T. Hope moved the following resolution, which was 
adopted: 

Resolved, That members of this association owe it to 
their fellow-members to co-operate with each other 
respecting unworthy agents by communicating with 
each other confidentially, but freely, facts relating to 
defaleations or other malpractice of agents who have 
betrayed the trust reposed in them, and also to co- 
operate with each other in efforts to prevent the use of 
unusual and improper indorsements of policies, 

The question of rates and commissions, which, 
as intimated in Taz Times of Wednesday, was 
likely to promote dissensions in the convention, 
was set down for disenssion this morning in a se- 
cret session of the association,

BattTimorrE, Nev. 16.—Judge Dobbin, in 
the Circuit Court to-day, rendered a decision an- 
nulling the pretended marriage between William 
Peddicord and Kate Deering, of Elk Ridge Land- 
ing, Howard County, eight years ago. Kate Deer- 
ing was a girlonly 14 years old when Peddicord 
came to board with her mother and immediately 
fell in love with the girl. He wanted to marry her 
then, young as she was, and in this her mother sec- 
onded his efforts to secure her consent, but she 
stoutly resisted his proposals. He annoyed her so 
much that she came to Baltimore and got a situa- 
ation in a millinery store, where she still remains. 
Peddicord kept sending messages to her, and 
on July 3, 1878, after keeping up his 
courtship for nearly four years, he procured 
a marriage certificate. About this time she paida 
short visit to her mother, and when she came back 
to Baltimore Peddicord came withher. On the 
pretense of taking her to the house of his sister, 
Peddicord led the cirl to the house of the Rev. Dr. 
Joseph H. Barclay, Pastor of the First English 
Lutheran Church. A_man in_ his  shirt-sleeves 
came to the door and went with the couple to 
the parlor. Here there was some common-place 
conversation between Peddicard and the man in 
his shirt-sleeves. After they left the house Peddai- 
card informed the girl that they were married, and 
flourished the marriage certificate in her face. 
She began to cry, but regained her courage, 
and plainly told Peddicord that they were not 
married, and that she did not propose to live 
with him as a wife. She kept her word, 
for she went at once to her sister’s, leaving him in 
the lurch, and has since that time refused to have 
anything to do with him, although he has constant- 
ly asserted that she is his wife. He was so annoy- 
ing to ner that finally, in spite of her mother’s pro- 
tests, she entered a bill asking that the mock mar- 
riage be annulled. The court ruled that there was 
no marriage and that the girl was free. Dr. Bar- 
clay says that he never saw the persons.

LOSSES BY FIRE.

A fire broke out yesterday afternoon in the 
boiler-room of the Clark House, the principal hotel 
in Duluth, Minn. In less than 30 minutes the 
flames had spread throughout the entire building— 
a wooden structure—and it was destroyed. The 
loss is roughly estimated at $50,000, and the in- 
surance on the building and furniture, as far as 
could be ascertained last night, is about $23,000, 
divided among about a dozen companies. 


The Western Diamond Match Factory, late- 
ly Beecher, Swift & Courtney’s, in West Twenty- 
eighth-street, Chicago, was burned last night; loss, 
$22,000. The packing-room and warehouse only 
are insured. ‘The cause of the fire was the care- 
lessness of a substitute watchman. Machinery 
worth $13,000 and stoek worth $4,000 were de- 
stroyed, besides the loss on the building. 


A fire yesterday morning in the retail mil- 
linery establishment of D. J. Goldenberg & Co., in 
Baltimore, caused a loss on the stock of $16,000 
from fire and water; insured for $14,000 in the Pea- 
body, of Baltimore; Connecticut Fire, and the 
British American. The building was damaged 
$500; insured in the German, of Baltimore, and 
West Chester, of New-York. 


The dwelling of James Laguire, at North 
Ferrisburg, Vt., was destroyed by fire yesterday 
afternoon, with all its contents. His children—one 
5 and another 2 years old—were burned in the 
building. Their mother had left them alone about 
15 minutes before the discovery of the fire. 


St. Mary’s Roman Catholic Church at War- 
ren, R. L., the residence of the priest, Father Mc- 
Cullion, and anether dwelling belonging to the 
priest, were destroyed by an incendiary fire at 2 
o’clock yesterday morning. The loss is unknown, 
but partly covered by insurance. 


A four-story brick building at Chatham, 
Ontaftio, known as Bright’s Block, occupied by J. 
C. Bright, druggist, and A. Mellish, furniture, was 
burned yesterday. The loss is $20,000; insured in 
various companies for $12,500. 

The Remsen-Avenue Baptist Churck, at 
New-Brunswick, N. J., was partially destroyed by 
fire yesterday afternoon. The loss is $5,000; insu- 
rance, $15,000,

THE HOBOKEN FIRE TROUBLES, 

The fact that the main cause of the recent 
troubles between the Hoboken Fire Department and 
the Common Council and Mayor was the refusal ef 
the Mayor to permit the members of Engine Com- 
pany No. 1to locate their new engine-house on Hud- 
son-street,has already been reported. Mayor Besson 
took the ground that Hudson-street is the most de- 
sirable place of residence in the city, and that as 
most of those living on the street had expressed 
their opposition against it, their wishes should be 
respected. Mayor Besson had not only placed 
himself in opposition to the wishes of the firemen, 
but he had also taken a determined stand against 
the Hoboken Land and Improvement Company. 
The Land and Improvement Company, animated 
probably by a desire to get even with the Mayor, 
sent a communication to the Council on Tuesday 
evening offering a plot of land on Hudson, be- 
tween First and Second streets, a8 a site for 
No. 1’s new engine-house. The Council had pre- 
viously had an intimation that the Hoboken 
Land and Improvement Company might make 
such a gift to the city, and at the meeting helda 
week ago had passed a resolution naming a com- 
mittee to confer with the company on the ey mn 
Just betore the company’s offer of a site had been 
read in the Couneil on Tuesday night, a message 
from Mayor Besson, vetoing the resolution for the 
committee, on the ground that it was not dignified 
for Hoboken city to go begging for a lot of ground, 
was read. The veto was disregarded, and the offer 
of the Hoboken Land and Improvement Company 
was aceepted. When this had been done a commu- 
nication was read fromthe members of Engine 
Company No. 1, in whieh they stated that ata 
meeting held on Monday evening they had unani- 
mously resolved to return to the service. The 
Council made no objection, and their engine, 
which had been taken from them because of their 
rebellious conduct at the Eagle Dock fire, was 
ordered to be returned to them, This is a practical 
settlement of the Hoboken fire troubles, all the 
other companies having returned to their alle- 
giance. The Grand Jurors are to meet on Satur- 
day to consider the question of the indictment of 
the rebellious firemen, but it is said that owing to 
the settlement of the troubles the prosecution 
will not be pressed.

CRUISE OF THE RODGERS

NO TRACES OF THE JEANNETTE 
FOUND BY LIEUT. BERRY. 


TWO REPORTS TO THE NAVY DEPARTMENT— 
EXPLORATIONS ON WRAXGEL ISLAND— 
CAPT. HOOPER’S PAPERS FOUND—THE 
WRECKED WHALER VIGILANT. 

Wasuineton, Nov. 16.—Tke following is 
the report of Lieut. Berry which was received this 
morning: 


Unitep States Steam-surp Ropers, LaTiTuDE 
71° 55’ Nortu, Loneirups 176° 10’ West, 
Sept. 27, 1881. 

Smm: Lhave the honor to report that after put- 
ting my letter of the 14th inst. aboard tho whale 
bark Coral, I sent a boat on the following morning 
with Master H. S. Waring in charge to examine the 
remainder of Herald Island. After pulling around 
the eastern end of the island he returned 
to the ship and reported that he _ could not 
effect a landing, and the ship was headed due 
north. At 3A. M. of the 16th, ran into loose ice, 
and at 4 came up to a dense pack, the weather be- 
ing thick and snowing. At 8:30, the weather hav- 
iag cleared somewhat, the ship was headed to the 
west, and soon after, discovering an apparent lead to 
the north-west, it was followed, but soon endedina 
dense, — pack, with smooth, unbroken 
field ice beyond as far as the eye could reach. 
Upon returning out of the pocket, the ice to the 
westward was seen to trend so much to the south- 
ward that I thought best to turn to the 
eastward, and, skirting the pack, came to a 
lead the next morning, which we followed, 
forcing our way through small ice and small floe 
pieces until 5 P. M., when we came up to the paek, 
so dense as to discover neither lead nor open patches 
of water ahead. After working from daylight 
until dark we had only penetrated 15 miles. It was 
now too dark tosee our way, and the ship was 
secured to a floe for the night. The temperature 
fell to 8° below freezing, and young ice, from one 
to three inches thick, was formed around the ship, 
cementing the floes together. At 3 A. M. 
the ship was cast loose from the floe and headed 
for a lead about 100 yards distant, which was 
reached after steaming tull power for 1 hour and 15 
minutes through the iee that had elosed around us 
after securing the vessel. Having followed the 
lead to open water, we again skirted back to the 
east and entered a third lead, which we followed 
to its end, meeting again the ice in serried 
masses. Having now reached latitude 73° 44’ 
north, longitude 171° 48’ west, without discovering 
any traces of land, with a bright look-out kept at 
the crow’s nest, but on the contrary from the 
soundings that the water invariably deepened as 
we proceedea north, and, finding also that the 
main pack from the point trended well to 
the south of east, J thought it best 
to return to the north-east point of Wrangel Island, 
and proeeed from here in a northerly and westerly 
direction in hopes of finding the high land re- 
ported as “situated in 178° west longitude and ex- 
tending as far north of 73° north latitude as the 
eye could reach” by Capt. Smith, of the whale bark 
New-Bedford. We found that a part of the ice had 
drifted out of the bay where one of the exploring 
boats was deserted, and we picked the boat up, 
then headed to the north and west, having ice in 
sight along our port beam as faras we went. Woe 
crossed the one hundred and seventy-elghth me- 
ridian, and reached a position, the latitude of 
which is 73° 28’ north, and the longitude 179° 52’ 
east. Then recrossed the one hundred 
and seventy-eighth meridian in 738° north 
without sighting land, with the horizon throughout 
andthe sky to the north clear, except when we 
attempted to follow the leads referred to above. 
I have found the northern ice of such a nature that 
it would not be possible to pass its outer edge, 
consisting in places of heavy packs, and in others 
of unbroken fields of miles in extent. The field ice 
was from two to three feet out of water. 

Believing that it would be useless to try and pro- 
ceed farthor in that direction this season, and that 
by an attempt to do so the vessel would be in dan- 
ger of being caught in the pack, and have to win- 
ter here without an adequate prospect of accom- 
plishing anything—for it is difficult to conjecture in 
what direction the Jeannette drifted after she was 
once fast in theice, being at the merey of winds 
and currents—I purpose next to proceed from here 
to the coast of Siberia, and follow it to the 
westward, looking there for tidings of the missing 
vessels, and for a suitable harbor to winterin and 
from which to send out sledge parties and be ina 
position to suecor any one who may reach that 
coast. Failing to find a suitable harbor, I 
will leave a party with dogs, sledges, 
and provisions for one year, to make 
the search, and will winter the vessel in 
St. Lawrence Bay and send parties from here also. 
In the Spring I will proceed to Plover Bay, fill up 
with coal, and eontinue the search. Since Wran- 
gel Land has proved to bean island of so small an 
extent, with no other land near it, I deem it use- 
less to Winter there, as recommended by the 
Jeannette Relief Board, under the false supposi- 
tion that it extended far to the northward. 

In my letter of the Yth ult., from St. Lawrence 
Bay, I referred to a report of men with dogs having 
gone tothe eastward from Point Barrow, whieh 
report, Iam assured by the whalers, is wholly with- 
out foundation. The other repert, that a vessel 
drifted on the coast of siberia west of Kolintchin 
Bay last November,they believe to be true, and from 
the description given of her by the natives, 
that she was tho Vigilant. They described 
her as having deer’s horns on the flying jib- 
boom, with her masts cut away and hang- 
ing over the side, and dead bodies within 
her. After some of the natives had visited 
her and gone for more, to take from her what 
they wanted, she drifted off the coast again. 
They also stated that some small articles 
obtained from these natives, and now in 
possession of Capt. Hooper, were recognized 
as belonging to the Vigilant. We still have 250 tons 
of coalon board. The vessel in every respect is in 
good condition, and the crew ana officers are well.

Lieut. Berry’s report, dated ‘‘ Off Herald Island, 
Sept. 14, 1881,"" reached the Navy Department this 
afternoon a few hours after his report of Sept. 27 
had been received. In it Lieut. Berry says: 


The United States steamer Rodgers sailed from 
St. Lawrence Bay at 12:20 P. M. on Aug. 19, and the 
next morning entered the Arctic Osean in com- 
pany with the Russian corvette Strelock, but was 
separated from her by a westerly wind, followed 
by thick weather. Touched at Serdze Kaman 
Aug. 21, and sent a boat on shore to inquire 
about a reported wreck, but could get 
but little’ information, owing to the great 
difficulty experienced in communicating with the 
natives. From them we learned that the United 
States revenue cutter Corwin had visited that 
point and sent a search party on shore near 
Kolintchin Island. I sailed the same even- 
ing for Herald Island, and Aug. 23, at 
7 P. M., sighted Cape Hawaii, Wrangel Island bear- 
ing west-north-west, distant about 12 miles, with 
the ice extending about 10 miles off the shore. At 
8 A. M. the next day beth Wrangel Island and 
Herald Island were in plain sight, and we arrived 
off the latter at noon the same day. A boat was sent 
on shore in charge of Master H. 8. Waring to search 
for tidings of the Jeannette and missing whalers. 
An examination of the western extremity of the 
island was made, and the remainder scanned from 
the summit of the highest land with glasses, with- 
out discovering any tracings. The wind having 
shifted from north-west to south-west the surf 
on the beach increased to such an extent 
that it became necessary for the boat to leave 
shore without finishing the examination. After 
the return of the boat to the ship we steamed 
along the southern shore of the island without dis- 
covering any cairn, and then headed for Cape 
Hawaii. Aug. 25, at 10 A. M. sighted Cape Hawail, 
and shortly after made the ice along the starboard 
beam, densely packed. Skirted it, andat 4 P. M. 
discovered from the masthead a lead and followed 
itin. Ati10P. M., baving passed through about 10 
miles of ice, we aropped anchor about half a mile 
from shore, in six fathoms of water; sent a boat 
on shore next morning to examine a lagoon, which 
was seen by a party that landed as soon 
as the ship was anchored, and found at its mouth 
an excellent small harbor, (a draft of which, with 
soundings, accompanies the report.) The vessel 
was moored in the harbor and preparations at once 
made for three search parties to explore the island. 
The parties got off Aug. 27 between 3and4P. M. 
Master H. 8. Waring, with a whale-boat and erew, 
was ordered to explore the coast, passing to the 
northward ot the isiand, and was accompanied by 
Assistant Surgeon J. D. Costello. At the point 
marked on the inclosed chart of theisland he found 
a cairn left by Capt. C. L. Hooper, United States 
Revenue Marine, the contents of which I 
inclose. Great difficulty was experienced 
in working the boat through the ice, 
and on Aug. 30, having entered a shallow bay, a 
northerly wind sent the pack down and im- 
prisoned the boat there. After waiting three days 
without any prospect of getting out, he returned 
overland with his party to the ship, leaving the 
boat and her equipments. Ensign H. L. Hunt 
was ordered to explore the coast, passing by 
the southward of the island in a whale- 
boat, and was accompanied by Passed As- 
sistant Engineer A. V. Zane. He skirted the 
coast to the southward, westward, ana northward 
as farasthe position marked. Finding it impos- 
sible to proceed further on aceount of the ice, he 
returned to the ship. The third party I took 
charge of, and was accompanied by Surgeon M, D. 
Jones and four men. After having penetrated 20 
miles in a north-west by north direction in the in- 
terior, lascended a mountain which, in barometric 
measurement, was 2,500 feet high, and could 
see from its summit the sea in all directions except 
between south-south-west and west per compass. 
The day was very clear, and no land except Her- 
ald Island was visible from this height, There was 
no ice in sight to the southward; a strip seemingly 
10 miles to the westward,with open water between 
it and the shore; densely packed iee to the north- 
ward, in which no openings could be seen, but 
open water between it and the shore, and narrow 
streaks of ice to the eastward. It will 
be seen from the chart that the whole coast line, 
with the exception of a few miles of outlying sand 
spits, has been examined, and I believe it impos- 
sible that any of the missing parties ever landed 
here. I found among the driftwood, about six 
miles west of the ship, when in harbor, the siings 
of a topsail-yard about 12 feet long and 11 inches in 
diameter, which looked as if it had been in the wa- 
ter about two years, and I should judge from its ap- 
pearance thas it had belonged toa merchant ves- 
sel. We sailed from Rodger’s Harbor, weoagel 
Island, yesterday morning at 9:30, and last evening 
at 5:30 visited the bay where the whale-boat was 
left, but were unable to penetrate but a snort dis- 
tance owing to grounded ice and shoal water. 
I shall finish the examination of Herald Island and 
then proceed to the northward as far as possible 
in seareh of some other land, where the Jeannette 
or missing whalers may have touched. I shall try 
and communicate again with the whalers to in- 
form the department of my plans for the Winter. 
All well on board. Eg oD your obedient 
servant, R. M. BERRY, Commanding.

CONVICTS IN NEW-JERSEY PRISON. 


THE LEWIS WILL CONSPIRATORS—A DKATH 
SENTENCE COMMUTED., 

Trenion, N. J., Nov. 16.—The terms of im- 
prisonment of the Lewis will conspirators in the 
New-Jersey State Prison have expired, but as the 
sentences included fines as well as imprisonment 
they are held under the United States statutes for 
80 days after the expiration of the term of incarcer- 
ation in prison. Dr. AndrewJ. Park, the chief con- 
spirator, who obtained the woman to personate the 
Widow Lewis, was sentenced to two years and to 
pay a fine of $10,000 and eosts. His term would 


have expired on Noy. 4had he not been punished 
by Gen. Mott for some infraction of 
the prison rules, for which 10 days were 
taken from the remission of time allowed for 
goed cenduct. Hence his time did not expire until 
Monday last, Noy. 14. Marcus I. Sacia and Frank 
Allison were sentenced to the same period of im- 
prisonment as Park, and to pay a fine of $5,000 
each. Their terms expired on Noy. 4, but they 
would have had to remain 10 days longer, as a simi- 
lar punishment to thatof Park had been imposed, 
had not tke present keeper, ex-Sheriff Laverty, 
had the punishment remitted. The United 
States law provides that when a convict is un- 
able to pay a fine or the costs, he may, 
at the expiration of 30 days from the termination 
of his sentence, make affidavit of his insolvency, 
and will thereupon be entitled to his discharge. 
Hence Sacia and Allison will be released on Dec. 
4, and Dr. Park not till 10 days after, if even then. 
He has frequently stated while in prison, and sup- 
ported the statement by letters written to friends 
and business firms in Brooklyn and New-York, that 
he is worth between $40,000 and $50,000. If this 
should prove to be the case he will not be dis- 
charged until the fine of $10,000 and the costs are 
paid. Both Sacia and Allison are in the prison hes- 
pital. The formerisa very sick man, said to be 
suffering from consumption. 

The Court of Pardons this afternoon commuted 
the sentence of John Somers, cenvicted in Atlantic 
County last Septemberand sentenced to be hanged 
on Novy. 25 forthe murder of William Munson, a 
private watchman, who entered Somers’s house 
and interfered in a family quarrel, to imprisonment 
for life. Semers, after an abstinence of nino 
months, got on a spree, and on going home 
quarreled with his wife. He struck her, 
when she cried ont ‘Oh, my God, 
saveime!’’ “ Hearing the cry, Munson went 
to her assistance and was struck on the head with 
a piece of wood by Somers. Death resulted from 
congestion and compression of the brain. Somers 
belonged to an old and highly respectable family in 
South Jersey, and bore an excellent reputation. 
During the war he was a Lieutenant in Company 
H, Twelfth New-Jersey Volunteers. The petition 
for the commutation of sentence was signed by all 
the leading citizens in Atlantic and Salem Coun- 
ties, by 10 of the 12 jurors, the Judges of the 
court, the Grand Army Post of which he wasa 
member, and the surviving officers and men of his 
old regiment. The reason for commuting the death 
penalty is that there was no evidence of settled 
pan toward Munson when the fatal blow was 
struck. 
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THE EPISCOPAL MISSIONS.

DISCUSSING THE NEEDS AND RESULTS 
THE WORK IN THIS COUNTRY. 

Boston, Noy. 16.—The Missionary Confer- 
ence of the Domestic and Foreign Missionary 
Society continued this morning at Trinity Church. 
The holy communion was administered in 
Bishop Paddock’s church. The music was bya 
choir of elergymen. Bishop Whipplo, of Minnesota, 
and the Rey. Drs. Coolidge and Twing asststed 
Bishop Paddock in conducting the services. The 
regular session was then held in the chapel, Bishop 
Paddock presiding, and the first general 
topic, ‘‘ Domestic Missions,’ opened by the Rey. 
Dr. Twing, Seeretary of the Domestic Committee. 
Dr. Twing spoke of the large increase in tho 
coutributions sinee he assumed office, from 
about $36,000 to over $2,000,000, in about three 
years. Large gifts were becoming frequent. 
This year there had been an increased appropria- 
tion for the work, but the contributions 
were not as yet up to the required 
amount. The topic of ‘Indian Missions’ was 
next taken up, Bishop Whipple, of Minnesota, 
opening the discussion and showing the progress 


of the mission work among the Indians of the 
North-west. 


Boston, \Mass., Nov. 16.—In the afternoon 
a business session of the Woman’s Auxiliary 
to the Board of Missions was _ held. 
The annual report of the Massachusetts 
branch society was submitted, and brief 
addresses were made by tho ladies con- 
nected with the society. At a later hour 
a general meeting was held, at which 
Bishop Paddock presided. The first speaker 
was Archdeacon Kirkby, who narrated many in- 
teresting ineidenta of his long experience in 
the North-western territory. The narrative 
indicated the teachableness of the Indians, 
both in respect to the development of their re- 
ligious feelings and in purely literary mat- 
ters. Bishop Whipple, of Minnesota, spoke of 
the great oppertunities Providence is opening for 
mission work in the territory of the United States 
between the Mississippi River and the Rocky 
Moustains, which he _ predicted a century 
hence would be occupied by fifty millions 
of people speaking the English language.

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DAHAGES SECURED ON THESECOND TRIAL 

A part of the seventh floor of the large fur- 
niture manufactory in Mott-street owned by Henry 
Hermann suddenly gave way on June 22, 1878, and 
let a mass of lumber fall upon the sixth 
floor, killing a workman named Metzger. His 


widow sued Hermann for $5,000 damages, al- 
leging that he had been neglectful in storing 
lumber upon tke seventh floor, whieh was never 
intended to have a heavy weight imposed upon it. 
The case was tried before Judge Donohue and a 
jury in the Supreme Court, and, upon the testi- 
mony of Henry J. Dudley, who was Deputy Super- 
intendent of Buildings when the accident oceurred, 
that he had discovered a flaw in the iron girder 
which broke, the complaint was dismissed. The 
Supreme Court, General Term, reversed the judg- 
ment of the lower court and ordered a new trial. 
On the second trial, before Judge Lawrence 
and a jury, it was shown for the _ plain- 
tiff that the seventh floor of the Hermann 
manufactery had never been used for storage pur- 
poses until a few months before it broke down, and 
that its strength was never tested before a heavy 
weight was imposed upon it. It was also shown

HE WAIVES BXAMINATION AND IS 
HELD FOR THE GRAND JURY. 

A SUPPLEMENTAL AFFIDAVIT BY INSPECTOR 
BYRNES—EXTRAOTS FROM THE PRISON- 
ER’S LETTERS TO MR. GOULD. 

J. Howard Welles, who was arrested at the 
instanee of Mr. Jay Gould, and committed to the 
Tombs upon the affidavit of Inspector Byrnes 
charging him with writing threatening letters to 
Mr. Jay Gould with the object of extorting money 
from him, was brought before Justice Bixby yes- 
terday afternoon for examination. The Special 
Sessions room, whieh had been chosen as the place 
for holding the examination, contained an andienee 
of about 50 persons when, at 3:30, the Justice took 
his place on the pench. At the bar sat Col. 
Welles, with his head bowed and his hat 
held against his forehead in such a way 
as to conceal his face. Near him were 
Mr, Ambrose Monelland Mr. Algernon §. Sullivan. 
Further back in the space before the bar sat Mr. 
Gould and Mr. Conner, his broker, with Inspector 
Byrnes. The audience had but a short time to wait, 


and,if they eame to hear an examination, went 
away disappointed. Inspector Byrnes filed with 
the court a supplemental affidavit, further accusing 
Welles with haying “knowingly, willfully, and ma- 
liciously” written letters with the intention of an- 
noying Jay Gould. When Justice Bixby was ready 
Mr. Sullivan rose and said that he had examined 
the papers, and while he was satisfied that no indict- 
ment could be made out against the prisoner under 
the Revised Statutes, he believed a eomplaint could 
be laid under the law of 1880, and that he shonld 
not at that time ask for bail or make any technieal 
objection whatever to any action the court might 
see fit to take. For the prisoner he would waive 
an examination, would not ask to have him bailed, 
and asked that he be recommitted to await the 
action of the Grand Jury. 

The request of Mr. Sullivan was granted by Jus- 
tice Bixby, and Welles was taken back to his cell. 
Mr. Monell said that all the relatives of the pris- 
oner preferred that he should be confined for the 
present, as they were convinced that, in his de- 

ressed state of mind, it would be unwise to allow 

im to befree. Mr. Monell said that yesterday 
atternoon, when he first met Col. Welles, he wanted 
to know if Mr. Monell eould not get him out of the 
prison. When Mr. Monell asked him why he was 
so anxious to get out he replied that he wished to 
kill himself. The supplementa! affidavit made by 
Inspector Byrnes was made with a view to taking 
advantage of the law of 1880, passed to punished 
such offenses as that of “Gentleman Joe.”’ It in- 
ereases the penalties, both by fine and imprisoen- 
ment, for sending annoying letters. 

Inspector Byrnes yesterday made public tho let- 
ters sent by Welles to Jay Gould, They were 2% in 
number, and the handwriting in some of them was 
almost illegible. They were all posted in the dis- 
trict included in Station KE, but from different let- 
ter-boxes. Many of them were of great length, re- 
ferring to numerous stock speculations, and were 
full of repetitions of demands on Mr. Gould for 
points on stocks, 

The first letter written to Mr. Gould, which was 
inclosed to the editor of the Wali-Street News, has 
already been published, It was dated the 15th of 
October, and the next communication was ona 

ostal card, dated Oct,17, addressed ‘‘ Jay Gould, 

Western Union Building.”’ The writer says that 
‘‘there must be something wrong if you did not 
receive my first communication. It is of the ut- 
most importance to you. I hope you will get one 
of them from your executioner.” On Oct. 
another letter was received signed ‘‘ Your Victim,” 
in which the writer says: 

“T find myself, owing to your ‘minipulations’ of the 
stock market, a ruined man if you allow it to advance 
any further. It will be my death, for I cannot stand 
the loss. However, permit me to inform you that I 
will first have yours before taking my own life. It is 
the only satisfaction I can have before dying.” 


In another letter, which was not dated, tho 
writer, who signs himself “ Your Victim,” an- 
nounces that he is a ruined man, and Mr. Geuldis 
the cause of his ruin: that he has no favors to ask 
of him, and that he is closing up his affairs pre- 
vious to killing himself. He says: 

**As to shooting you like a dog, as you deserve to be, 
Icould have shot you with ease to myself yesterday 
afternoon, but deferred doing so until my affairs 
were so arranged that Ieould kill myself afterward 
without loss to others. I shall be through with them 
soon, however, and intend ridding the world of one 
hated and disliked by all. This is to warn you, there- 
fore, that you also may have time to so arrange your 
business affairs that others may not suffer through 
your death. Stocks may then go up or down, 
but they will do so, thank God, without profit or 
benefit to you. Let this be your warning, as I intend 
killing you as certain as God reigns above.” 

In a letter dated Oct. 20, which bas no signature, 
the writer reiterates that he was ruined by Jay 
Gould, and that trom him he demanded restitution. 
He could still borrow $20,000 or $30,000 from his 
friends, if he felt that it was safe to do so, and he 
asks that Gould put down the stock market the fol- 
lewing week. ‘ihe next day another letter was re- 
ceived, bearing no signature. The writer replies 
to a request for a meeting by saying that he would 
never meet Gould but once, and that would be face 
to face outside of his office surrounded by friends 
and detectives. 

“As to myself,” he says, ‘Iam willing to say this 
much, Iam a South-western man. and accustomed to 
the use of the pistol from my boyhood up. When you 
drive me out of the stock market you will have cause 
to regretit. Are you so forgetful as to the manner of 
the death of — old partner, Col. F.? I would sug- 
gest yourcalling it to mind,” 

The writer then suggests communications 
through Zera/d personal column. On Oct. 31 Mr. 
Gould received a long letter in which he was 
thanked for having manipulated the stock market 
so asto save him (the writer) from bankruptcy. 
He ascribes the fallin stocks te Mr. Gouid’s influ- 
ence rather than to the defaleation inthe Newark 
bank which was made public on that day. 

“If Tam allowed togoto the dogs,” he continues,

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“through you, then good-bye to your happiness, Your } 
failure to help me will be your death and mine.” ! 


* * * This is an affair that will cost you little or give 
you little trouble, and I leave it to you and your godd 
sense, is it not better to folowit than to run the risk 
by refusing ?”’ 


In the next letter the writer says that Mr. Gould 


would be surprised if he knew the writer of the j 


anonymous letters. He was one who ceuld at any 
time approach him as an acquaintance and friend, 


and he was connected with one of the largest | 


finencial institutions in the country, and whose def- 
alcation would occasion an excitement in the 
financial worid that the little failure of the Newark 
bank would be but a circumstance to it. The 
death of the writer and Gould would be appalling 
to the holders of stock. 


“Tam, alas! too well known to you,” he says, ‘‘and 
I beg of you to remember and listen to meand your 
own good judgment, putting aside the advice of 
triends and deteetives. I am a large loser by my 
speculations, and I believe through you. You ‘beared’ 
the stock market until I thought the bottom would 
never be reached, causing me a loss of $100,000. The 
ouly way I can get out of this is for youto put the 
prices of stocks down, and it is now for your interest 
to do so, a8 in that way Lean gei out, thus saving my 
name, reputation, and life as well as yours. I must 
succeed and you, too, if you will aid mein this mat- 
ter. Your fate is linked with mine, and for God’s 
sake act wisely.in listening tome. You save life and 
secure happiness. By disregarding what 1 have 
asked of you, which will cost you nothing but the 
few dollars you have already received from me and 
others, you will loge life and it will end all.” 


In a letter dated Nov. 3 the writer says: 


“IT have nothing further to add but to ask youto 
give your attention to this matter, as life or deatn to 
both of us depends on your decision. I shall expect a 

ersonal to-morrow morning thatl can acton; dop’t 

orget this. If youcannot give the information de- 
sired in one personal, then use two or three. ishall 
be able to understand them.” 


On Nov. 6 he writes: 


“T have just received the $25,000 that I referred to 
in my letter of Saturday. No matter how I got it, that 
does not concern you, but what does concern you, and 
very greatly, too, is that I do not lose it, If, unfortu- 
nately, I should do so, one of the greatest exposures 
of the day would come out, and with it would be 
known our deaths at the same time, therefore, be 
careful, very careful, of the information you give me. 
I will follow it to the letter and hope you will be 
equally careful and explicit in giving it. Your fate 
is linked with mine. If you would aid me and help 
yourseif you can make tbe personal sufficiently plain, 
it will be to your interest to keep the market down. 
You cannot now turn on the market. Iwill follow 


your advice, although I would like to remain short if | 


a@ proper thing to do.” 
On Nov. 5 he wrote: 


“T hardly know what to think of you on reading the 
above personal. It seems tome as though you have 
lost your senses or that some fool was trying to advise 
you. Doyou take me to beafool? if you do let me 
at once disabuse your mind of anysuch idea. I have 
already told you | have noconfidant. This is a matter 
of life and death, and concerns only us two. We 
must have no confidant. 
corresponding with vou or of my present difficu 
ties, and it will be far better for you that they never 
do. L have already told you that there is only 
one way of communicating with me unless you desire 
my faliures and exposures to te known. Before 
which time, however, I shail meet you face to face. 
You have got to give me the chance to get out of my 
difficulties, for which I hold you responsible, and the 
sooner you do so will be the better for us both. If 
any accident should interfere, as you say, with your 
plans after giving me the information desired and ex- 
pected of you, tnen all you have to doisto aavise me 
ofitintime. Again, I tell you that lam alonein this 
matter. I hope you will listen before it is too late. 
What I have demanded of you is due tome, and I 
shall havo it.” 


In a letter dated the 7th inst, the writer accused 
Mr. Gould of trifling with him, and admits that he 
has laid himself liable to the law by his course: 


‘*Crazed as I have been,” he says, ‘‘ by my terrible 
financial necessities to-day, I have been obliged to 
buy in the few stocks 1 was short of and at 
ruinous prices. All this could have been 
saved if you had given me the information 
I nave been asking for, By your refusal I am worse 
off than before, Will you longer refuse the uid that 
can he easily given ? 1 cannot believe it possible. if 
you do refuse then beware, good-bye to your grand 
and financial schemes the success of which you are 
now leoking forward to, and justly too, with so much 
pleasure. Ali will vanish into air as faras you andi 
are concerned, while others will live to reap their 
benefit. Answer thisin the way I have set forth to 
youor letit go unanswered. Then wo will under- 
stand each other.” 


On the 10th inst. he wrote that he was surprised 
and staggered at the figure ‘Salvation’ closed up 
to-day, and begged Mr. Gould, for Heaven's sake, 
to put up the price the next day. ‘I cannot stand 
a distress in that stock. Do not failin this if you 
wish to save me.” Under date of the 12th inst, he 
wrote:

“You will please iaform me, and at once, if ail fs 
right as regards the stock. There must be no mistake 
about it, and I now beg of you, as it 1s 80 easy, too, for 
you to do that, that you will keep up the 
prices, and if possible keep them firm. I shail 
not buy any more ‘Salvation’ or ‘Windsor’ 
unless you advise me. If thereis nothing, therefore, 
in your remark in the personal ‘thatI have done 
enough to affect the value of the Salvatian, please let 
me know of it at once by saying ‘Salvation safe,’ 
and if Windsor is good for an advance say ‘Up-town 
Windsor.’’ I need not repeat to you the importance of 
my succeeding in thia affair. It concerns us both far 
too deeply to be neglected or trifled with.”

LABOR CONGRESS DISCUSSIONS. 


—_——»---—= 
OFFERING SUGGESTIONS AS TO SUPPOSED 


NEEDS OF THE LABORING CLASSES. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Nov. 16.—The National 


Labor Congress reassembled this morning, with 
John Jarrett, of Pittsburg, in the chair. The ses- 
sion was taken up with effecting a permanent or- 
ganization. The names of Samuel Gompess, of St. 
Louis, and Richard Powers, ef Chicago, were sub- 
mitted for permanent President, but were with- 
drawn in favor of John Jarrett, who was unant- 
mously eleeted. Messrs. Gompess and Pow- 
ers were ehcsen permanent Vice-Presidents, 
and William Wilson, of St. Lonis, and 
H. H. Bengough, of Pittsburg, Secretaries. 
Plans of the work and organization fora general 
amalgamation of the trades-unions of the country 
Were submitted. The plans denounced convict 


labor and the truck system; advocated the banding 
together of the different trades; denounced Chinese 
labor, and favored the protection of trades-unions 
by alaw providing for their ineorporation. One 
resolution demanded the repeal of the law known 
as the ‘* Conspiracy act,” as faras itrelates to labor 
organizations regulating their own wages. Con- 
vict or prison labor, as applied to the contract sys- 
tem in Indiana, Ohio, and Pennsylvania and other 
States, was denounced; its abolition*was demanded, 
and people were requested not to vote for candi- 
dates who favor it and not to use articles produced 
by it. A resolution announcing the sympathy of the 
working men with the oppressed people of Ire- 
land and enunciating the idea that land is property 
which should be owned only by actual tillers of the 
soil, and that no person should be permitted to 
hold more land than he could till, provoked mueh 
discussion. Mr. Gompers, of New-York, said he 
did not admit the land idea as expressed above 
to be correct and did not want the congress to 
commit itself to any idea of that kind. Other mem- 
bers spoke in the same strain, and the resolution 
was referred to a special committee. 

ir. Daniel Rogers, of Pennsylvania, submitted a 
resolution referring to the abolition of the truck 
system, the reduction of the number of working 
hours, and the enforcement of all laws relating to 
mining and mines. John Axtel, of Pennsyivania, 
presented a resolution condemning button set 
rivets on boilers on behalf of the boiler- 
makers; James Michaels, of Pennsylvania, a 
resolution denouncing the wholesale importation 
of chea foreign labor; Mr. Eli Power, 
a resolution asking State Legislatures to enact 
laws requiring stationary engineers to be licensed; 
Mr. Gompers, of New-York, a resolution for estab- 
lishing a bureau of labor statistics, and Isaac Kline 
a resolution asking that Congress be requested to 
levy a tax on all labor imported for contract pur- 
poses. These were referred to the Committee on 
Declarations and Principles. 

The committee late te-day agreed on a platform 
to be submitted to-morrow. The platform will 
consist of an embodiment of the principles of 
the organizations forming the congress. it will 
claim the right of labor to organize in its 
own defense against the aggressions of 
concentrated capital. It will demand the 
abolition of contract convict labor in the 
various penal institutions, the prohibition of 
Chinese migration to this country, and 
that Congress shall allow  trades-unions 
to be incorporated like any similar bodies 
having property and desiring to accomplish 


a just and legal object. The creation of a Bureau 
by the national Gov- 


of Labor Statistics 

ernment is demanded. as are the en- 
forcement of the national eight-hour law 
as its spirit demands, the abolishment 
of the truck system, and the compulsory educa- 
tion of ail children under 14 years of age. 
The proper ventilation of mines, workshops, &c., 
and the providing of fire-escapes for factories and 
workshops are also asked for, as well as sanitary 
inspection of the same. The preference of meehan- 
ics’ liens for wages to the claims of contractors 
will be alluded to, and a revision of existing laws 
in so far as they effect labor organization, will be 
asked for. The Cemmittes on Permanent Organi- 
zation of the Congress, with the view to perpetuat- 
ing its existence, and having it assembie annually, 
also met last night at the St. Clair Hotel. 
The idea is to make the congress a body 
similar to the English ‘Trades’ Congress, 
which has potent influence in national affairs 
in that country. It does not aifiliate with either 
political party. and does not go into details 
any particular trade. Its object 
watehn carefully ail public measures 
which have a bearing on labor tenerally, assist 
such measures as may be beneficial to labor, and 
show to the workmen the evils which will arise 
from other measures not tending to aid their cause. 
This committee will present a report to-morrow.

RIKER’S * HISTORY OF HARLEM.” 

Mr. James Riker, ia presenting his “ His- 
tory of Harlem,” has prepared an interesting and 
valuable work, which will undoubtedly be read 
with avidity by every dwelierin that part of this 
City which was founded by the New-Amsterdam 
Council, as the village of New-Harlem, in 1658, or 
more than two centuries ago. The five introduc- 
tory chapters are devoted to descriptions of Old 


Haarlem and the incidents ana viciasitudes which 
led to the emigration from Hollend to America. 
The author has evidently been animated witn a 
genuine spirit of research, and has gieaned from 
colonial papers and records a great deal of quaint 
anecdote. Many persons who read the “ History 
of Harlem” will learn for the first time that in 1666 
Richard Nicolls, ‘‘Governor under his Royal 
Highness James, Duke of York,” attempted to foist 
upon the Harlem people a patent which changed 
the name of the village to Laneaster. Harlem de- 
clined to aecept the patent, and the name was 
never applied to the place save in the patent. The 
brief story of Dutch reoccupation, as it affected 
Harlem, is told with minuteness, and every avail- 
able incident worth reeording from the time of the 
restoration of English rule to 1687 has apparently 
been discovered and incorporated into the work. 
It is illustrated with autographs ef the founders of 
New-Hariem and with maps of the original lots and- 
farms. The history is for sale at Peloubet’s, No. 
80 Nassau-street.

Some of 
these imitation coins were made of papier maché, 
silvered or gilded. A patent medicine company 
issued an advertising circular resembling $10, $50, 
$100, and $300 greenbacks. In March last an inno- 
cent Swedish immigrant, named John Swenson, 
fell into the hands of some scoundrels, who, under 
pretense of exchanging his money, gave him $1,100 
in these slips for his $1,100in good Swedish gold. 
Yesterday, in conformity with the ordars of the 
Treasury Department, the mass of this imitation 
money which has been collected during the Sum- 
mer was burned in the furnaces of the Post Office 
building. There were 12 barrels full of the stuff, 
and {t represented on its face $1,200,000. The use 
or circulation of such imitations of money is for- 
bidden by the United States statutes.

Must be apparent to the most casual 
observer that the system of gathering the Indians 
in bands or tribes on reservations and carrying ta 
them victuals and elothes, thus relioving them of 
tho necessity of laber, never will and never can 
civilize them. Laboris an essential element in pro- 
ducing civilization. If white men were treated 
as we treat the Indians the result would 
certainly be a raco of worthless vaga- 
bonds. Tho greatest kindness the Government 
can bestow upon tho Indian is to teach him te 
labor for his own support, thus developing his true 
manhood, and, as a consequence, making him self: 
relying and self-supporting. We are expending 
annually over $1,000,000 in feeding and elothing 
Indians where no treaty obligation exists for so 
doing. This is simply a gratuity, and it is pre- 


sumed no one will question the expediency 
or the right of the Government, if it 
bestows gratuities upon Indians, to make 
labor of somo useful sort a _ condition 
precedent to such gift, especially when ail of the 
products of such labor go to the Indian. To do- 
mestieate and civilize wild indians is a nobdie 
work, the accomplishment of which should 
be a crown of glory to any _ ration. 
But to allow them to drag along, year after year 
and gereration after queria, in their old super- 
stitions, laziness, and filth, when we have the 
power to elevate theminthescale of humanity, 
would be a lasting disgrace to our Government. 

“Tho past experience of this Government with 
Indians has already established some points which 
ought to be useful as guides in the future. 
Savage and civilized life cannot liveand prosper 
on the same ground. Ons of the two must die, If 
the Indians are to be civilized and become a 
happy and Lhe geen people, which is cer: 
tainly the object and intention of our Goy: 
ernment, they must learn our language and 
adopt our modes of life. We cannot reason: 
ably expect thom to abandon their habits 
of life and modes of living and adopt ours with 
any hope of speedy success as long as we feed and 
clothe them without any effort on their part. In 
this connection I wish to call attention to the fact 
that in almost every case itis only the non-labor: 
ing tribes that go upon the war-path, and the 
stubborn facts of history compel me to say thai 
the Government is largely to blame for this, 
The peaceable and industrious Indian has had less 
considération than the turbulent and vicious. On¢ 
instance in proof of this can be found at thisgno. 
ment in the case of the White River Utes, (the 
murderers of Meeker.) and the Utes on the Uintah 
Reservation. The White River Utes have just 
been moved to tke Uintah Reservation along: 
side the peaeeable Uintah Utes. We _ feed 
the White River murderers, and compel the 
peaceable Uintahs to largely care for themselves. 
This course induces the :ndians to believe that 
if they are to ges favors from the Govern- 
ment they must refuse to work, refuse to be 
orderly and peaceable, and must commit 
some depredations or murder, and then a com- 
mission will be appointed to treat with them 
and pay them in goods, provisions, and 
money to behave themselyes. This looks te an In- 
diam very much like rewarding enemies and pun- 
ishing friends. and gives him a singular idea of our 
Christian civilization and our manner of adminis- 
tering justice, which has so much the appearanes 
of rewarding vice and punishing virtue.” 

The appropriations by Congress for the current 
fiscal year are reported to bo utterly insufficient, 
and the Commissioner says that unless a deficienoy 
appropriation be provided the work of civilization 
will be greatly embarrassed, and want ef funds may 
lead to serious difficulties. Owing to the severe 
weather of last Winter the price paid for beef for 
the current fiscal year is 30 per cent. higher than 
last year; which, as the bureau purehases nearly 
40,000,000 pounds gross, makes a difference of 
$400,000 for ‘that article alone. Similarly, 
the appropriation for the _ fulfillment of 
treaty stipulations with tho Sioux is reported 
to fall short of the actual requirements by at least 
$350,000, and the amount appropriated for Indian 
schools is likewise pronounced ‘“‘entirely in- 
adequate.” It is aiso pointed out that 
the failure of Congress to appropriate sufii- 
cient funds during the last three years 
to pay for the transportation of annuity goods and 
supplies to the differeat agencies has not only 
forced tho office to incur a large amountof in- 
debtedness, but has moreover led to the necessity 
of paying higher rates for transportation. On this 
point the Commissioner says: “It cannot 
be expected that contractors will wait years for 
money due and honestly earned without attempt- 
ing to get even with the Government by charging 
increased rates of transportation, and for this 
reason it is urged that sufficient means be furnished 
to liquidate these debts. This would certainly be 
true economy.” 

In a similar strain the Commissioner remarks, 
while discussing the subject of Indian education: 
“It becomes more evident with each year that the 
obstacle to the education of the Indlan children oj 
this generation lies not in their inability to be 
taught, nor In the indifference or hostility of the 
parents to education, but in meagre appropriation.*

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THE QUARANTINE QUESTION. 
YEN. M’QUADE THINKS THE DEPARTMENT 
CAN BE MADE SELF-SUSTAINING. 

The Senate committees met again yesterday 
to investigate the subject of making the Quaran- 
tine establishment self-sustaining. .a!l of the com- 
mittee, with the exception of Senator Davenport, 
Were present. The first witness examined was 
Gen. James McQuade, who testified that he was 
one of the Commissioners of Quarantine from 1875 
to 1880, and was for the three last years of 
his term President of the board. The appropria- 
tions by the Legislature for the maintenance of the 
Quarantine estgblishment before he went into 
the board averaged from $50,000 to $60,000 annual- 
ly. After he came into the board they were cut 
down, and during the three years that he was Pres- 
ident they were $10,000 a year. This amount was 
rpent for ofiice rent, clerk hire, salaries of Superin- 
tendent and other employes of Swinburne Island, 
coal, stationery, &c., the largest item being for the 
running expenses of the steam-boat Hopkins. The 
Quarantine Commissioners, he said, were a Board 


of Appeal from the decisions of the Health Officer, 
and they have a general superintendence over 
Quarantine, with authority to fix the rates of fumi- 
gation, vaccination, lighterage, &c. They are also 
the custodians of allthe Quarantine property be- 
jonging to the State. Previous to and for a year 
or two after witness entered the board the rates 
for fumigating vessels were $50 for steamers and 
$25 for ships. At that time the Health Officer fixed 
nis OWn rates, but subsequently the Legislature 
passed a law giving the power to fix the rates back 
to the Quarantine Commission, where it formerly 
belonged, and they immediately reduced the rates 
to $8 for steamers and $5 for ships. ; 

By Mr. Jacobs—Do you believe the Quarantine 
establishment can be made self-sustaining and pay 
@ proper compensation to the Health Officer? A.— 
J do. In my mind there is no question about it. Un- 
der proper officers Quarantine could easily be made 
self-sustaining with the fees as now established by 
law. More than that, I believe it could be made 4 
source of revenue to the State. The fees are amply 
rnufficient to pay allfthe expenses of Quarantine, in- 
eluding liberal salaries to the Health Officer and 
his assistants, and to keep the buildingsa in good re- 
pair, without any appropriation at all from the 
State. I would be willing to take the contract to 
do all this and to hand over to the State Treasury 
$10,000 or $15,000 a year besides. Witness said 
that while he was Commissioner the board had sey- 
eral cases of appeal from the decisions of the 
Health Officer, but he believed the mercantile com- 
munity were generally satisfied with the adminis- 
tration of Quarantine. 

Senator Rockwell here inquired who was Gov- 
error of the State when the Legislature passed the 
law giving to the Health Officer power to fix the 
fees for fumigation at $50. Witness answered that 
John T. Hoffman was Governor. Mr. Rockwell 
then inquired who had the Legislature, to which 
witness replied, ‘* Tweed.” 

Senator Jacobs—In order to make Quarantine 
self-sustaining, as you suggest, it will be necessary 
for the Legislature to pass some bill. What kind of 
a bill would you recommend’ A.—If the com- 
mittee will permit me, I will premise my an- 
swer to this question by saying that my idea 
about this whole Quarantine matter is this: 
I don’t believe in the fee system at all. My 
recommendation would be that all fees should 
be abolished, and that New-York should be 
made a free port so far as taxing commerce for the 
preservation of the health of the State is concerned. 
The State, in my opinion,should pay all the expenses 
of guarding against the importation of disease into 
its berders. I would make the Heaith Officera 
State official, pay him » liberal salary, and defray 
plithe expenses of Quarantine out of the State 
Treasury. This is my idea. Butif the fee system 
isto be continued, there comes up the constitu- 
tional question which was raised during Dr. Van- 
derpoe!l’s term, as to the right of the State to tax 
rommerce to support Quarantine, and put the 
fees in the State Treasury. For myself, I have no 
doubt of the right, and, assuming it to exist, I 
would recommend a Dill that, would fix by law 
the rates of all fees, make the Health Officer a sala- 
ried official, together with his assistants, and de- 
vote the balance of the fees to maintaining the 
Quarantine establishment and keeping the build- 
ingsin repair. In answertoa question by Senator

He could not see how the case could go to the jury, 
and he dismissed the complaint upon the law. Upon 
the application of Mr. Frank Loomis, Judge Barrett 
granted the defendant an allowance of 1 per cent, 
of the $58,000 claimed by the plaintiff.

DOCK DEPARTMENT AFFAIRS, 
A NEW SECRETARY APPOINTED—JOHN KEL- 
LY’S INFLUENCE PREVAILS. 

Three bids for the building of a new wooden 
pier, 542 feet 6 inches long and 7% feet 
wide, at the foot of Laight-street, to be 
known as new pier No. 28 North River, 
were opened by the Dock Commissioners sat 
their meeting yesterday. Joseph Walsh offered to 
do the work for $68,000, Ross & Sanford for $53,- 
228 58, and John Gillies for $56,000. To Gillies was 
awarded the contract, subject to the approval by the 
Controller of his securities. William M. Butler ap- 
peared before the Commissioners in support of an 
application of the New-York and Northern Trans- 
portation Company to build a shed for offices, &c., 
over the bulkhead of pier No. 44 East River, where 
the company’s freight is now unloaded. Both Mr. 
Vanderpoel and Mr. Laimbeer were opposed to 
granting the application, and a motion to deny it 
was on the verge of passage when Mr. Butler re- 
marked that his father had drawn the very act un- 
der which the Dock Commissioners were acting, 
and that he would have been present in person to 
interpret it to the board, providing they had any 
doubt as to their authority in the matter, had he 
not been called to Washington. This created a re- 
vulsion in favor of the application, and it was laid 
over until Mr. Butier could be heard. The Ameri- 
can Contracting and Transportation Company was 
given the power to erect a temporary wharf to en- 
able them to unload their scows while engaged in 
filling in certain lands between One Hundred and 
Thirty-fifth and One Hundred and Fifty-fifth streets, 
North River. Permission was granted to Funch, 
Edye & Co, to lay rails on their new pier, No. 54 
North River, which is rapidly approsching comple- 
tion, to connect with the tracks in West-street. 
An aged communication from Mayor Grace, dated 
Nov. 4, was for the first time received by the Com- 
missioners, on whose faces broad smiles played as 
Secretary Whitney took it up. Evidently, ali three 
knew that it was the Mayor's formal protest against 
the levying of political assessments on empleyes 
of the departmeat, and the Secretary did not read 
it. “* You might reply,toit,’’said President Voorhis, 
*“and tell him that we are in perfect accofd with 
his sentiments, and so far as we know the subject 
of levying these assessments has never been hinted 
at in this department.’’

MR. KILLMER’S SUIT DISMISSED. 

THE CENTRAL RAILROAD ENTITLED BY LAW 
TO FIX ITS OWN FREIGHT TARIFF. 

The suit of Nelson B. Killmer against the 
New-York Central and Hudson Riyer Railroad 
Company, brought to recover $58,000 alleged to 
have been illegally exacted by the defendant from 
the firm of Slawson Brothers through excessive 
freight charges upon milk, was dismissed by Judge 
Barrett, inthe Supreme Court, Circuit, yesterday. 
The evidence presented by the plaintiff yes- 
terday was intended to show that as the 
charge of the railroad company for freight is, on 
the average, only about 1 cent per mile per ton, 
it was grossly exorbitant forit to charge 60 cents 
for carryinga fullcan of milk from Westchester 
County and returning it empty. When this evi- 
cence was in, Mr. Henry H. Anderson, of counsel 
for the railroad company, moved to dismiss the 
complaint on the grounds that the servise in car- 
rying milk and taking back the empty cans was 
done under a special contract and fnot as a com- 
mon carrier; that the payments for this service 
were made vVoiuntarily by the Slawson Brothers, 
and that the defendant has the right to fix its rates 
for the carriage of freight, the Legislature, the only 
puthority competent to interfere in the matter, 
never having restricted it. 

Gen. Roger A. Pryor argued for the plaintiff that 
the payments were not made yoluntarily, but were 
extorted, for the reason that if they were not 
made tne defendant would have refused to 
perform the service 
that the jury should be allowed to determine the 
reasonableness or unreasonableness of the charges, 


in view of the fact that the defendant had exacted 
the same rate for carrying milk 380 miles as for 


carrying it 60, and that this rate was half the mar- | 


ket value of the milk. He thought that in the ap- 
sence of a Legislative restriction the common law 
rule that a common carrier ean exact only a rea- 
zonable compensation for its services should be 
appliec to railroad companies. 

n granting the motion to dismiss the complaint, 
Judge Barrett said he had seen no evidence even 
tending to show that the charge of €0 cents for de- 
livering and returning a 40-quart can of milk was 
unreasonable, or that the plaintiff's assignors—the 
Siawson Brothers—thought it unreasonable whiie 
the service was being performed. Those assignors. 
he thought, must have been satisfied with the 
eharge, and not have believed it oppressive, as 
during 13 years they never uttered a complaint 
against it. He considered that the service the de- 
fendant rendered the Slawson Brothers was not that 
of acommon carrier, but one of a special character. 
Special cars were provided and trains were run 
at hours to suit the Slawson Brothers, and they 
were provided with special facilities at the place 
of delivery. All these things seemed to nim to 
establish the fact that there was an implied con- 
tract of a peculiar.and special character between 
the parties. Judge Barrett could not see that the 
lesser rates upon other kinds of freight showed 
that the milk rate was unreasonable, nor that the 
fact that the milk rate was reduced in 1879 showed 
that the former rate was excessive any more than 
if the rate had been increased in 1879; it would 
show that it was previously too little. As 
to the guestion of yoluntary payment, Judge Bar- 
rett said that money is not paid voluntarily when 
it is paid without protest to parties who violate a 
statute in exacting it. Ifa public officer demands 
& greater fee than he is legally entitled to reeeive, 
and it is given him uncomplainingly, it can be re- 
covered, and ifa publie carrier skould charge 
more than a statute permits it to charge, and the 
amount demanded is paid without protest, the 
same principle applies. But in the present 
case there was no Statute governing the defendant 
corporation. It had the right to fix its tariff. Al- 
though the Legislature did not intend to give it the 
power to charge unreasonable and exorbitant 
rates, yet that body had failed to restrain its action 
by a statute of limitation. The question whether 
or not a charge was reasonable was a mixed one of 
law and fact, and depexded for solution upon a 
variety of circumstances. There was no absolute 
criterion in such a case, and it was there- 
fore impossible to say precisely what would 
be areasonable charge. If a person thought that 
an unreasonable amount was being exacted from 
him, it was his duty to put himself upon record by 
asserting what charge he considered reasonable 
forthe service done him. If the other party then 
stated what he considered reasonable the matter 
could eome before the courton the basis of these 


required. He contended |

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BUSINESS EMBARRASSMENTS. 

The Sheriff has taken possession of the store 
of Charles Crossley, manufacturer of hats, at No. 108 
Spring-strect, on an attachment obtained by Van- 
derhoef & VUo., whose claim amounts to $2,412. 
Mr. Crossley’s factory isat Newark. Bradstreet’ 
reports say he was financially aided by William 
Oallahan, of Philadelphia, who invested $50,000 in 
the business and for whom most of the hats were 
manufactured. Mr. Callahan died on tho 15th of 
October, and the Executors claim that Mr. Crossley 
is indebted to the estate to the extent of $44,000. 
Mr. Crossley claims that he only owes the estate 
$30,000, but has given a chattel mortgage on ma- 
chinery to Willlam J. Callahan for $44,000 until an 
examination of the accounts reveal the exact 
amount due; he also claims that he has three years 
to pay the amount. Mr. Crossley was formerly of 
the firm of Moore & Crossley, who failed in 1873 and 
compremised at 50 cents on the dollar; he also 
became involved again about three years ago and 
went through bankruptcy. 

Dispatches were received in this City yesterday 
announcing the failure of Felix L. Marks, dealer in 
dry goods and general stores at Montgomery, Ala. 
The liabilities are reported at $40,000, a considera-

THE DEPARTMENT OF PARKS. 

The subject of telegraph companies girdling 
the trees in Union-square with ‘‘ guy” wires, used 
to hold up their over-burdened poles, was one of 
the first breught up at the meeting of the Commis- 
sioners of Public Parks yesterday. Park Superin- 


tendent Jones reported that wires were wound 
about seven trecs la Union-square, three on Bowl- 
ing Green, and one iu Madison-square. A resoiu- 
tion, offered by Commissioner Wales, was adopted, 
ordering the wires removed. Foreman Patrick 
Flannagan, who has had charge of the lower parks, 
was transferred to Central Park for permitting the 
trees to be girdled, and Foreman Charles A.Johnson, 
of Central Park, was appointed in his place.

If necessary it was agreed to enlarge 
the building. A new one would cost $10,000. De-

As nearly as can be guessed from the 
oficial canvass of several counties whose 
ietails we publish to-day, the Greenback 
rote of the State will be about a third of 
that polled for Tccker in 1878, and is 
not likely to exceed 25,000. This is 
Bouble Wraver’s vote of last year 
2nd 5,000 more than Lewrs_ received 
in 1879. An examination of the figures 
for Secretary of State will show the sub- 
stantial correctness of the county majorities 
given in these columns, and will give the 
World an opportunity to discover that the 
Btate really went Democratic. ‘The votes of 
the various candidates are surprisingly even, 
the nominee for Controller running here 
and there slightly ahead of his ticket, but 
the advantage being, inmost cases, with the 
Secretary of State. The rural Republicans 
seem to have scratched Mr. Htstep to a 
surprisingly small extent, and but for New- 
York and Kings his election would have 
been assured. This is more creditable to the 
party fidelity than to the ideal of public con- 
science which prevails among rural Repub- 


licans. 








Congress does nct meet until Monday, Dec. 
5, but the contest for the Speakership of the 
House has opened in Washington with as 
much animation as could be expected, consid- 
sring the small number of Representatives 
who have reached the capital. No less than 
six candidates are already in the field, but the 
Btruggic, it is expected, will eventually 
be narrowed down to contestants rep- 


resenting the great States of Ohio 
end New-York. Mr. Kerrer has with 
him the prestige of ‘‘the Ohio idea’ 


in politics, which has latterly been un- 
derstood to mean that one should get all he 
ran and keep all he gets. Mr. Hiscock, who 
represents New-York in this friendly race, 
seems to be handicapped by a well-meaning 
gentleman, who thinks that New-York 
should have the Sergeant-at-Arms, if Mr. 
Hiscock cannot be elected Speaker, and 
who is willing to fill the first-named office, if 
the Speakership goes elsewhere. The man 
who is willing to be a second choice in a 
political competition cannot very well be 
useful to him who runs as first choice. 
—_———— 
Gen. JaMEs McQuapge was before the 
Eenate Committee on Quarantine Investiga- 
tion yesterday, when he gave some interest- 
Ing facts concerning Quarantine manage- 
ment at this port. Gen. McQvuapk, it will 
be remembered, was one of the Commis- 
ioners when Jonn T. Horrman was Gov- 
wnor, and Twegep. ruled the Legislature. 
Sen. McQuandeE may, therefore, be regarded 
s an expert, if not a reformed, Com- 
missioner. Very naturally, the ex- 
Commissioner thinks that the Quaran- 
tina establishment could be made self-

the fees being ample enough 
for all purposes of maintenance. Gen. Mc- 
Quan, in fsct, would be willing to take a 
contract to run the Quarantine machinery 
and pay the Siate handsomely for the privi- 
lege. Without stopping to inquire into the 
possibilities of Gen. McQuapz’s making 
public any such estimate of the revenues of 
the Quarantine managers, while he was one 
of the participants in the rich returns from 
the system, it must be admitted that there is 
merit in his suggestion that all fees should 
be fixed by law; that all officers and em- 
ployes should be paid a fixed stipend, and 
that the balance of the receipts should be 
paid into the State Treasury. A still better 
suggestion is that all fees should be abolished 
and that New-York should be made, so far 
as Quarantine exactions are concerned, a free 
port. 








If the recent troubles with the Fire De- 
partment, in Hoboken, were to result in the 
establishment of a paid service, the residents 
of that city might sleep more securely, and 
the rates of insurance would be decreased. 
But the difficulties have been composed by 
the City Government and the ‘‘striking’’ 
firemen in a way which indicates a con- 
tinuance of the old system. The cause of 
complaint with the firemen was the refusal 
of the City Government to permit one of the 
engine companies to build a house on one of 
the avenues most desirable for private dwell- 
ings. This difficulty has been avoided in a 
circuitous manner. The engine company 
have their coveted building lot, and the re- 
bellion is over. But when it is remembered 
that the firemen refused to work while a 
destructive fire was raging on the water- 
front, and that this refusal was based on 
the alleged parsimony of the City Govern- 
ment, itis a matter for surprise that steps 
have not been taken at once to prevent the 
recurrence of a state of things so dangerous 
and disgraceful. Hoboken is big enough to 
own and maintain a Fire Department 
manned by paid employes, not by reckless 
volunteers. 








It is settled by Lieut. Berry’s explora- 
tions that the landscape of Wrangel Land, or 
‘* New Columbia,’’ is pleasingly diversified 
by a mountain chain or ridge containing at 


least one peak with an_ elevation of 
2,500 feet. This fact is not impor- 
tant, and has no _ practical bearing 


on any question, moral, social, political, 
or religious, now agitating the public mind 
in warmer and more populous countries. 
But it is all there is that is worth mention- 
ing about Wrangel Land. There were no 
traces of the Jeannette on the island. There 
Was not an open sea, but a dense field of 
ice to the northward at the time of Lieut. 
Berry’s visit. Traces of the missing 
whalers may be discovered by the sledge 
party which is to be sent out from the 
Rodgers to explore the bleak coast of Siberia 
to the westward, but it would be idle to ex- 
pect news of the Jeannette from that quar- 
ter of the arctic world. There is an in- 
creasing probability that the melancholy 
story of Sir Jonn FRANKLIN has been re- 
peated in the fate of Lieut. Dz Lone and 
his party. 








THE CHICAGO TARIFF CON VENTION. 


The convention which met in Chicago on 
Tuesday for the general purpose of examin- 
ing the tariff is not a body calculated to 
exert a great deal of influence on the minds of 
sensible men, whatever it may do with Con- 
gress. Not that it is not a sufficiently large 
body, or that its members are not in- 
dividually men of standing in their re- 
spective trades; nor yet that they are not 
very much in earnest and quite Gefinite in 
the aims which they have set for themselves. 
But though the convention is made up 
almost wholiy of business men—the excep- 
tions being a few writers for specialist pub- 
lications and a few politicians—yet it is not, 
in any sense, a business-like body. Its mood 
and its methods show a curious combination 
of the spirit of the theorist and the politician. 
The former is obvious in the tone and form 
of the resolutions, the latter in the way in 
which these resolutions were hustled into 
the hands of a committee, to be accepted, 
modified, or suppressed as may suit the 
managers. 

The authors of the various declarations 
submitted to the convention have failed to 
understand the very urgent demand in the 
public mind for facts in regard to the tariff 
and its workings. Of abstract statements 
there has been a surfeit. General assevera- 
tions that protection or free trade is the per- 
fect doctrine, that the application of one or 
the other will promote the prosperity of the 
country, and that one or the other is the nat- 
ural and complete principle of commercial in- 
tercourse, have been dinned into American 
ears and paraded before American eyes for a 
full half-century, and the average common 
sense American is very tired of them, from 
whichever side they may happen to come. 
A priori reasoning in regard to most human 
affairs is an easy and tempting occupa- 
tion for the reasoner, but it has be- 
come, in this matter, monotonous and 
unprofitable for those to whom the reason- 
ing is addressed. When several hundred 
business men, actively and successfully en- 
gaged in various branches of manufacture, 
get together for the avowed purpose of dis- 
cussing actual or proposed legislation af- 
fecting their affairs, it is natural to sup- 
pose and fair to expect that they will give 
us some distinct statements of facts 
as to the matter discussed. Any 20- 
year-old college student, fresh from the 
perusal of Henry C. Carey or Stuart 
Mill, can furnish general theories enough 
to satisfy the entire public demand for that 
sort of mental food for the next quarter of a 
century. From business men we look for 
facts and figures, and so far as the Chicago 
convention is concerned, we look almost 
wholly in vain. 

Among the resolutions submitted the first 
day were a series advocating encouragement 
for ship-building, another series proposing 
the maintenance and extension of protection, 
and another deprecating the reduction of 
American wages. Now, what the American 
public would like on these subjects is 
not. Sophomoric allusions to ancient 


history, nor dull denunciation of -Brit- 
{sh .. free - trade, nor rhetorical  allu-’ 
sions _to the wages paid in “Asiatic 


countries.’’ It. would prefer hard, accu- 
vately stated, well-arranged, and complete 
facts. For instance, it would be very de- 
sirable, in regard to ship-building. to know 
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just wherein the cost of an American ship 
differs from that of a Clyde-built ship of like 
kind, the proportion of the cost due to wages, 
material, imported or of domestic production; 
fuel, rent, buildings, machinery, interest on 
capital, taxes, Federal, State, or municipal, 
&c. An explicit statement of this sort 
wouldenable an intelligent man, of ordi- 
nary business capacity and. experience, to 
judge with reasonable correctness whether a 
subsidy from the tax-payers were really 
needed, and whether, if it appeared neces- 
sary, it would be advisable to grant it. 

Then, as to the further extension of pro- 
tection by means of tariff dutics, what the 
country needs is not assertions, but the means 
of judging honestly and impartially as to the 
truth of assertions. What industries is it 
proposed to protect, and how and to what 
extent? Let us havea list of the unpro- 
tected manufacturers, a statement of their 
condition, and, above all, of their ac- 
tual profits. If they are already 
fairly profitable, they do not need protec- 
tion. If they are not, why are they not? 
Is it due to the cost of raw materials, or of 
tools, or of machinery, and are these mate- 
rials, &c., free from Customs duty? Is it 
due to the price of labor, or to over-produc- 
tion, or to foreign competition? These are 
all essential elements in the discussion of 
the proposition. True, they are private 
matters, and ordinarily no one would 
have any right to pry into them; but when 
a man asks for the public money his affairs 
become of interest to the public. He must 
expect to give an account of them. He is, 
in effect, a trustee; he must explain his 
trust. This is still more true of the men 
who ask for a continuance of protection. 
They have beenaccorded favors. How have 
they used them? Protection was asked for 
to enable them to establish their business. 
Have they done so? If not, why? And 


what security do they offer that they will 
yet succeed in doing so if the protection be 


maintained ? 
The convention yesterday received from 
the Committee on Resolutions a report, 





which was as unsatisfactory, vague, and im- 


perfect as any of the resolutions submitted 
on the previous day. This report was 
adopted off-hand without a word of real dis- 
cussion. The whole operation was after the 
manner of a machine-run political con- 
vention, receiving its orders from acom- 
mittee, which in its turn is managed by a 
few manipulators. If the organized manu- 
facturers imagine that with this sort of 
demonstrations it can convince the Ameri- 
can people of the justice and propriety of 
their claims to legislative favors, we think 
they will, in the long run, be mistaken. Our 
people are very indulgent, and can stand a 
great deal of fooling even in matters con- 
cerning their pockets, but they have lately 
developed a lively curiosity as to the facts 
underlying the pretensions of protected man- 
ufactures which will not be satisfied with 
mere assertions or theories or declamatory 
rhetoric. 








MORE MONROE DOCTRINE. : 
Under the title of ‘‘The Monroe Doctrine 
in 1881’’ Mr. Jonn A. Kasson, late United 
States Minister to Austria and now member 
of Congress from Iowa, contributes to the 
North American Review a fresh discussion of 
the policy of our Government in regard to 
the intrusion of foreign powers upon the 
American continent. Mr. Kasson evident- 
ly considers that we have now an op- 
portunity which should not be neglected for 
adopting and vigorously maintaining a for- 
eign policy of our own. The immediate oc- 
casion for its assertion is the construction of 
a ship canal across the Isthmus of Panama, 
which is supposed to be already in the pre- 
liminary stages of its progress. The ex- 
Minister goes much further than did the 
Secretary of State in his lately published 
letter to our diplomatic representatives 
abroad, in his claims as to what the 
position of the United States should 
be in regard to a water connection between 
the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans. He calls it 
“‘the connecting water line between our 
Atlantic and Pacific coasts’’— ignoring the 
trifling fact that it is separated by hundreds 
of miles of ocean from any coast on either 
side of the continent over which we have 
jurisdiction—and says that ‘‘no more 
than the Pacific Railroad’’—which is 
throughout its length on our own 
soil—can it ‘‘come under European con- 
trol.’’ Without insisting on the lack of ex- 
actness in his assumption that the forty 
miles of canal in Colombian territory will 
connect our coasts, and the want of analogy 
between its relations to our authority and 
those of the Pacific Railroad, we will on. 
other grounds concede his conclusion that 
itshould not come under European control. 
Mr. Buarne says that ‘‘ itis not the wish 
or the purpose of the United States to inter- 
fere with any commercial enterprise in 
which the citizens or subjects of any foreign 
power may see fit to embark under a lawful 
privilege. The fact of the stock and fran- 
chises of the Panama Canal or the Panama 
Railway being owned in Europe, either in 
whole or principally,’’ he continues, “is no 
more a subject of complaint on the part of 
the United States than is the circumstance 
that the stock of many of its own great lines 
of railway is largely held abroad.’? He 
simply insists that European nations shall 
take no part in guaranteeing the neutrality 
of the isthmus route, but shall leave that 
wholly to the United States, which is already 
bound to it by treaty stipulations with the 
United States of Colombia. Mr. Kasson says: 
‘““The communication should be opened on 
a line approved by the United States, by a 
company chartered by, or with the formal 
approval of, the United States, and sanc- 
tioncd by the local Government; constructed, 
if necessary, by the financial aid of the 
United States, and opened on equal terms 
to the use of all foreign nations, but under 
the control of none. The charter should 
provide that none of the proprietary 
rights of the company should ever be trans- 
ferred to any foreign Government, nor any 
lien upon its rights, franchises, or posses- 
sions be conveyed, directly or indirectly, to 
any foreign Government.’’ We are pre- 
sumably to infer that the Monroe doctrine, 
as expanded and applied by Mr. Kasson in 


“1881, will tolerate the construction of the 
canal under no other conditions than those. 


specified. 

But his suggestion comes a little late. Am- 
ple opportunity was given to the United 
States to take the leading partin opening 
the communication from ocean to ocean. It 
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might have approved the Jine, chartered the 
company, or given its financial aid if it had 
seen fit. A treaty having the general pur- 
pose in view was signed in 1870 and ap- 
proved by the Colombian Congress, but the 
American Senate would not act upon it. 
Special missions were seat from Bogota to 
Washington to urge the matter, but with- 
out avail. The Nicaragua route was in 
favor at the capital and Colombia could 
accomplish nothing. Now, had or had not 
the. South American republic, believing 
that its isthmus furnished the best place for 
opening ® way between the oceans, and 
fearing that, in spite of all our past profes- 
sions and the advantages already granted 
to us by treaty, we would carry the line of 
communication away to the north, a right 
to make arrangements with foreign capi- 
talists to construct the canal, if they were 
willing to raise the money and take the 
risk? After what we had done and refused 
to do had we any right to object, 
provided our own interests and privileges 
were duly secured? The concession to the 
French company explicity saves to us all 
that was granted by the treaty of 1848. It 
declares on the part of the Colombian Gov- 
ernment that the canal and its terminal 
ports shall be ‘‘ neutral in all times.” It 
absolutely forbids the cession or hypotheca- 
tion of the rights of the grantees to 





any foreign nation or Government, 
and insists on the purely commer- 
cial character of the enterprise. Our 


guarantee of the neutrality of the isthmus 
remains unimpaired, and we may fairly in- 
sist that it shall be exclusive, but how can 
we, without an encroachment upon the 
rights of afree republic on the American 
continent, such as no European power 
would venture to propose, interfere to pre- 
vent the construction of the canal by the 
French company already on the ground? 
The suggestion of such aright on account 
of the predominance of our commercial in- 
terests is preposterous. 

We have no fault to find with Mr. Kas- 
SON'S argument in regard to the exclusion of 
foreign nations from further colonization or 
the acquisition of proprietary rights or gov- 
ernmental control on this continent. It is 
in the highest degree important to us that 
they should keep their hands off, and it be- 
hooves us to have our policy distinctly un- 
derstood and to be prepared to maintain 
it on every proper occasion, but this 
should be done in the interest of all the inde- 
pendent nations on the continent, and it can- 
not involve the sacrifice of the rights of any 
of them to our assumed superior interest in 
their own affairs. Mr. Kasson does well to 
appeal, though he does it in a somewhat 
vague manner, for a policy that shall build 
up our commercial relations with the rest of 
the world and put us in a position to assert 
our power wherever our interests are at 
stake. When we have done this it will not 
be necessary, in order to keep foreign 
nations from taking possession of the conti- 
nent, or any part of it, to forbid the ducats 
and pickaxes of Europe from digging a 
canal in South America. 





THE ELEVATHKD RAILROAD MO- 
NOPOLY. 

The latest agreement of the little clique of 
operators who have acquired control over 
the bulk of the stock of the elevated rail- 
roads of this City is apparently intended 
asa confirmation of the monopoly which 
the tripartite agreement of May, 1879, failed 
to make secure. Messrs. JAY GouLpD, 
Cyrus W. Frexp, Russevy Sacer, and their 
accomplices seem to have effected a complete 
consolidation of the companies by merging 
the New-York and the Metropolitan in the 
Manhattan, though it may turn out that cer- 
tain minority stockholders whose wishes 
and interests have been utterly disregarded 
will succeed in putting some legal impedi- 
ment in the way of the fulfillment of their 
agreement. Thus far these bold manipu- 
lators have wrought their will with the ele- 
vated roads without regard to any consider- 
ation but their own stock-jobbing purposes. 
They have proceeded precisely as though 
there were no rights or interests involved 
except their own which they were bound to 
respect, and as though there were no legal 
restrictions in the way of their doing any- 
thing that pleased them with this great 
property which has such an intimate rela- 
tion with the convenience and accommoda- 
tion of the public. Their unchecked course 
is certainly an anomaly, and if the public 
and the general body of stockholders are as 
helpless as they appear to be, it is quite time 
some higher authority interposed between 
them and this powerful triumvirate of stock 
operators, 

As appears on the face of this agreement 
of the three Presidents, the stock of the 
New-York and Metropolitan Companies, 
amounting together to $13,000,000, is to be 
wiped out and those corporations are. to cease 
to exist. Thirteen millions of new stock of 
the Manhattan Company are to be issued, 
which will just double the volume of 
its nominal capital. One-half of this 
new issue is. to be ‘‘first preferred 
stock,’’ entitled in any case to a 6 per 
cent. dividend, and this is to be exchanged, 
share for share, for the stock of the 
New-York Company, a bonus of $10 a 
share being paid in addition. The other 
half is to be ‘“‘second preferred stock,’’ en- 
titled to a dividend of 6 per cent. if the 
earnings admit of its payment after the 
claims of the ‘‘ first preferred’’ stockholders 
are met. The thirteen millions of old Man- 
hattan stock, which never represented a 
dollar of paid-in capital, are to remain as 
‘common stock’’ to catch whatever divi- 
dends may be earned over and above those 
on the preferred shares. This arrangement 
apparently makes the monopoly com- 
plete, and is much simpler than that 
of the three companies with their tripartite 
agreement and 99-year leases. The public 
is chiefly interested in a liberal and econom- 
ical management, which shall keep the 
roads ina safe condition and furnish the 
best accommodations at the lowest practi- 
cable rate of fare. The company seems at 
present to be in a condition to do for the 
public whatever it may see fit at any price 
that it may deem it expedient to charge, 
with every inducement to extract the iargest 
possible revenue from the roads regardless of 
the cost of their construction or of their op- 
eration. It-has a monopoly free from: any- 
check except such as may hereafter be put 
upon it under existing laws or enactments 
yet to be made. 

There are laws forbidding the increase of 
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the stock of a railroad company or the con- 
solidation of two or more companies into 
one, except on certain conditions and in ac- 
cordance with certain requirements, with 
which there is no pretense of complying 
in this case. In the complicated state 
of the laws applying to railroads gen- 
eraily, and to the elevated roads in par. 
ticular, itis not easy to ascertain precisely 
what can or can not belegally done. But 
this agreement of the Presidents, which 
seems on its face to have a very distinct pur- 
pose and to effect it in a very simple way, is 
after all an ingenious document and may 
not be what it seems. The Manhattan Com- 
pany is to take a surrender of the stock of 
the other two companies on the terms speci- 
of ‘“‘so many of 
the stockholders as may choose to 
make such surrender.’’ There is no 
compulsion about it apparently and no 
formal consolidation of the companies 
or merging of the twointo the one. But 
suppose a stockholder does not choose to 
make the surrender, what are his chances 
for any dividend whatever or of being able 
to enforce his rights, if they can be deter- 
mined, as against the Manhattan Company 
in the hands of such men as Gounp, Fretp, 
and Sace? The agreement also contains 
the queer provision that the surrendered 
stock shall be held uncanceled ‘‘ as a muni- 
ment of title or for other use, and subject 
to such disposition as may be necessary to 
maintain the rights not only of the parties 
hereto but also of those who have received 
the stock of this company [the Manhattan] 
in exchange for it and such as may be 
agreeable to law.’’ 

The depths of this clause of the agreement 
are hard tofathom. Some of the stock 
of the New-York and Metropolitan Compa- 
nies may not be surrendered. That which 
is surrendered is to be retained uncanceled 
by the Manhattan for certain vaguely 
defined or undefined purposes. Do 
those two companies, then, ccase to 
exist? What are the possibilities of 
the ‘‘other use’’ to which their uncan- 
celed stock may be put in thefuture? Fur- 
thermore, it is agreed that ‘‘any further in- 
strument that may be necessary to carry out 
this agreement and maintain the rights of 
these companies and their respective stock- 
holders shall be from time to time executed 
by the parties hereto.’’ This seems to imply 
the continued existence of all the companies 
and places their fate in the hands of the 
three men signing this remarkable docu- 
ment. If all these proceedings are legal, 
the law which affects them must be in an ex- 
traordinary condition. It is certain that 
if the elevated railroads of this City, to which 
the people have granted so much in order 
that their convenience might be served in 
the matter of rapid transit, are to be an abso- 
lute monopoly in the hands of a company 
controlled by a clique of powerful stock 
operators, it will be necessary for the 
authority of the State to be exerted to put it 
under control and regulation that the rights 
and interests of the people may be protected. 
The community should not be left to its 
mercy and taxedindefinitely to furnish divi- 
dends for fictitious and inflated stocks that 
are the plaything of a few Wall-street 
gamblers. 





THE SUFFERING LANDLORDS. 

We have heard a good deal of late years 
concerning the woes of Irish tenants. It has 
long been the heartless and atrocious cus- 
tom of the landlords to demand rent of the 
tenants,and in many instances the latter 
have actually been compelled to pay rent. 
What has made the matter even worse than 
it otherwise would have been is the fact that 
the amount of rent demanded of any one 
tenant has been fixed, not by the tenant him- 
self, but by the landlord. It seems almost 
incredible that in this nineteenth century the 
Trish landlord has had the cynicism to claim 
that, as the owner of his land, he has the 
right to fix the amount for which he is 
willing to let it, but there is overwhelm- 
ing evidence that this is substantial- 
ly the average landlord’s claim. In 
the face of outrage and oppression of this 
nature, the unhappy tenants have been com- 
pelled to respectfully ask the help of the 
British Government by shooting their land- 
lords, hamstringing horses, putting needles 
in the fodder of the cattle, and blowing up 
public buildings with dynamite. Convinced 
by these arguments of the iniquity of the 
landlords, the Government has passed the 
Land bill and rescued the tenants from the 
hands of their enemies. Under the provi- 
sions of the bill, the landlord’s land is no 
longer hisown. He has no longer the sole 
power to decide what rent he will accept, 
and he may be compelled to accept a rent 
that is equivalent to the confiscation of his 
property. Thus the old relations of landlord 
and tenant are reversed, and instead of hear- 
ing of the distress of the tenants, we shall 
before long hear of the miseries of the land- 
lords. 

Inthe course of the next ten years we 
shall find any amount of disorder among 
the Irish landlords. They will probably 
suffer from famine, and we shall have to 
subscribe large sums of money on this side 
of the water to enable the agents of the 
Anti-Tenant League to feed the starving 
Jandlords with eloquent speeches in de- 
nunciation of the tyranny of the tenants. 
The latter will by that time be thoroughly 
loyal to England, and Irish patriotism will 
be the monopoly of the wretched landlord 
class. The British Government wiil for 
a long time turn a deaf ear to the com- 
plaints of the landlords, and will insist 
that they are a miserable set of savages 
who do not know when they are well off, 
and who could never be made contented. 
Prominent American landlords—such as Mr. 
Astor and Mr. VanpeRBILT—will visit Ire- 
land as agitators in behalf of landlordism, 
and will exhort the Irish landlords to free 
themselves at once from the tyranny of the 
tenants and of the British Government. 
The press will teem with accounts of Irish 
outrages. Homeless landlords will lie in 
wait behind hedges and shoot at the hated 
tenants as they roll homeward in their car- 
riages. The fox-hounds of the tenants will 
be poisoned and their horses and cattle will 
be treated as the horses and cattle of the 
landlords have hitherto been treated. 
As the spirit of resistance to oppression 
grows we shall see clever demagogues 
sent to Parliament from Ireland who, by ob- 
structing business, will attempt tocompel the 
attention of the House to Irish grievances. 











Mr. Boxcort will probably come to America 





and collect a skirmishing fund with which 
to harass the tenants, and Mr. BENcE-JonEs 
will buy Mr. O’ Donovan-Rossa’s paper and 
advocate the blowing up of the bloated 
tenants with dynamite. Meanwhile, the 
tenants will be appealing to the British Gov- 
ernment for protection, and enlisting from 
among the few loyal landlords of the south- 
ern provinces ‘‘ Emergency Men” to help 
them to gather their crops. 

What result this state of things will pro- 
duce, so far as the action of the British Gov- 
ernment is concerned, will, of course, de- 
pend upon the political complexion of the 
Cabinet. If the Conservatives are in power 
they will probably talk, after their Jingo 
fashion, of the necessity of maintaining the 
authority of the Government, and putting 
down disorder, but if the Cabinet happens 
to be a Liberal one, and the land- 
lords commit sufficient outrages, we 
shall see a new Land bill for the re- 
lief of landlords. Such a Dill will 
undoubtedly provide that a landlord shall, in 
certain circumstances, be entitled to some 
little ownership in his real estate, and that 
no tenant shall have the right to evict his 
landlord, provided the latter will pay a fair 
sum for the privilege of living in a cabin on 
his own land. Thus, the Government, by 
magnanimously listening to the arguments 
of murder and riot, will sacceed in conciliat- 
ing the majority of the landlords, though it 
will probably be found necessary to arrest 
and imprison a few of the leaders of the 
Anti-Tenant League. 

But, after all, Ireland will not be pacified 
even when the landlords secure their rights. 
The turn of the tenants to grumble and shoot 
will then begin again. So long as one class 
is prosperous the other will be discontented. 
It is comparatively easy to conciliate cither 
class by magnanimous concessions, but how 
toconciliate both at the same time is a prob- 
lem that no statesmanship will ever be able 
to solve. 





Obtaining a jury to try Gurrrad has occn- 
pied only three days and has not engrossed full 
sessions. Thisisa vast improvement on what has 
been witnessed in like trials during past years. In 
the trial of Surxatr a week’s hard work was 
needed in obtaining the jury, yet there are severai 
reasons why the difficulty should be deemed less in 
that case than in Gurreau’s. Every reader is fa- 
miliar with instances in which the line of questions 
put to jurymen bya prisoner's counsel, and even 
the rulings of the court have seemed adapted to 
exclude all intelligent competent persons and to 
fill the panel with blockheads under the pretext of 
finding persons who had not formed an opinion. 
Judge Cox at the outset prescribed a judicious rule. 
He condemned the prevalent idea that any light or 
feebie impression may disqualify a juror, and said 
that if it were correct the result would follow that 
the most illiterate and uninformed people would 
be deemed the best jurors. And on the important 
point of the talesman having read the papers he 
added: 

“TItis now generally, if not universally, agreed 
that sneh opinions or impressions as are merely 
gathered from newspapers or public report, and 
are mere hypothetical or conditional opinions, de- 
pendent upon the truth of the reports, and not so 
fixed as to prevent one from givinga fair and im- 
partial hearing to the accused, and rendering a 
verdict according to the evidence, do not dis- 
qualify.” 

This matter of choosing jurors is one on which 
local laws may rightfully vary, but Judge Cox’s 
rule stands strongly recommended for general 
adoption by its sound common sense and practical 
wisdom. It has, moreover, strong support from 
two quite recent decisions of the Supreme Court 
at Washington. In one the juror, on being ques- 
tioned, frankly disclosed that he had conversed 
with some person about the cause to be tried and 
had received an impression asto its merits. But 
he professed himself able and willing to accept the 
facts as they should be developed by the evidence, 
and to render a verdict in aceordance with them. 
And the Supreme Court pronounced him a fit 
juror. This wasina civil suit. Upon the criminal 
trial of Reyrnouips, the polygamist, many 
jurors were challenged, one of whom said that 
he had formed an opinion and still enter- 
tained it, but he thought he had not 
expressed it, and that it would not influence his 
verdict. The Supreme Court pronounced him 
qualified. Jurors who were themselves living in 
polygamy were, in the same case, pronounced un- 
fit to serve, because they could not be expected to 
try the charge impartially. The ruling of Judge 
Cox extends the modern principle on the subject 
to the matter of influence from having read news- 
paper accounts, which has heretofore been 
“worked” by expert counsel in a way to “pack” 
juries very adversely to the interests of justice. 
Tuis will not be allowed in future in Federal courts. 
Let it be abandoned elsewhere.

One of the most amusingly absurd telegrams 

ever sent over Baron Reuter’s wires has been 
ransmitted all the way from Calcutta to London, 
and thence by cabie to America. The telegraphist 
informs the world that a band of Italians have 
lately passed through Calcutta on their way to 
Barmah, whence they will make their way several 
hundred miles up the Irrawaddy to Mandalay, the 
capital of independent Burmah, which three years 
ago obtained rather an unenviable notoriety 
through the diabolical crimes committed by King 
THEEBAW, Who usurped the throne after his father’s 
death and then murdered his relatives insucha 
manner as made a rebellion among his people 
and a collision with the Government of India, 
two very probable contingencies. The Cal- 
cutta people, who are jealous of all foreign 
interference in Eastern affairs except their own, 
have evidently been wondering what the mission 
of these Italians to Mandalay could possibly be. 
They have in desperation come to the conclusion 
that King TaeErsaw intends to build a church woich 
shall rival the extent and grandeur of St. Peter’s in 
Rome! The extravagance ofthis conclusion seems 
like the extravagance of a nightmare. If the Ital- 
ians themseives hinted that their business in Upper 
Burmah was to build an Oriental St. Peter’s on 
the Irrawaddy, they must have been what 
is vulgarly called ‘“‘chaffing’” the nervous 
gobernouches of Caicutta to tne top of their bent. 
King ,THEEBAW has never been in Europe and 
therefore has never seen St. Peter’s. Some of his 
father’s Ministers were once in Italy, and received 
conspicuous honors and attentions from Victros 
EMMANUEL; but it is impossible to believe that 
these worthies returned to Burmah with an idea 
that St. Peter’s, with its equal proportions and som- 
bre grandeur, surpassed in beauty the marvelous- 
ly carved Kyyoungs or monasteries, the enormous 
inverted pear-shaped pagodas, or the Titanic brick 
and stucco Beloos or dragons, which, in honor of 
Gautama, the last incarnation of Buppg, are scat- 
tered throughout Burmah as thick as blackberriesia 
an American conse. Norisit probable that THEEBAW 
would venture to depart so far from the ways of 
his forefathers as to set up in honor of Buddhism 
an edifice imitated from a Christian shrine. He 
would have a rebellion in a week if he did. The 
fact of the startling appearance of the Italians is 
simply this: The late King and the present ruler 
have found Italians the most useful and plia- 


ble Europeans they couid~ get to enter 
their service. They were useful in  put- 
ting up machinery, in casting cannon, 


in making fire-arms, in building steam-boats, and 
in bargaining for the sale of the royal monopolies, 
such as teak and precious stones. The only Euro- 
pean power that is at present represented in Man- 
dalay is Italy. Signor ANpREINO, the Italian 
Consul, has always proved himself an astute and 
useful servant of the palace, and there is nothiag 
more natural in the world than that he should use 
his influence at Court to secure lucrative appoint- 
ments for some of his countrymen. He will give 
them something better to do than building Romish 


cathedrals.

Projects for digging ship canals and boring 
great tunnels multiply so fast in these days that 
we see realized, in almost every land, a faith once 
thought beyond human experience and which, if 
it do not actually take away the mountains, does 
remove enough to render them no longer obstruc- 
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tions to direct travel by land and sea. When ap 
Alpine mountain was first opened for a railway 
train a few years ago, the immense benefits prom 
ised to be achieved for man, through its success 
hardly included, in so short a time. other tunnels 
we have seen made elsewhere in that lofty rane, 
ora similar work to unite France with Spain ag 
the Mont Cenis had united her with Italy. ang 
yet the foreign mails bring us news that the Span. 
ish Government has introduced into the Cortes a 
bill authorizing the construction of this tunnel 
under the Pyrenees, and. of a railway to lead dt 
rectly from Madrid to its entrance. If France will 
undertake an equal share in the expense, Spain 
offers to provide one-half the funds necessary 
for the work. It is proposed that the 
tunnel shall pierces the mountains at a 
point midway between the Mediterranean and 
the Atlantic shores. For Spain, more especiaily 
than for France, this tunnel would achieve re 
sults of inestimable good. Solong as she been 
shut out from concert with the rest of Europe, and 
so anxious is she now to regain something of the 
piace which for long years was pre-eminerxtly hers in 
the affairs of nations, that this means of communi- 
cation with the world which has gone so fast and 
far ahead of her would achieve what neither State 
diplomacy nor force of arms could possibly do for 
her in these modern times. One might speculate 
at column’s length on all this, on the new induce 
ments the tunnel will offer to tourists, who, un- 
fortunately for them as well as for Spain, now 
rarely penetrate into the Peninsula; on the advent 
of new trade and new industries. on the crowth of 
interest in foreign nations through better sources 
of news and more easy acquaintance with the push 
and goof men and schemes which guide and gow 
ern the world. More than all, and what is essen 
tial to almost everything elise, this tunnel would 
promise to remove the stigma which Bucks, with 
only too much truth, cast upon Spain in his book— 
that of being the most backward country in Eu- 
rope and yet believing herseif to be the foremost.

The French Gazette Hebdomadaire contains 
an articie wnich has excited intense interest in 
Paris—and probably, too, in Berlin—on the total 
breakdown of the Medical and Commissariat 
Departments of the army in Tunis. “Before we 
had crossed the frontier,’’ writes one gentleman, 
“only a third of a ration of bread was issued. On 
the 28th of April, after an engagement and a march 
across one of the most difficult countries in tha 
world, the men had been living for two days on 
biscuit. On the 8th of May the misery of the troops 
was indescribable. On ths 18th there was no dis- 
tribution of food atall. On the following days a 
third of a ration of mildewed bread. On the 18th 
there had been no bread fortwo days. On the 20th 
three rations of biscuit and halfa ration of bread 
arrived. Nomore bread until the 22d, thus the 
Commissariat utterly failed in supplying 12.000 
men, only 45 kilométres distant from the Algerian 
frontier! The water was bad, but there was no 
wine and no tea. Nothing is said about cofea 
Another letter gives an cven more deplorable ac 
count of the condition of the sick. “They ar 
all without sheets lying in their clothes 
close together. There are two basins for & 
typhoid patients, and scarcely any medicines.” At 
Oran those attacked with fever and ague had to lie 
in blankets vacated by the corpses of typhoid pa- 
tients, and naturally died. But worse than this, 
the Minister of War peremptorily forbade the re 
turn to France of fever-stricken patients wha 
were recovering, so about the tenth or twelfth aay 
of the disease they Were distributed, on mute-back, 
to hospitals In the widely scattered towns and vil. 
lages. “‘Sometimes the surgeons would refuse tq 
sign the exeat of these men, whom they knew to be 
destined to almost certain death. One pretested 
during three days, and at length received an im. 
perative command to let them go, which he wag 
compe'led to do. The vatients arrived dying.” 
This statement is asserted to be capable of abun- 
dant proof. The charges of Dr. Lerzzorrter, him- 
self formerly an Army Surgeon, are based on in- 
formation received by him direct from the field of 
action. Itseems thatin the French service the 
provision of medical comforts and medicines is in 
the hands of the Commissariat. If these thiazs be 
done in a green tree what in a dry? That the 
Franco-German war shouid not have taught the 
French how to managein this pygmy business iw 
Tunis is strange indeed.

Gov. Bell, of New-Hampshire, has directed 
the Attorney-General of the State to inquire inta 
the legality of the contract between the Boston 
and Lowell and the Concord Railroads, the consoli- 
dation never having received the approval of the 
Governor and Council. 


Gov. Thomas T. Crittenden and wife, of 
Missouri, celebrated their silver wedding on the 
13th inst. at their residonce in Jefferson City. 
There was a large gathering of prominent people 
of the State, and numerous tasteful and costly gifts 
were presented to them. 


The Richmond State points out a curious re- 
quirement of the Virginia election laws, which ig 
that the Board of State Canvassers shall meet on 
the fourth Monday in November after the election, 
while this year there are only three Mondays in the 
month after the election. 


The sight of 10 policemen in Albany, each 
armed with a revolver, and carrying a white bag 
on bis shoulder, mystified people a few mornings 
ago, until it was ascertained that they were Troy 
policemen carrying $180,000 in gold coin from the 
Albany City Bank for the payment of some works 
men. 


The development of a case of small-pox in 
Springfield, Mass., occasioned the public discovery 
of the fact that the city pest-house was full of ail 
sorts of vegetables from the city farm, except one 
room, which was occupied by a family who seem 
to have been hived there because the children had 
the whooping-cough. 


The Baltimore Sun says that the completa 
vote of Maryland for Controller at the late elec: 
tion was: Gorsuch, Republican, 62,061; Keating, 
Democrat, 75,574. In 1879 the vote for the same 
officer was: Mallalieu, Republican, 68,505; Keating, 
Democrat. 90,602. The total vote now is 21,472 less 
than in 1879.

Mme, Adelina Patti last night sang in Stein- 
way Hall for the benefit of the sufferers by the 
Michigan forest fires. The cause in which the co-op- 
bration of the public was invited was a good one, 
snd that fact and the other important one 
that a considerable reduction had been 
Made in tho price of sexts, served to 
bring to Steinway Hall a large audience, which, 
while it did not fill the hall, was larger than any 
which has yet heard Mme. Patti since her reap- 
pearance. The fund for the sufferers in 
Michigan wiil doubtless bs substantially in- 
rreascd by ths receipts at this concert. 
The audience was composed of intelligent and dis- 
triminating people, who were afforded an oppor- 
tunity during the evening, which they did not 
neglect, of exercising their discrimination and 
rood sense by rebuking some very absurd ex- 
vibitions of lack of good sense and taste. 
Mayor Grace and a large number of highly re- 
jpectable gentlemen occupied seats on the 
staca By direction of some insp'red dunce 
these gentlemen Tose whenever Mme. 
Patt! came upon the stage, and again 
when she left the stage stood until 
she had disappeared. This was obviously 
Bm unnecessary, though harmless and excus- 
able, act of politeness, although it ex- 
vited the risibilities of the audience. Mr. George 
N. Sanders, (said to be a son of ex-rebel 
Sanders.) Chairman of the Mayor's Relief 
Dommittee, undertook to read a list of 
the guests and to make a por- 
tentously speech, which was sufficiently 
rmusing blunders, but otherwise an 
nfiliction was calculated to make 
rvery the audience feel a 
sense of partnership in the sufferings ot 
the people of Michigan. There remained a further 
sffliction, however, to be imposed by Mr. Sanders, 
which was altogether ridiculous and to be re- 
gretted, in that it not only annoyed the 
rudience, but embarrassed Mme. Patti. After 
Mme. Patti had sung the aria from ‘ Dinorah,” 
she was recalied several times, On the last 
pecasion Mr. Sanders came forward, carrying in 
one hand a large green wreath decorated 
with streamers of red, white, and blue, 
pnd in the other a silk flag. Approaching Mme. 
Patti, and disregarding the hisses, laughter, and 
leers of the audience, he said: “I am 
now called upon to add one more to 
the many laurels you have won, and with 
this wreath, in the name of his Honor the 
Mayor, to crown you empress of song of both con- 
tinents.”” This speech ended, Mr. Sanders endeav- 
ored to put the wreath over Mme. Patti's head. Bya 
very natural impulse, for the wreath was ef over- 
whelming proportions, she avoided him. He 
persisted, the audience repeating and redoub- 
‘ting its laughter and hisses. At last, to 
sscape, Mme. Patti darted off the stage. 
Mr. Sanders started off in hasty pursuit, with the 
stroamers of his gayly-decorated wreath flying in 
Mayor Grace seized Sanders frantically by the 
coat and tried to hold him fast, but he broke away, 
and disappeared suddenly, to the inexzpressi- 
ble disgust of the audience. When Mr. San- 
reappeared there were hisses all 
over the hall, and cries of “Put the 
“We've had enough of that.” 
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fool out.” and 
No fashionable gathering ever more plainly ex- 
pressed the annoyance it had felt than did the one 
which finally succeeded in hissing Mr. Sanders 
down.

Mme. Patti sang superbly, maintaining easily her 
high reputation as an artist.

fHE LITIGATION IN NEW-HAVEN FOR AN 
ACCOUNTING BY THE RECEIVER, 
Nrew-Haven, Nov. 16.—The motions for an 
accounting by Talcott H. Russell, Receiver of the 
American National Life and Trust Company, and 
for an increase of the vond, whichis now $25,000, 
were reached in the Superior Court, Judge 
Beardsley. this afternoon. Charles T. Shelton, 
of New-York, and Charles A. Hamil- 
ton, of this city, appeared for New- 
York policy-holders, in whose name the applica- 
tions were made; Simeon E. Baidwin appeared for 
Receiver Russell, and Benjamin Noyes, formerly 
President of the American Mutual Life Insurance 
Company and its successor, the American National 
Life and Trust Company, was aiso present. The two 


motions were made several months ago,and are now 
reached by due course of assignment. Affidavits 
filed last May in answer to them were read to the 
court. One of the affidavits, made by Receiver 
Russell, stated that Charles T. Shelton had been 
engaved in purchasing policies of the 
National Life Insurance Company of New- 
York, afterward reinsured in the Ameri- 
lean National Life and Trust Company 
pf this city. The price paid was 15 cents on the 
jollar. For purposes of bis own, Mr. Shelton de- 
sired to consult the policy register of the old 
National Life of New-York. This was allowed, but. 
dwing to the controversy, the order was revoked and 
_ the register brought to this city, where ail proper 
persons were allowed to inspect it. Receiver 
Russell makes oath that a report at this time would 
de injurious to tne interests of the estate, and that 
je is infermed by a creditable person that ‘‘ Ben- 
jamin Noyes has claimed the credit of making the 
trrangements and pushing the motion for the in- 
*rease Of the bond,” and that “he hopes thereby in 
iome Way to get into possession of the Insurance 
Building.” Anafiidavit was read from a committee 
»f Connecticut policy-holders that an accounting 
sow would be injurious to the policy-holders. §. 
Arthur Marsden, a lawyer of this city, deposed that 
ne represented policies aggregating about $800,000; 
that he thinks the bond suffieient, and deems a 
statement injurious. Other affidavits of similar 
purport were read. 
Mr. Hamiiton, representing Mr. Shelton, the pur- 
shaser o* the policies in the New-York National 
Life, proposed to put Receiver Russell on the stand 
1nd get trom him some disclosures as to his acts as 
Receiver. He wasabouttoargue the matter, when 
‘udge Beardsley told him he would not so oraer. 
'f the policy-hoiders had charges to make against 
Mr. Rasseil they must make them in the regular 
way. In reply to the affidavits introduced by 
the Receiver Mr. Hamilton read affidavits 
from New-Haven builders and contractors, 
ntended to show that Russell had not acted saga- 
biously in renting stores in the Insurance Building. 
To meet these, Mr. Baldwin read the affidavit of 
Jucien W. Sperry, who was Trustee for the Na- 
Honal Capitol Company, that the new leases were 
mre favorable for an income from the buiiding.

BOARD OF TRADE RECOMMENDATIONS. 

A meeting of the Board of Trade and Trans- 
portation was he!d yesterday. It was resolved that 
& committee of five should be sent to Washington 
next month to represent the board at the meeting 
of the National Board of Trade.

lutions were adopted upon which the National 
Board of Trade is recommended to take 
action. The first was that Congress be 
nrged to enact an ‘equitable and _ uni- 
form bankrupt law.” The others recommend 
the passage of a law, similar to the one in force in 
this Siate, providing that in all the territory and on 
all the navigable waters of the United States ample 
security be given for moneys advanced on goods in 
transit or in warehouses; governmental acquire- 
ment of telegraph iines as part of the postal system 
ot the country; the adoption of * some definite con- 
stitutional or legal method for the settiement of 
Bisputed Presidential elections and successions, 
thus relieving the Nation from such coinplicaticns 
and dangers a8 were encountered in 1876;” the ex-

THE REV. HENRY P. TAPPAN. 

The Rev. Henry Philip Tappan, D. D.; 
LL. D., died in Yevay, Switzerland, on Tuesday, in 
the seventy-seventh year of hisage. Dr. Tappan was 
well known in this City, having devoted several 
years of his life to the cause of education hers; 
and though he had resided abroad for nearly 
20 years, he had many warm friends here, 
ezpecialiy among those who were graduated 
from the University of the City of New-York during 
his six years of service in that institution. 
Ye was born at Rhinebeck-on-the-Hudson, April 23, 
1805. His family was among the earliest settlers on 
the North River. His studies in early life were 
pursued partly athome and partly at Greenfield 
Academy, and in 1822, at the ageof 17, he had 


qualified himself to enter the Sophomore Class of 
Union College, from which institution he was 
graduated with high honors in 1825. All his 
studies from boyhood up had been directed 
to the one object ot preparing for the ministry, 
and upon leaving Union College he entered upon a 
course of study at the Theological Seminary at Au- 
burn, graduating at the end of two years, and 
eager to begin his chosen work of preaching the 
Gospel. He began his life asa minister in 1827, as 
as-istant tothe Rev. Dr. Van Vechten, in the Re- 
formed Dutch Church at Schenectady, and the fol- 
lowing year found himself settled as Pastor over the 
Congregational Church at Pittsfiela, Mass. Here he 
worked with that zeal and energy which 
characterized him throughout lite, and being 
naturally of a delicate constitution his health suc- 
cumbed to the strain put upon body and mind. In 
1831, after three years of unremitting pastoral! toil, 
he was obliged to resign his trust. Upon the ad- 
vice of his physicians he madea short tripto the 
West Indies, but returned in a few months, his 
health restored and readv for work again. He 
did not, however, return to the active labor 
In 1832 he was appointed 
Professor of Moral and Intellectual Philosophy in 
the University of the City of New-York, and ac- 
cepted the chair. His lectures were models of 
style, of diction, and profundity of thought. and he 
gave satisfaction alike to the students and Faculty. 
For six years he held this chair, until, in 1838, ow- 
ing to some Gifficulties in the administration of the 
university, he resigned, together with the rest of 
the Facuity. 

During the next 14 years Dr. Tappan devoted 
himself to the composition of works on philosophy 
and education and to conducting a private semi- 
nary in this City, in which some of the brightest of 
our scholars were grounded in the principles of 
their several professions. The works which he 
published during this period are’still recognized as 
standard authorities in philosophy. Among them 
are “A Review of Edward's Inquiry into the Free- 
dom of the Will,”’ (1839;) “The Doctrine of the 
Wii], Determined by an Appeal to Consciousness,” 
(1840:) ** The Doctrine of the Will Applied to Moral 
Agency and Responsibility,” (1841;) ‘* Elements of 
Logic, with an Introductory View of Philesophy 
in General, and a Preliminary View of the Reason,”’ 
(1844,) and a treatise on “ University Education,” 
(1851.) He was selected in 1848 to deliver the cen- 
tennial address before the Philomathean Society of 
Union Coliege. upon which occasion he received 
the degree of D. D. from his Alma Mater. In the 
Summer of 1851 Dr. Tappan made a trip to Europe, 
and passed nearly an entire year traveling in 
various countries. Upon his return to this City in 
the following year he published the results of 
his pilgrimage in a hook which he entitled 
‘**A step from the New World to the Old.”? Soon 
after the publication of this work he was called 
back to his o!d chair of Philosophy. in the Univer- 
sity of the City of New-York. He accepted the 
call, but resigned before entering upon its duties, 
being offered the position of President of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, which he accepted, and en- 
tered upon his administration in 1850. It was while 
acting in this capacitv that Dr. Tappan did the 
most important work of his busy life. The univer- 
sity, after an existence of 12 years, was languishing, 
and in an almost moribund condition. Dr. Tappan 
andertook to revive the institution, and gaivanize 
it into new life, and he went about his task with 
enerey and zeil. His first step was to revise the 
course of study, and this was done in a masterly 
manner. While the range of linguistic study, in- 
cluding both ancient and modern, was greatly en- 
larged, a scientific course was instituted, by which 
the educational wants of large classes of the 
community engaged in useful employments 
were provided for. The classical and scientific 
courses were parallel to each other in respectabil- 
ity, inthe term of years required for completing 
them, in the attention which they received from 
the university Protessors, and in the academical 
Students who did 
not wish to become candidates for an academical 
degree, or who might wish to supply deficiencies 
in particular branches before entering upon a full 
and regular course, were permitted to take 
a partial course. In addition to_ these 
courses, a university course proper was indicated, 
the development of which was the aim of much of 
Dr. Tappan’s labors. His inauguration as Presi- 
dent was signalized by the establishment of an ob- 
servatory. In 1856 an analytical laboratory was 
opened; in 1858 a museum of fine arts and history 
was established; in 1850a law department was in- 
stituted, with three Professors and 90 students, and 
in 1861 a chair of military engineering and tac- 
ties was created, with the design of develop- 
ing a full course of military instruction. Every 
year some new chair of instruction was established, 
and new material for experiment and illustration 
was added to the class-rooms and cabinets, until in 
1863, when nis connection with the university 
ceased, Dr. Tappan and the State of Michigan 
could rejoice in the development of the institution 
from very feeble beginnings into the fair propor- 
tions of a_ university. Dr. Tappan may fairly be 
called the father ot the university of Michigan. 

During the 10 years of his connection with the 
University of Michigan Dr. Tappan was constantly 
engaged in delivering addresses and writing books 
or contributing to the press. In 1853 he delivered 
the annual address before the State Agricultural 
Society of Michigan, and in 1854 received the de- 
gree of LL.D. from Columbia College, in 
this City. In 1856 he was elected a_ cor- 
responding member of the Imperia! Insti- 
tute of Franee and President of the American 
Association for the Advancement of Education. 
His three works on “The Will” were republished 
in Glasgow in 1857. Since his retirement from the 
University of Michigan Dr. Tappan has lived 
almost constantly abroad, and has engaged very 
little in active life. He has, however, contributed 
several essays on educational questions to the 
various reviews and magazines of Europe, many 
of which have been republished in this country. 


WILLIAM RATHBONE GREG. 
William Rathbone Greg, the well-known po- 
litical writer, whose death is announced in a dis- 
patch from London, was bora at Manchester in 
1809. He was appointed a Commissioner of Cus- 


toms in May, 1856, and was Controller of her 
Majesty's Stationery Office from November, 1864, 
until 1877, when he resigned. Mr. Greg was best 
known, perhaps, in this country through his 
* Literary and Social Judgments,” a collection of 
his contributions to the various English reviews, 
publisned in 1873, and by his later work, ‘* Rocks 
Ahead; or, The Warnings of Cassandra,” in which 
his topic was of a somewhat different character 
from those which he had formerly treated. This 
book caused no little discussion both 
in the <knglish and American journals. 
Other works by which he has been known are 
‘Essays on Political and Social Science,” and 
“ Enigmasjof Life,”’ which appeared in 1872; *‘Polit- 
ical Problems,”’ and ** Creed of Christendom,” 1873; 
and ‘Mistaken Aims and Attainable Ideas of the 
Artisan Class,’ published ia 1876. He has been a 
frequent contributor to the Pall Mall Gazette over 
the signature “‘W. R. G.”” He was married to a 
caughter of the late Right Hon. James Wilson.

About two years ago he was 
stricken with paralysis, from which he only par- 
tially recovered, and since then he has been unable 
tu attend the annual jsessions of the Grand Lodge. 
His last important work was the “History of 
American Odd-feliowship,”’ compiled and edited 
under the authority of the Grand Lodge. During 
his life Mr. Ridgley held various offices of public 
trust. For 12years he was Register of Wills of 
Baltimore County, and has been a member of the 
Legislature and two conventions to revise the Con- 
stitution of the State. He was Collector of Inter- 
nal Revenue under President. Lincoin, and_at the 
time of his death President of the Mutual Fire In- 
surance Company of Baltimore County.

ON TRIAL FOR EMBEZZLEMENT. 
Robert S. Hawkins, a fashionably dressed

DION BEATS THE RECORD 


HIS REMARKABLE GAME WITH 
CHAMPION SLOSSON. 
EXCELLING SCHAEFER’S BOSTON RECORD IN 

A SUPERB DISPLAY OF 8KILL-—SLO8SON’S 
PLUCKY FIGHT—MORRIS, CARTER, AND 
SCHAEFER THE OTHER WINNERS—-SEX- 

TON’S SECOND DEFEAT. 

The billiard games in the competition for the 
diamond emblem of the championship at Tam- 
many Hall yesterday developed some genuine sur- 
prises. In the closing game Joseph Dion, who has 
but just reappeared in public after five years’ re- 
tirement, beat the highest run on record at cushion 
caroms, making 45 consecutive shots in a single 
inning by as perfect an exhibition of scientific 
calculation as was ever witnessed in this 
City. In the afternoon William Sexton, who 
if he took proper care of himseif would undoubt- 
edly be without a peer as an expert, was forced to 
succumb a second time and learn a very bitter les- 
son of the folly of neglecting practice. In the 
evening the record was beaten by the superb play 
of Dion. The afternoon exhibition opened with a 
game between Alonzo Morris and Thomas J. Gal- 
lagher, the latter of whom was defeated by 86 
points after a struggle which Jayged during two 
hours and six minutes. Morris piayed delicate cor- 
ner caroms prettily in one inning which netted him 


20. Besides this, he reached double figures but 
twice. the innings yielding 12 and 14. Gallagher 
played weakly, placing only two respectable runs 
of 14 and 15 to his credit in his sixty-first inning. 
It took Morris 62 innings to score 200 points, his 
average being 312-31. Gallagher's was 2 41-61. and 
his total score was 163. The second gime between 
Sexton and Kugene Carter was, on Sexton’s side, 
painful to watch. Only three times did he play 
with his usual strength and dash, putting 
together during this brief interval a beauti- 
ful run of 20 and_ runs of 15 and _ 10. 
Zeroes dropped from his cue with distressing 
frequency, and in this particular his opponent was 
scarcely more fortunate. Carter made pretty runs 
of 10, 13, 19, 11, 12, and 4, and struggied tor a long 
time before he made the 2he needed to win him 
game in the sixty-eighth inning.

J. R. Heiser started his game with Jacob Schaefer 
in the evening with a single carom, to which 
Schaefer replied witha zero. The game was sleepy 
until Schaefer woke up, tapped out 14 prettily in the 
fifth inning, and then fell back into a tedious lull of 
amateurish play. This lasted for 15innings, it being 
only inthe twentieth inning that Schaefer began to 
play with brilliant steadiness, and ran up 20 rapidly 
and in fine form. Two innings after this Heiser 
made his highest rnn, which was only 8 but which 
included a nicely calculated two-cushion * bank” 
carom that elicited applause. Weak play again in- 
tervened, many strokes on both sides being so 
wide of the aim as to cause wonderment among 
the spectators. After 11 innings of poor play 
Schaefer once more woke up, Heiser having crept 
up very slowly, and ran 16 quickly. turning the 
string at 105 and leaving Heiser at 75. Heiser 
reached a count of 9 later on, and gained 1 by a 
clean miss through very faulty calculation on 
Schaefer's part. At the close of the thirty-ninth 
inning Heiser’s score stood at 102. only 13 behind 
his adversary’s count. Fourteen innings went by 
before Schaefer reached double figures again 
in a deftly played run of 17, and it 
was not until four innings later that Heiser began 
to play with anything approaching fine billiards. 
He made i60n this spurt of speed, and elicited 
the first burst of hearty applause. Foliowing it 
a little later with 10, the scores stood 157 to 167 
against Heiser. The odds were reduced to 4 mea- 
gre 8. Two fine runsof 7, one shot being a mag- 
nificent double-cushion carom, crossing the table in 
anacute angle, aroused great applause for the 
young expert, who was coming dangerously near 
Schaefer, when the latter spurted and won witha 
run of 18 in the sixty-third inning by the following 
score:

At 9:30 Slosson *“*banked” with Dion, won the 
lead, pilaved from the spot, and scored 6, and ran 
into double figares with ag of 10 in his fourth 
inning. By this time Dion had got into a steady 
gait, and with a very brilliant run of 43—made all 
over the table, with an easy, accurate stroke— 
swept to the front. It was by far the best 
played, as it was the highest, run ever made in 
public, and aroused the greatest enthusiasm among 
the spectators as they watched the expert’s mar- 
velousily skillful and sure stroke. ‘The globes 
danced about as if they were held by a charm, and 
counted time after time until they reached 45, when 
Dion missed on a very difficult’ round-the-tahle 
stroke, and took his seat. These billiards being 
some of the most remarkable ever seen in public, 
and sweeping away as they did Schaefer's Boston 
record of 85, the spectators continued to applaud 
vociferously until Dion at Jength arose and bowed 
his acknowledgments, while his opponent waited 
for the tumult of plaudits to subside. Four in- 
nings later the champion, in his turn, gave an ex- 
hibition of his perfect mastery of the cue, dashing 
the globes about until they had rung out 23. This 
brought the scores, which had stood at the 
close of the eighth inning 57 to 20 in Dion's favor, 
to a less disproportionate ratio. Dion was playing 
in superb form, and continued to widen the dis- 
tance between himself and his adversary again. 
Slosson played well and with much courage, the 
earoms on both sides being marked by great bril- 
liancy of conception and execution, making the 
game a genuine treat to witness. Dion main- 
tained his extraordinary speed, and drove the 
globes helter-skelter in the most dazziing and 
bewildering fashion. He was further favored 
by “luck,” and off a “*scratch’’ doable kiss in his 
twentieth inning gathered in 29, making his 
score 120 to _ Siosson’s_ 63. The latter 
turned his string in his thirty-third inning 68 
points behind “Dion, the scores standing 101 
and 169 respectively. Slosson played his up-hill 
struggle with undaunted pluck, and though by 
brilliant execution he gained frequent applause, 
his task was a hopeless one, and at length in the 
forty-seventh inning he succumbed, and Dion ran 
out with the following fine score:

GOULD AND HUNTINGTON AGREE. 

Mr. Jay Gould and Mr. C. P. Huntington 
have concluded to end their Southern railroad war, 
and a compromise agreement is to be executed to- 
day. The Gould party signed the contract yester- 
day. The Huntington roads affected by the agfree- 
ment are the Central Pacific and Southern Pacific. 


The Gould roads are the Texas Pacific, the New- 
Orleans Pacific, the Missouri Pacitic and its old St. 
Louis, tron Mountain and Southern, the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas, with its old Interna- 
tional and Great Northern. The _ bitterest 
of fights have been carried on “between 
these interests competing, as the roads do, 
at important points. But by the terms of the 
agreement just reached al! pending litigation is to 
cease and henceforth arbitration 1s to be the rule 
on all conflicting matters. The contract provides 
that the Texas Pacific shall stop construction at the 
present point of junction with the Southern Pa- 
cific, about 80 miles from El Paso. The -road be- 
tween this junetion and E} Paso is made subject to 
the perpetual joigt use of each party to the con- 
tract. the cost of maintenance, repairs, &c., being 
equally divided between the two interests. Hunt- 
ington acquires the right to intersect the Missouri 
Pacific 80 or 100 miles from New-Orleans, and thus 
secure a perpetual joint right of use to New-Or- 
leans on terms the same as accorded to Gould on 
the other combination. It is set forth in the con- 
tract that all roads affected by the contract shall 
constitute one continuous line, with a pro rata 
mileage division of earnings. Tne business between 
New-Orleans and Galveston is to be divided be- 
tween the companies.

RUN ON A SAVINGS BANE. 

Ready cash to the amount of $250,000 was 
sent from this City to the Howard Savings Institu- 
tion of Newark, N. J., yesterday morning to meet 
such demands as were ‘likely to arise from a con- 
tinuation of the run on the bank which was insti- 
tuted on Tuesday. The Geposits with the Howard 


amount to $8,500,000, against which the bank holds 
$2,500,000 of Government bonds. The money ob- 
taineu in New-York yesterday was raised on bonds, 
and it was officially announced in Wall-street that 
funds to anv aniount were at the bank’s command.

HARDSHIPS OF MARINERS 


LIVES LOST IN SAVING LIVES AT 
SEA. 
RESCUED SAILORS BROUGHT TO THIS PORT— 


TERRIBLE EXP=RIENCE OF TWO SHIPS’ 


CREWS WHO WERE PICKED UP ON THE 
ATLANTIC. 

The crews of two vessels lost in the October 
gales arrived at this port vesterday on the bark 
Low Wood and the ship Rudolph. Capt. Fritz, of 
the Low Wood, gives a thrilling account of the res- 
cue from the British harkentine Bend Or of eight 
men which cost him his second mate and four 
brave seamen. The Low Wood left Belfast 50 days 
ago, and met with considerable bad weather. At 
noon on Oct. 20, when in latitude 49° 10’ and longi- 
tude 87° 20’, a vessel flying signals of distress was 
sighted, and Capt. Fritz bore down on her. Asthe 
bark approached it was observed that the stranger 
was lying with her lee rail under water and ap- 
peared to be in a sinking condition. The foremast- 
head and the top gallantmast and topmast were 


sone, and all the sails had been biown away. She 


was lying to the wind, in which position she was 
kept by the wreckage. A heavy sea was running 
and was making a complete breach over the wreck, 
which proved to be the barkentine Bend Or, bound 
from Liverpool! for St. John, Newfoundland, with 
a cargo of coal, which had shifted in the hold. 
Capt. Fritz ordered all necessary sail to be clewed 
up, and he stood across the stern of the dis- 
tressed vessel, eoming within hailing distance. 
Her crew asked to be tuken off, and said 
all of their boats had been smashed. The barken- 
tine was ina sinking condition and they begged 
that a boat besent to theirrescue. Capt. Fritz 
called his crew aft and in a few words stated the 
case to them and called for volunteers. Five 
brave men instantly stepped forward. These were 
Second Mate George W. James, of St. John, New- 
Brunswick, and Seamen John Smith and George 
Russell, of Liverpool; Pottice Eugene, of Havre, 
and John Hamilton, of Belfast, Jreland. <A boat 
was lowered. and, pushing off, the five men started 
for the Bend Or. The boat stood back toward the 
wreck and dropped a quarter of a mile to leeward 
of her. A man was sent aloft to watch for the 
boat while the rest of the erew kept 
up a sharp leokout for their comrades 
on deck. The boat was observed fast approach- 
ing the wreck, when the sky to leeward became 
suddenly dark. A heavy squall was traveling 
along the uneven surface of the sea toward the 
rescuing party. Capt. Fritz hoped that they 
might escape this danger, but the squall swept 
onward, and in an instant both boat and wreck 
were obscured from sight. The Captain wore the 
bark around and stood back toward the wreck. 
All hands went aloft and looked for the boat and 
its occupants, but nothing could be seen of the 
frail shell. They trusted that their comrades were 
on board the wreck, but signais from the latter 
soon told them that five gallant men had per- 
ished. The bark lay by tili dusk, when she sig- 
naled the Bend Or that she would keep by 
her. A heavy gale came up during the night, 
and being shorthanded, Capt. Fritz could not 
carry sufficient sail to beat to windward. At day- 
light the wreck, lying down still lower in the water, 
Was seen some six miles to windward. It contin- 
ued to blow all day long and during the following 
night. The wreck was kept in sight, but Capt. Fritz 
did not venture to lower another boat. The storm 
continued until noon on the ‘22d, when it began to 
moderate. and sail was made. Just before dark 
the wreck was discovered on the weather bow. 
The Low Wood beat to windward all night long, 
and at daylight on the 238d the wreck was seen close 
at hand. Asmall boat, the only working hoat on 
board, was lowered aftera great deal of difficulty. 
The mate and two men manned this boat 
and brought her close to the wreck. But 
the sea was making a complete breach over the 
latter, and the boat's crew had to watch their 
chances in order te come alongside. As the boat 
was very small only four of the crew of the Bend 
Or could get on board at once. The boat rowed 
back to the bark ard then returned tor the remain- 
ing four of the barkentine’s crew, who were taken 
off safely. But during the return trip the boat 
shipped a sea, which filled her up to the thwarts. 
The men took off their hats, and, bailing out the 
water, prevented her from swamping. As soon as 
all were on board the boat the latter squared away 
and proceeded on her ¢ purse, after having lost five 
brave men and three days’ time. When last seen 
the wreck was lying down lowin the water, and 
it is thought that she sank during the night which 
followed. Capt. Goorley, of the Bend Or, says that 
soon after leaving Liverpoo! rough weather was 
encountered. On the 18th he was caught in a ter- 
rific hurricane, in which his vessel was partially dis- 
masted, lost all the boats and sails, and had every- 
thing movable washed from the decks. The cargo, 
which was a deep one, shifted in the hold, and the 
vessel began to fill rapidly. The pumps were 
choked, and it was impossible to keep the hold 
clear of water. Asharp !ookout was kept up for 
passing vessels, but nothing hove in sight until the 
Low Wood wes spoken. ‘the crew saw the boat of 
the latter swamp, and were powerless to aid the 
five gallant fellows who were attempting to rescue 
them, The rescued men speak in the highest terms 
of the treatment they received on board the bark, 
The British Consul will send the shipwrecked sea- 
men to the Sailors’ Home in Cherry-street to-day. 
The Bend Or was owned in London, and measured 
about 850 tons. She had been 25 days out when 
her crew were rescued. 

The German ship Rudolph, from Antwerp, 
brought with her the crew of the British bark Hat- 
tie M., Which was abandoned on Oct. 22 in latitude 
44° 9’ and longitude 87° 50’, Capt. T. W. Wadman, 
of the Hattie M., says that he was bound from 
Dublin for St. John, New-Brunswick, in baliast, 
and from the outset of the voyage ill-fortune 
attended his vessel. Soon after leaving port 
two stowaways, who gave their names as 
Walter Gardner and T. Taylor, were discovered, 
and both were set at work. . The latter said that 
he belonged in Chelsea, Mass. On Sept. 23 a sailor 
fell from aloft and broke his leg, and a few days 
alterward the stowaway ‘laylor was washed over- 
board by a heavy sea and drowned. On Oct. 18 
the bark was cau,ht in a heavy gale. The sea be- 
came terrific, and for 28 hours made a clean breach 
over the vessel, fore and aft. The bowsprit was 
snapped off, the rudder-stock broken, the bulwarks 
carried away, the stanchions and after-house were 
started, the boats smashed, the cabin and fore- 
castle broken in and filled with water, and 
everything movable swept from the decks. 
Gardner, the other stowaway, was also washed 
overboard and lost. The bark was thrown on her 
beam ends, and the foremast was cut away in or- 
der to right her. David Bury, one of the crew, 
was crushed to death by broken spars, and Samuel 
McGuire had his leg broken. The hold of the ves- 
sel was rapidly filling, and the chances of keepirg 
her afloat much longer seemed very poor. In this 
crippled condition the bark remaided while the 
seas washed over her deck, and the survivors of 
the crew clung to such of the rigging as was still 
standing. No vessel was seen until the 22d, when 
the Rudolph hovein sight, and sent a boat, which 
took the survivors from the wreck. They speak 
very highly of the treatment which they received 
on the German ship. ‘To-morrow the mea will be 
sent tothe Sailor’s Home in Cherry-street by the 
British Consul. The lost bark was owned by Al- 
fred Marshall, of St. John, New-Brunswick.

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MILLERS IN THE WEST. 
a TRS 
COMPROMISE OF SUITS AGAINST MEMBERS 
OF THE ASSOCIATION BY A PURIFIER 
COMPANY. 

Sr. Lours, Nov. 16.—A compromise has been 
effected between the National Millers’ Association 
and the George T. Smith Middlings Purifier Com- 
pany, by which the lawsuits, brought by the latter 
against the mcst prominent millers of the coun- 
try for an alleged infringement of what 
is known as the Cochrane patents, have 
been settled. One of the test suits was 
won by the millers before the United States Circuit 
Court here, and is now docketed in the Supreme 
Conrt of the United States. where it would have 
been reached during next Spring but forthe pres- 
ent compromise. Efforts to settle these lawsuits 
nave long been pending. A sub-Executive Com- 


mittee of the National Millers’ Association met 
Cc. R. Knickerbocker, of Jackson, Mich., represent- 
ing the Middlings Purifier Company, and after 
discussion effected a compromise by the Na- 
tional Millers’ Association paying the company 
$6,000. The suits which the Purifier Company 
brought against the millers in this country aggre- 
gated $36,000,000. This compromise puts an end to 
the trouble so far as the members of the 
National Millers’ Association are concerned, 
but those outside of the association will 
still have to fight the matter in 
the courts. In addition to the compromise with 
the Consolidated Middlings Purifier Company the 
sub-Executive Committee has discussed the 
troubles growing out of the Dauchfield patent. 
The owners of the patent are to be invited to meet 
the committee for conference. The owners have 
some large suits on hand against millers, and have 
already received some judgments.

4 LARGE GATEERING OF FRIENDS PRESENT 
AT THE FUNERAL SERVICES. 

4 funeral service was held at 4 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon, at the residence of J. H. Mc- 
Vicker, over the remains of Mrs. Mary Frances 
Booth, the late wife of Edwin Booth, the 
iragedian. The body of Mrs. Booth reposed 
m a heavy rosewood casket, upholstered in 
white satin and ornamented with massive silver 
vandies. The lid of the casket was removed, ex- 
posing the body, which was robed in white satin 
jo its full length, and the effect was to present a 
perfect counterfeit of sleep. The floral decora 
sions of the parlor in which the casket rested were 


numerous. The piano cover was fairly covered 
With wreaths, crosses, broken columns, and bou- 


quets which had been sent by friends of 
the deceased. Edwin Booth’s contribution to 
this beautiful display was a magnificent 


cross of calia lilies and roses. The trage- 
dian himself, holding the hand of his daugh- 
ter, sat at the head of the coffin during the 
services, and seemed very much affected. At 4 
o'clock the large parlors of Mr. McVicker’s house 
ere filled, the hallway was crowded, and many 
ladies and gentlemen who came late were unable 
to gain admittance and stood on the stoop. The 
theatrical profession was well represented, but the 
majority of those present were private citizens, 
friends of the family.

VASSELS FOR THE WHITH STAR LINE. 

The White Star Steam-ship Company have 
eontracted with Harland & Wolff, of Belfast, Ire- 
iand, for the construction of vessels which, when 
delivered, will aggregate 60,000 tons and will cost 


pearly £2,500,000. In August last Harland & Wolff 
turned over to Ismay. Imrie & Co., the managing 
owners of the White Star Line, a new steel 


steam-ship, the Arabic, which has_ since 
arrived at this port. The Coptic, 
which will probably be delivered during 


the present month, isa superb specimen of naval 
architecture. Among the vessels contracted for is 
a sailing ship, which, when completed, will be the 
largest sailing vessel in the world. Ismay, Imrie & 
Co. have already expended £2,000,000 on steam- 
ships built in the yard of Harland & Wolff previous 
tothe present year. This ship-building company 
have constructed so many fine vessels for the 
White Star and other companies during the past 10 
years that Beifast may be said in some respects to 
rival the Clyde.

MR. FIELD'S NEW BUILDING. 
PLANS FOR THE OFFICES TO BE ERECTED ON 
BATTERY-PLACE. 

‘Mr. Cyrus W. Field, after purchasing the 
property facing on Battery-place and bounded on 
the east by Broadway and on the west by Green- 
wich-street, where the historic Washington Hotel 
yet stands, decided that six of the foremost archi- 
tects of this City should enter into competition in 
the drawing of plans for the immense offce build- 
ing which it is his intention to have erected on that 
ground. He wrote tothe arcbitects that he pro- 
posed to erecta building on land being 56 feet 4 
inches on Broadway, 171 feet 9 inches on Battery- 
place, 63 feet 5 inches on Greenwich-street, and 168 


feet 3 inches on the northerly line. Mr. Field further 
announced that the design adjudged the best 
would entitle the architect submitting it to the po- 
sition of architect of the building or to the sum of 
$5,000, at his (Mr. Field's) election. Each remain- 
ing architect would receive $500, and his plan 
would become Mr. Field’s property upon the pay- 
ment to the architect of an additional $500. The 
letter explained the character and size of the pro- 
posed building, and set forth that a design contem- 
plating the erection of one which would cost more 
than $500,000 would be rejected. He directed that 
each design should be marked with a motto and 
forwarded to him, together with the name of the 
author, inclosed in a sealed envelope, the latter to 
be opened only when the final choice of one of the 
designs should be made. The designs were received 
by Mr. Field on the ist inst., the day fixed by him 
for their reception. He took them to his home at 
Irvington-on-the-Hudson, and his wife and himself 
selected one of the drawings, which proved to 
have been the work of his own architect. Mr. Ed- 
ward H. Kendall, of No. 71 Broadway. The build- 
ing is to be completed, if possible, by April, 1883. 
Difficulty is being had in procuring the leases from 
some of the tenants. One of them, who a short 
time ago would have been glad to accept an offer 
of $4,000 for his lease, decided that it was worth 
$16,000 when he heard that Mr. Field had purchased 
the property. 

Mr. Kendall's plan is to construct a building that 
will in many of its details be a reminder of the old 
colonial days. and which will, to some extent. me- 
morialize the building there standing and known 
to have been the head-quarters of Gen. Washing- 
ton. The architect has, therefore, produved plans 
for a building, the style of which he is pleased to 
distinguish as colonial. It is an artistic effort that 
cannot fail to attract the eye, and it is believed 
that the building will be one of the handsomest in 
the City, and unlike, in many particulars, the other 
great structures of the Metropolis. There are to be 
10 stories above the cellar and basement. The 
building will rise to the height of 150 feet within 
the wails, and above all there isto be acircular 
lantern, or cupola, with u flag-staff and electric 
light, the highest point from the ground heing 250 
feet. The building will be of Milwaukee brick 
with Belleville stone trimmings, the same kind of 
stone used inthe construction of Trinity Church. 
The main entrance isto be on Battery-place, and 
there will also be an entrance on Broadway, 
and one on Greenwich-street. That por- 
tion of the cellar at Broadway and Bat- 
tery-place is to be used by a safe deposit com- 
pany. The portion at Battery-place and Green- 
wich-street is to be used as the press-room of the 
Evening Mail, the property of Mr. Field. The rest 
of the cellar will be set apart for the storage of 
coal and for heating purposes. There will be three 
elevators in the building. The Broadway and 
Baitery-place portion of the basement, which will 
be even with the sidewalk, will be used by the safe 
deposit company. This room will be 34 by 73 feet 
in dimensions, and the entrance to the building 
from Broadway will be found in the rear. The 
Battery-place and Greenwich-street portion of the 
basement will be an office, 24.8 by 72 feet in dimen- 
sions, and the Greenwich-street entrance 
will be in its rear. On the northerly 
side of this entrance there is to be en office 
18 by 52 feet. The grand entrance in Battery- 
place will have a wide staircase leading to the first 
floor and toan opencourt. The first floor is to be 
divided into two large offices, with private offices 
at the sides of the main entrasce. The office at 
Broad wayand Battery-place will be 49 by 53 feet. The 
one on thé Battery-place and Greenwich-street side 
will be 53 by 53 feet. The staircase hall. elevators, 
and toilet-rooms are to be inthe rear. The second 
and third floors will be arranged alike. The Broad- 
way and Battery-place offices will be 20.6 by 36 feet, 
and back of these wil! be offices 13 by 37.6 feet. The 
Battery-nlace and Greenwich-street offices will he 
19 by 57 feet, and back of these will be offices 18 by 
84 feet. On the Battery-place front between the 
corner offices there are to be seven offices on each 
of these floors, 17 by 25 feet in dimensions. On the 
third, fourth, fifth, sixth, seventh, eighth, and ninth 
floors there are to be 19 offices, each 17 by 18 feet. 
The top floor has vot yet been laid out, but is to be 
used for the editorial, reportorial, and composing 
reoms of the Avening Mail. There is to bea tur- 
reted oriel at Battery-place and Broadway ard at 
Greenwich-street and Broadwav. The offices on 
the Battery-place front will command an unstur- 
passed view of the Battery Park and the harbor. 
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HOW TO CLEAN THE STREETS. 
THE EFFORTS OF BROADWAY MERCHANTS 
SUCCESSFUL, 

Tt is easy enough to keep streets clean when 
they have once been made so,” said a representa- 
tive of Moses Byers, who was superintending tke 
cleaning of that portion of Broadway between 
Seventeenth and T'wenty-second streets, at an early 
hour in the morning, when Broadway is at its 
quietest. And the appearance of the street was 
ample proof of hisstatement. The public-spirited 
merchants whe have with their private means 
been doing what should be done with the public 


funds are satisfied with their experiment. They 
find areturn for their investment in the compli- 
ments paid them by ladies and gentlemen who have 
occasion to cross Broadway at any point where the 
system of cleaning has been prosecuted. The stones 
look asclean in the morning as dothe hearth-stones 
in a well-kept country home, and, now that the 
filth that had accumulated during the mismanage- 
ment of Street Commissioner Coleman bas been 
carted off, there is comparatively little trouble in 
keeping the roadway as clean as the crosswalks. 
it is doubtful if there is in any portion of the Citya 
spot so scrupulously clean as is this section of 
Broadway. it proves conclusively that there is no 
reason why New-York should bear the reputation 
of being the dirtiest city in the world, It proves, 
further, that street-cleaning, conducted on business 
principles, can be as successfully carried out as any 
other portion of the City’s business, and carried on 
economically, too. By the system adopted by the 
contractor in this instance but very few men are 
needed to perform the work, a half-dozen 
men and a single horse and cart suflicing 
to do the work, which is accomplished be- 
tween the hours of 8 and 4 o’clock in 
the morning. This number is. of course, much 
smaller now when the roadway is dry than when 
the rain brings mud and water to combat with. 
That the presence of these materiais does not 
necessitate filihy streets was amply proved during 
the recent stormy weather. Then one could cross 
the street and do no more than soil the soles of his 
or her rubbers. If such cleauliness prevailed 
throughout the City—and it mignt easily—a lady or 
gentleman might safely venture out on stormy 
days with nothing butapairof walking boots to 
protect themseives. During the stormy weather it 
was interesting to watch the force of workmen, 
then more than doubled, who, under the eye of a 
careful inspector, went carefully over the street, 
first with coarse ani then with fine brooms, and 
brushed away the thick brown paste and carefully 


carted away the semi-liquid to the dumps 
on the North River. After their work 
the rain plashed on and washed off 


the surface of the paving-stone, polished by the ac- 
tion of the horses’ hoofs and the wheels of the 
busses and carnages, It flowed then through the 
gutters in a stream that bespoke cleanliness for 
the dirty water, paradoxical as it may seem, and 
the pasty-like substance tkat ordinarily fills the 
gutters was noticeable principally forits absence, 
When this result was accomplished the foreman 
naturally looked with pride upon his work, and 
exultingly remarked: ‘“*That’s what I cali a clean 
street.”” Then he conducted the investigators to 
neighboring biocks which had not been cared for 
by him, and the difference was at once apparent, 
even in the darkness and rain. It is equally eppar- 
ent in midday now during the dry weather. So 
apparent has it been, in fact, that the Street-clean- 
ing Department has evidently been ashamed of the 
contract, and nas bestirred itseif, and on several 
occasions during the past few week swept the 
neighboring districts, greatly to the surprise 
and delight of the people in the vicinity. The mer- 
chants who underteok to obtain for themselves 
clean streets in front of their premises are delight- 
ed with the success of their efforts. so well pleased, 
in fact, that they will continue the contract with 
Mr. Byers forsome months to come. at least during 
the Winter and tne slushy days of Spring. During 
the day-time the streets are kept clean by men who 
at regular intervals, or whenever it may necessary, 
brush the cross-walks and take from the roadway 
the droppings and other filth which naturally ac- 
cumulate. Consequently the streets are as clean 
as itis possible to keep them. The entire success 
of the experiment carries with ita lesson which 
should be heeded by Mr. Coleman or some compe- 
— person who may be called upon to succeed 
im.

THE NEW STEAM-SHIP EDAM. 

The steam-ship Edam, of the Netherlands- 
American Steam Navigation Company, whose ves- 
sels ply between Brooklyn and Rotterdam, is the 
seventh and latest addition to the company’s fleet. 
She is a brig-rigged vessel, fitted with steam steer- 
ing gear. Her engines, which are of the most im- 
proved compound pattern, comprise two cylinders 


—one 43 and the other 75 inches in diameter; are 
of 2,000 indicated horse-power, and designed to 
make 13 knots an hour. She arrived here jast Sat- 
urday morning. having made the trip in about 12 


davs. On the passage her engines worke 
admirably, and it was found that the ship 
could make 13 knots an hour’ without 


being pushed. Sbe brought over 14 cabin and 280 
steerage’ passengers anda full cargo of general 
merchandise. Her cabin, which contains accom- 
modations fort0 passengers, is handsomely fitted 
np, with panels of bird’s-eye maple trimmed with 
satin wood. mahogany, and black walnut, and her 
furniture is upholstered in crimson plusb. Her 
commauder, Capt. J. H. Taat, has been a long time 
inthe service of the line, which was established 
seven years ago, and he was first commander of 
the Maas and aiterward of the Amsterdam. Her 
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other officers are W. Pousen. chief officer; J.J. 
Lakrooy, second officer; J. Berk, third officer XG. 
H. Edischover, chief engineer, and her crew con- 
sists of 54 men all told. The Edam sails for Rotter- 
dam onthe 28dinst. The eighth 7 of the ficet 
the Schiedam, is now building in Holland. and will 
sail for New-York during the coming Winter or 
Spring.

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CANVASSING THE VOTE. 
THE SUPERVISORS COUNTING THE RETURNS 
—A PROTEST FROM SENATOR HOGAN, 

The members of the Board of Aldermen act- 
ing as Supervisors began at 11 o’clock yesterday 
the work of canvassing the votes cast in this City 
at the recent election. Supervisor Strack presided, 
and before the count began he announced that the 
Inspectors of Election in the Thirty-second Elec- 
tion District of the Fifteenth Assembly District and 
the Thirty-third Election District of the Nineteenth 
Assembly District had failed to make any returns 
tothe board. Supervisor Sheils thought the atten- 


tion of the District Attorney shou!d be at once 
called to the delinquents, and Supervisor Sauer 
expressed his opinion that the Inspectors should bo 
punished if they willfully disobeyed the law, but 
they ought first to besent for and given a chance 
toexplain. * Inspectors often forget to bring re- 
turns to the City Hall," said Mr. Sauer, addressing 
Supervisor Sheils, ‘and you know they have done 
so in other years.” 

* That’s false!” exclaimed Mr. Sheils. 
you are mistaken.” 

‘Don’t you say ‘false’ to me!’’ shouted Super- 
visor Sauer. ‘*I’ll make you stop right there.” 

* No man will make me stop saying what I know 
to be true,’’ Mr, Shbeils yelled in reply, and things 
were getting warm, when the Chairman pounded 
his desk and insisted upon order being kept. 
Finally, the returns from the First Assembly Dis- 
trict were taken up, and the monotonous count- 
ing was begun. Soon afterward W. 8S. Wolfe 
handed in a protest annually made against 
counting the vote for Aldermen on_ the ground 
that the latter are not legally elected. 
The paper went to the Committee on Protests, as 
did another protest, presented by E. M. Lockwood, 
on behalf of the Greenback-Labor Party, who 
claimed that the count was incorrect because 
votes cast for Greenback candidates, although reg- 
ular, were returned as defective or scattering. A 
large number of errors were found in the returns 
from election districts, and in each case the docu- 
ments had to be turned overto the Committee on 
Corrected Returns. The consequence was that in 
none of the five Assembly districts canvassed yes- 
terday could the correct tota!s be declared. 

Nothing of special note occurred until the board 
was ready to canvass the Third Assembly D ‘strict, 
when Supervisor Sheils presented the following 
protest on behalf of Edwurd Hogan, the defeated 
candidate of the County Democracy for Senator 
in the Fifth Senatorial District: 

To the Board of County Canvassers: 

I, Kdward Hogan, a candidate for the office of State 
Senator from the Fifth Senatorial District, hereby 
protest and except to the canvass and declaration of 
the vote for Senator in favor of John G, Boyd, for the 
reasobs: 

Il. For that in various districts fraud, bribery, in- 
tim‘dation, and other corrupt and i’lega! means were 
used to influence the vote for Senator in favor of said 
John G. Boyd. 

ll. For that gross irregularities in the receiving, 
counting, and declaring the vote were practiced in 
in various districts in said Senatorial district. 

Ill. For that the returns in various districts in said 
Senate district were not filed in conformity with law 
and did not compiy with the Jaw. 

I therefore ask that your honorable body appointa 
committee to consider the above charges, with power 
to send for persons and papers.

ir. Hogan’s protest was referred to the Commit- 
tee on Protests, and the count went on. Every- 
thing went along quietly until the Twentieth Elec- 
tion District of the Fifth Assembly District was 
reached. when Chairman Strack announced that 
the total vote returned by the Inspectors was in 
excess of the total as shown by the returns for the 
various candidates, and suggested that the matter 
should be referred to the Committee on Corrected 
Returns. Supervisor Sauer jumped up excitedly 
and objected. Ex-Judge Nelson J. Waterbury, 
who was watching the count in the interest of the 
County Democracy, happened to be near the pre- 
siding officer’s desk, and upon him Supervisor 
Sauer poured out his wrath. ‘* Mr. Waterbury has 
no right to come here and interfere in this canvass, 
and I won’t—”’ 

‘Mr. Waterbury has no right to be within the 
bar,” interrupted Chairman Strack, “‘and he will 
please retire.” 

* 1m addressing you, Mr. Chairman,” Sauer went 
on, “and I want that man Waterbury ordered to 
keep quiet here. [want you to understand that 
there’s too much outside interference in this can- 
vass. I’m addressing you, Mr. Chairman.” 

Alderman Strack—The Chair has ordered Mr. 
Waterbury back. The Chair wont take any abuse 
from you or anybody else. 

Alderman Sauer—I don’t care for you or any- 
body else. I’m addressing you, Mr. Chairman. If 
Waterbury is going to run this canvass I want to 
know it. He’s done it several times before, and J 
want it stopned. 

By thistime there was a lively scene ofconfusion, 
and while the Chairman was trving to bring the 
Supervisors to order it was decided to let the 
Twentieth Election District lie over until all the 
Supervisors could be got together. This settlea 
the dispute, and without further trouble the count 
of the Filth Assembly District was completed a lit- 
tie before midnight last night. The board will meet 
again to-day and canvass the Sixth, Seventh, 
Eighth, Ninth, and Tenth Assembly Districts. 
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NEW ROUTE TO WASHINGTON. 
ARRANGEMENTS SAID TO HAVE BEEN MADE 

BY THE BALTIMORE AND OHIO PEOPLE, 

Talk about the proposed new route between 
New-York and Washington has been revived by 
the report that President Garrett, of the Baltimore 
aud Ohio Road, has virtually completed negotia- 
tions with one of the passenger railway companies 
of Philadelphia for the right of way through that 
city by way of Twenty-second-street. For the 
completion of the new route, of which the Read- 
ing Road and its Bound Brook branch is the north- 
ern wing and this recent acquisition an important 
factor, a new road is to be built from Philadelphia 
south to Baltimore. Surveys for this new line 
bave been completed, and the road is to run paral- 
lel to the Philadelphia, Wilmington and Baltimore 
Road, which was bought up by the Pennsylvania 
Raliroad Company some time ago, in order to pre- 
vent the Baltimore and Ohio Road from having 
what it is now seeking to obtain. a route direct 
to New-York City under its own control. At the 
Office of the New-Jersey Central Road in this City 
it was ascertained yesterday that the Bound Brook 
route would certainly enter into such a combina- 
tion as is proposed, and as existed before the pur- 
chase by the Pennsylvania Road of the Philadel- 
phia, Wilmington and Baltimore, when the Balti- 
more and Ohio builds its route from Baltimore to 
Philadelphia, and secures the right of way through 
the latter city. The managers of the road have re- 
ceived no official notifivation from President Gar- 
rett as to the result of the negotiations which have 
been in progress for some time, but express no 
doubt of the truth of the story ia circulation. 

Mr. C. P. Craig, of the Baltimore and Ohio agency 
in this City, stated that there certainly was founda- 
tion for the rumor, as he knew that negotiations 
looking toward a right of way through Philadel- 
phia had been in progress tor some time. He un- 
derstood that the horse railway company, which is 
willing to dispose of its right of way, when first ap- 
proached, asked some $700,000 or $800,000 for its 
franchise. This sum was considered too exorbitant 
by the Baltimore ard Ohio mauagers, who conse- 
quentiy declined to purchase, as this outlay, with 
what would be necessary to purchase suitable 
terminal facilities. made an extremely formidable 
amount. As giving color to the truth of the 
circulated report, Mr. Craig stated that agents 
of the road are now engaged in the 
purchase of property along the newly 
surveyed road south of Philadelpma, aad 
this would hardly be done unless some such 
arrangement as is now reported had been con- 
summated. “Thereis plenty of room for anew 
route between New-York and Baltimore,” said Mr. 
Craig, “but it requires an immense amount of 
capital to perfect it, and land is so valuabie in the 
region through which we must run that it will cost 
more to build the line from Baltimore to Philadel- 
phia than it would to build one 400 or 509 miles in 
lengthin Texas or the West. However, although 
I have no official information of the perfection of 
the plans, I have no reason for doubting that they 
are perfected, and thet work on the new road will 
now be pushed with all possible haste. That a com- 
pom route from New-York to Washington isto 

e opened I have every reason for believing.”

THE CITY’S PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

At the meeting of the Board of Education 
yesterday City Superintendent John Jasper sub- 
mitted a report showing that during last month the 
average attendance per day at the evening schools 
was 7,760, an increase of 806 over that of the corre- 
sponding month of last year; that the average at- 


tendance per day at the day schoo's was 181,971, 
and that the total registration for October was 
131,663, thus indicating a slight decrease in the at- 
tendance and a slight imcrease in the registration. 
The Committee on Course of Study reported reso- 
lutions providing that no school shall be permitted 
to organize a first grade class unless it shall have 
at least 15 pupils qualified for the grade at the 
time of organization, and that no second grade 
class be established with less than 20 pupils, 
It was recommended that where schools are re- 
mote from each other the two higher grades be 
taught irrespective of attendance, if permission be 
obtained from the Board of Education or the City 
Superintendent. After a prolonged discussion the 
resolutions were defeated by a vote of 13 to 6. The 
following appointments of Commissioners of Edu- 
cation were made by the Mayor yesterday to fill 
the places of an equal number whose terms have 
expired. Messrs. William Dowd and Isaac Bell were 
reappointed. The others appointed were J. E. Sim- 
mons, a Jawyer, in place of Charles Place; Edward 
Patterson, lawyer. in place of J. D. Vermilye;
